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In view of the surprisingly large number of accidents 
to warships of other nations in the last few days, it 
should be a matter of general congratulation and pride 
among the friends of our Navy that no accident of a 


» really serious nature has happened to the Battleship Fleet 


since it left Norfolk for its world voyage. Within less 
than seven days there have been more accidents in for- 
tign navies than would ordinarily be looked for in half 
a year. The melancholy list began on Saturday, April 
25, when the British cruiser Gladiator was run down by 
the steamship St. Paul in the British Channel and more 
than a score of lives were lost. On the Tuesday follow- 
ing in maneuvers of the British navy the cruiser Atten- 
tive rammed the destroyer Gala and crippled her, then 
sheering off and knocking a hole in the destroyer Ribble. 
On the same day a boiler exploded on the British bat- 
tleship Britannia, injuring three men. The day after, 
April 29, the German navy suffered a stroke of bad luck. 
The battleship Elsass was at target practice off Kiel 
when a cartridge exploded prematurely, killing two and 
injuring six men. A few hours later, on the morning of 
April 30, there was an explosion of a magazine on board 
the Japanese cruiser Matsushima of the Japanese train- 
ing squadron, off the Pescadores Islands between For- 
mosa and China. Several hundred cadets were drowned, 
including the sons of officers high in the military service 
of Japan. Such casualties show how careful must be the 
management of the great warships of the day, and how 
closely every detail, even to the most delicate, must be 
watched. The unfortunate record of the week, which we 
speak of in no spirit of exultant comparison, makes it 
plain that those in charge of our globe-girdling fleet are 
vigilant, careful and attentive to every duty, no matter 
how small. No fleet as large as this could have gone so 
far without accident unless the standard of discipline had 
been of the highest. In ordinary circumstances it would 
be natural for the man in the street, vernacularly de- 
scribed as a “landlubber,” to say that an expensive flect 
is expected to make voyages intact and that there is noth- 
ing remarkable in this non-accident achievement of our 
battleships, but when he contrasts, as he now can, the 
smooth and uneventful progress of our fleet from stop to 
stop, with the mishaps that have marred within a week 
the naval records of great nations, especially the chief 
naval power in the world, he may be able better to esti- 
mate the conscientious devotion to duty and the high 
ship-handling abilities of the officers of our Navy. 
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Two features of the investigation into the causes of the 
recent accident to the British destroyer Tiger when it 
was run down by the cruiser Berwick are likely to un- 
cover a wide diversity of opinion among naval men. One 
is the glare from the light used to simulate the discharge 
of a torpedo and its tendency to blind the officers in 
charge of the boat, and the other deals with the use of 
stern lights on both destroyers and ships when the navi- 
gating lights are screened. If the glare be shown to be 
blinding it may be that the light will have to be fired 
farther aft instead of forward of or under the bridge. As 
to stern lights, the Army and Navy Gazette does not see 
any objection to the use of a small stern light, properly 
screened so as to show over only a very small are. The 
decision of the court-martial exonerated the officers of 
the Tiger and the Berwick, the circumstances pointing 
to the unavoidability of the accident. It was only a mat- 
ter of seconds after all. ‘Three seconds more and the 
Tiger would have cleared the bow of the Berwick and 
had the big cruiser at her mercy with a Whitehead tor- 
pedo. In the same attack another destroyer missed im- 
palement on a battleship’s stern by only a hair’s breadth 
and was then in a position to destroy the huge craft, This 


successful work of the latter destroyer offset the effect 
of the Tiger’s loss and strengthened the belief of many 
naval experts that the torpedoboats are steadily gaining 
an advantage over battleships and cruisers in night at- 
tacks. That the loss of a couple of Tigers would be but a 
sinall price to pay for the disablement of a couple of the 
enemy’s battleships, is the view of a British service paper, 
which insists that there must be a continuance of these 
night attacks if the torpedo fleets are to justify their ex- 
istence. To attempt to minimize the risks would be to 
remove the very conditions the small craft are to face in 
actual war and thus make abortive the practice they en- 
gage in. 
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The recent court-martial on the loss of the British de- 
stroyer 'Tiger was held under the new rules which went 
into force April 1. In the revised regulations provision is 
made for summoning courts-martial to inquire into the 
loss, ete., of ships where no specific charge is made; but 
it is laid down that a court-martial shail not be sum- 
moned unless there is no reasonable ground for supposing 
that any one or more of the survivors is to blame. In all 
other cases of loss, etc., specific charges are to be pre- 
pared. Until this alteration was made, it was necessary 
to try either all the surviving officers and crew or, in the 
alternative, those who were assumed to have been more 
or less responsible for the loss of the ship, the section 
of the Naval Discipline Act providing that a ship shall be 
deemed to be in commission, though wrecked or destroyed, 
until her crew shall be regularly transferred to another 
warship or the proper court-martial has been held. This 
section had a curious origin. In the expedition of Com- 
modore Anson to the Pacific, in September, 1740, the 
Wagner, Capt. David Cheap, .parted company with the 
Commodore in a gale off Cape Horn in April, 1741. Off 
the coast of Chile, in May, this ship was wrecked, but 
the crew got ashore. ‘There the men said that, as accord- 
ing to the regulations of the time as soon as the ship was 
lost their pay ceased, they were no longer amenable to 
naval discipline. In the mutiny that followed the captain 
shot a midshipman named Cozens; whereupon the crew 
deposed him, and taking three of the boats deserted with 
the intention of going home. A lieutenant of marines, 
the surgeon, and seven men remained with the captain, 
and soon afterward two midshipmen and eight more 
men, who were also faithful, managed to elude the mu- 
tineers and returned. When it was proposed to proceed 
egainst the mutineers, the law officers reported that the 
men were right in their contention. The section was then 
introduced into the Articles of War, and until the court- 
martial on the Tiger last week it had been the rule to try 
the survivors even though none of them could be likely 
to be responsible for the loss of the ship. 
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Lady Agnes Grove rises up to protest in an English 
magazine against the suggestion that women should not 
be allowed as voters to participate in the making of laws 
because they cannot fight to compel obedience to the laws 
when occasion requires it. ‘Let us imagine,” says Lady 
Agnes, “all the available inhabitants of Great Britain 
drawn up in battle array opposite each other: men on 
one side and women on the other. Given to women a 
few generations of training such as soldiers have had in 
discipline and gunnery and all the paraphernalia of war, 
given the same means of acquiring arms, given the gener- 
alship of a Joan of Arc, given the numerical preponder- 
ance of able-bodied women (a fact that I never shirk, 
seeing that ‘nature’ provides the world with a still greater 
preponderance of male infants), given all these circum- 
stances, I am not at all sure that ‘nature’ would guaran- 
tee all the men invulnerability from the female bullets.” 
This recalls the argument of a Boston woman against 
preparation for war which we answered some months 
ago. Given conditions which do not exist, which never 
have existed, and which are not likely ever to arise, these 
feminine arguments would be sound; otherwise not. You 
cannot found a general policy upon exceptional condi- 
tions. As to the preponderance of grown women, statis- 
tics show that this is due to the effort of nature to estab- 
lish equality in numbers between the sexes so that every 
Jack may have his Jill. We cannot have too many women, 
unless they are to array themselves under this English 
Joan of Arc against the men, in which case it is to be 
hoped that they will repeat the story of the Sabine women 
and the Roman youth, with the male and female roles re- 
versed. Men might then be subjected each and every year 
to the happy experiences from which they are now debarred 
three years out of four. But that would mean the Mil- 
lennium and in the Millennium we shall have no fighting. 
But while fighting continued would not an army of 
women be subjected to some disadvantages if the ordinary 
percentage of the wives and mothers composing it were 
compelled to withdraw from active service to engage in 
recruiting duty as all good wives are expected to do? 
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While sentimentalists may deplore the establishment 
of a standing army in Cuba, students of racial types and 
racial weaknesses will doubtless find in the military train- 
ing that will come from such an army a more potent in- 
fluence for good upon the shifting and volatile character 
of the Cubans than any other that just at this time could 
be brought to bear upon that people. The internal wars 
that have devastated Haiti, the plagues of revolutions in 
the Central American countries might have been prevent- 
ed in large measure if the proper attention had been 
paid to the development of the idea of discipline and co- 
operation as embodied in the building up of a proper 





standing army. It is unfortunate that the very races 
which have needed most the character-building factors 
supplied by an army have been precisely the ones that 
have been without a national military system. The sturdy 
German, the phlegmatic Englishman, the stolid Russian 
have not needed the steadying effects of an army so much 
as the impulsive, excitable, rash and immature inhabitant 
of the tropical regions to whom obedience seems a burden 
and in whom liberty can only with difficulty be entirely 
dissociated from license. If Cuba is to be independent 
in fact as well as in name she must have an army not 
only capable of putting down insurrection, but by its 
organization and the respect it inspires able to discourage 
all efforts of hot-headed malcontents to seek a remedy 
for real or imagined political ills outside of law. This 
standing army of Cuba will, however, be little more than 
a joke if the island expects to call upon its big sister re- 
public for military aid every time there is an outbreak. 
The Army will amount to something only when the gov- 
ernment is made to understand that it must sustain itself 
and must rely for the preservation of order upon its own 
military establishment. 
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Inasmuch as Mr. William Waldorf Astor is the de- 
scendant of an honest German butcher of Waldorf, Ger- 
inany, it is difficult to account for his preference for 
England over the country in which he had his birth, and 
whose opportunities for advancement were so wisely 
availed of by the immediate ancestors from whom he de- 
rives his great fortune. We see that his act in giving 
the flag of the Chesapeake, which is associated with the 
iremory of our hero Lawrence, to a British institution is 
rightly interpreted in England and has subjected him to 
general criticism. Mr. Astor, says the New York Press, 
“took an interest in the flag until he heard it was likely 
to be returned to this country, when he ordered his agent 
to purchase it at any price that he might present it to the 
British government. As a trophy honorably won the flag 
had a value in British eyes. As a present from the self- 
expatriated American holding the views of Mr. Astor con- 
cerning his native land the pride in its possession becomes 
faint.” The flag was not presented to the British gov- 
ernment, but to the Museum of the Royal United Service 
Institute, which is a most appropriate custodian for it, 
and Mr. Astor may find some excuse for placing it there in 
view of the fact that we have no similar place of deposit 
in this country where it would be accessible to visitors. It 
is certainly time we had some building. in which all of 
our patriotic relics could be kept on exhibition as those 
of England are in the Royal Service Museum of London.

A correspondent sends us a clipping from some Pacific 
coast paper, the name of which he fails to give us, which 
calls attention to the necessity of providing in public en- 
tertainments for a class of men who are neither commis- 
sioned officers nor enlisted men of the Navy. This writer 
says: “All know, of course, that there are necessarily 
highly-skilled mechanics on every ship, that there must be 
highly-trained men as foremen or superintendents in these 
various departments; many have a hazy. idea that there 
are boatswains in the Navy and that there are gunners 
and chief gunners; but few know anything of their real 
position in the Service. These are the men who comprise 
the force known as chiefs and warrant officers. They are 


. not enlisted, but are appointed by the Navy Department. 


They cannot, under naval regulations, fraternize with 
the seamen as equals and they cannot attend the func- 
tions given to the commissioned officers. Most of them 
are promoted from the ranks, but among the chief car- 
penters and warrant machinists some are appointed di- 
rectly from civil life. They are eligible for commissions, 
but few of the officersson the battleships have come up 
from warrant rank. They are well paid, highly respected 
and worthy of every attention that can be given them. 
Gentlemen they are, men of intelligence and refinement, 
who should be welcomed anywhere and who deserve to be 
remembered.”

Those American justices who persist in recommending 
enlistment in the Army or Navy as an alternative for 
punishment of law-breakers brought before them have 
perhaps been led to this state of mind by reading old 
English law. In the reign of Queen Anne an act was 
passed for the liberation of such insolvent debtors as 
promised to serve in the army, or procure some other 
person to become a soldier. A similar concession was 
granted to those who served in the navy. At the com- 
mencement of the last century it was customary to par- 
don those convicted of poaching, on condition that they 
joined the navy. A little modern research work on one 
of our battleships or at some military post should demon- 
strate the present high character of the personnel of the 
Services, resulting from the refusal of the government to 
enlist riff-raff of any kind.

Referring to the granting by Congress of two battle- 
ships rather than the four asked for by President Roose- 
velt, the United Service Gazette (London) says: “This 
is the reply of old-fashioned Republicans, who have not 
listened so attentively to the preachings and teachings 
of their brilliant naval writer, Captain Mahan, as the 
younger generation of Americans, and all the world be- 
side. But it is as certain as can be that the coming gen- 
eration of Republicans will take a different view of 
America’s place as a world-power and the necessity for 
an overwhelming navy to support that position.” _ . 
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Lieut. F. H. Lomax, Coast Art., U.S.A., on duty at 
Fort Andrews, Mass., during the joint coast defense ex- 
ercises last year, in which some of the Massachusetts mi- 
litia participated, states officially that the discipline and 
hchavior of the militia were excellent, and that the troops 
derived great benefit from the exercises and proved con- 
clusively that they could be depended upon as the reserve 
in active service. He also makes the following timely_ 
comment. ‘Apparently there was no proper system of re- 
sponsibility and accountability of state and organization 
property while en route to and from these camps or while 
in use. No attempt was made by anyone interested to 
properly invoice or obtain receipts for same. Organiza- 
tion property was never marked, and that of the state 
very poorly, when received at posts, and when turned 
over (or rather left on the ground) for reshipment no 
attempt was made to properly mark the same. State and 
organization property was mixed up, tents were not rolled 
properly and put in the same condition as when received, 
tent pegs were in many cases left lying around loose, and 
I know of some cases where tent floors, state property, 
had been cut up for firewood. Under such conditions it 
was impossible to check up, properly distribute, and re- 
turn same to its proper destination without error, and if 
no loss results it is due entirely to good fortune and the 
many trying hours spent by the quartermaster and his 
subordinates in trying to straighten things out. To 
remedy this I would recommend that in the future, pre- 
vious to exercises or camps, all militia quartermasters 
concerned be assembled together for instructions in prop- 
erty responsibility and accountability and our system of 
invoicing and shipping and means and methods of getting 
property to and from the camp and caring for it when 
there be thoroughly discussed, and that quartermasters 
and organization commanders thoroughly understand their 
duties in this matter.”

The following extract of a communication, referring to 
the seizure by the military authorities of a Colt’s revol- 
ver, the property of the United States, which had been 
transferred to a civilian by an enlisted man, is pub- 
lished by Genera! Myer, U.S.A., commanding the Depart- 
ment of Texas, from the Adjptant General’s office, Wash- 
ington, dated March 3, 1908: “It appears in this case thar 
an officer in the military service had seized a revolver bear- 
ing marks sufficient to warrant the belief that it was the 
property of the United States, the same being found in the 
hands of a civilian. Section 1242 of the Revised Statutes 
prohibits the sale of arms, etc., furnished by the United 
States to any soldier, and makes the possession of such 
property by any person not a soldier prima facie evidence 
of such sale. Section 3748 of the Revised Statutes prac- 
tically covers the same ground and provides that the pos- 
session of the arm by a person not a soldier shall he 
presumptive evidence of such sale. Both sections author- 
ize the seizure of the arms, ete., when found. It seems 
clear that where arms are seized in civil hands as the al- 
leged property of the United Sates on the ground that 
they had been sold improperly by a soldier, the fact that 
they were found in the possession of the civilian is pre- 
sumptive evidence of the improper sale, and that it is for 
the civilian to establish his rightful ownership. It is the 
opinion of the Judge Advocate General of the Army that 
the pistol marked ‘U.S.’ having been seized by an officer 
authorized to make such seizure, the presumption, under 
the terms of the statutes, is that the seizure was a proper 


one, and that before the pistol may be returned to the c’. - 


vilian from whom it was taken, the latter must prove that 
he came lawfully by the arm.”

One of the chief objections to the scheme to raise a 
navy of torpedo craft and submarines in Australia, which 
was referred to in our issue of May 2, is that such yes- 
sels would constitute merely a harbor defense force, to- 
tally inadequate to the safeguarding of the great coastline 
of the island continent, which is as great as that of 
Europe from Cape Sabine to Port Said. To this objec- 
tion the supporters of the premier’s plans reply that the 
ability of the submarine to cruise from point to poiat 
along a coast proves that harbor defense does not mean 
a localized one by any means, and that an attacking fleet 
might be hit when it least expects it. The premier be- 
lieves the opportunities for training officers and men are 
too limited to permit him to indulge in any hopes beyond 
the proposed flotilla. However, he would have the per- 
sonnel for this recruited under the same conditions as 
those of the Royal navy. They would first serve in the 
local vessels and continue their training on ships of the 
Royal navy. In time of war the Australian ships would 
be placed under the orders of the admiral commanding 
the eastern fleet. Imperial navy for the high seas. local 
navy for the coasts, seems to be the guiding principle 
back of the efforts to give the commonwealth a maritime 
standing, however slight it may be. If the plan to create 
a citizen army that shall result in making soldiers of all 
the men be carried out along the lines explained in the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of March 28, page 799, there 
can be little doubt that out of the enthusiasm born of the 
success of such a movement will come a navy commen- 
surate with the dignity and needs of the commonwealth. 





The American Flag Association, agreeable to its cis- 
tom for the past eleven years, calls attention to the fact 
that Sunday, June 14, 1908, will be the 131st anniversary 
of the adoption of the Stars and Stripes as the Flag of 
- the United States, and that Flag Day will be celebrated 
this year on Monday, June 15. To secure co-operation 
of efforts for the widest possible observance this year, the 
Association appeals to the governors of all the states, and 
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to the mayor of each American city, to herald the coming 
of the day in 1908, and provide for its celebration on 
Monday, June 15, by proclamation; it calls upon every 
public officer, every teacher of the youth of our land, the 
editors of all newspapers, the daily instructors of the 
youth of our land, to call public attention, to arouse en- 
thusiasm, and to provide for public exercises and general 
celebration of the day. ‘The Association, in a circular 
signed Ralph E. Prime, president; Theodore Fitch, sec- 
retary, says: ‘‘We earnestly exhort our citizens to join 
in making Flag Day an event, and its celebration in 1908, 
a great event.

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With an armful of statistics, Harold Bolce in an article 
in Appleton’s magazine demands that the use of the horse 
in city streets be forbidden. He estimates that the ani- 
mal costs cities large sums for the cleaning of streets, 
that food is made dearer because of the cost of horse 
truckage, and that the diseases caused by the equine use 
of streets exact a toll of thousands of lives annually. 
The abolition of the horse for urban uses would make 
possible only asphalt streets with their consequent clean- 
liness. Mr. Bolce would not have the change to horseless 
cities made at once, but would fix a date half a dozen 
years ahead, after which quadrupeds would be pro- 
hibited. Mr. Bolce dwells on the state of the national 
mind if a foreign fleet should “mow down” twenty thou- 
sand citizens of New York city, a possibility that awakens 
mental pictures of battalions of citizens moving about in 
solid column to be mown down in great swaths by shells 
from off Sandy Hook. Yet the destruction of life by 
dust germs largely due to horses, as he figures out, would 
be greater than that caused by the hostile fleet. The 
decline in the breeding of the horse following such prohi- 
bition would inevitably affect the quality of the mounts 
for cavalry purposes unless the government should en- 
gage in preservative work like that attending the salva- 
tion of the buffalo, which might be the only plan to keep 
“inan’s faithful friend” from going the way of the extinct 
dodo.

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A visitor to the Canal Zone of Panama can have the 
privilege of an introduction to not less than eighty-three 
species of mostjuitoes, thirty of them found nowhere else. 
Fortunately they do not all bite and the contagion of 
yellow fever is carried by only one of them. Certain 
genera, the Evening Post tells us, technically called 
megarhinus, psorophora and lutzia, are found, which, 
instead of spreading any disease hostile to men, wage 
war on their weaker cousins, and at times even on their 
brothers and sisters. They are cannibals of their sort. 
The yellow fever mosquito, the only kind in America 
spreading this infection, scientifically called stegomyia, 
is very scarce. It is possible to live for weeks on the 
line of the canal without seeing a single specimen. This 
mosquito is a strictly domestic insect, never found away 
from man. It breeds only in artificial receptactes, such 
as barrels, water coolers, bottles, tin cans, etc., in and 
around human habitations. Knowing this, it is well 
within the power of the authorities to eliminate absolutely 
this dangerous insect, and render a yellow fever epidemic 
impossible on account of the total absence of the only 
agent which spreads it.

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The intermarriage of whites and negroes, which is ex- 
pressly prohibited by the marriage laws of twenty-seven 
states and territories of this Union, was openly advocated 
at a dinner given in New York, April 27, by the so-called 
“Cosmopolitan Society of Greater New York,” a so- 
ciety composed of black men and black women and ad- 
vanced socialistic “thinkers,” male and female, among the 
whites. The purpose of the banquet was to give a prac- 
tical illustration of brotherhood by bringing the two races 
together upon a footing of perfect equality to listen to 
speeches by representatives of the socialistic propaganda, 
some of whom are active among settlement workers. “In- 
termarriage,” said one speaker, “if continued long 
enough, would solve the race problem.” It has solved it 
in other countries, but is the result one to excite our 
emulation?

At a time when a movement is crystalizing in the 
United States looking to the improvement of our inland 
waterways, it is instructive to consider the chief rivers of 
South America, which are among the greatest in the 
world. The three streams which give entrance to the 
interior of the continent—the Orinoco, Amazon and La 
Plata—have valleys which in extent and fertility ave 
equaled in the temperate zone only by the Mississippi, 
Yangtse Kiang and Danube. Some authorities place the 
possible navigation of the Amazon at fifteen thousand 
miles, but the part now navigated is far below that figure. 
The use of snagboats such as are found on the Mississippi 
would make navigable many streams in the Amazon sys- 
tem that are now closed to vessels. Steamers run up 


the Orinoco one thousand miles. The depth of the La 
Plata is shown by the fact that ocean steamships ascend 
it for @ distance of two hundred and thirty miles above 
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Buenos Aires. Small steamers go up to Ouyaba, six 
hundred and eighty miles northward. 
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The Consular Reports, published by the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, Washington, show that the rise 
in prices, which necessitates an increase in pay of the 
military Services, is by no means confined to this country, 
but is the result of some general influence affecting the 
whole world. In China the increased cost of living is a 
continual subject of newspaper discussion, and a like in- 
crease is reported from Japan, India, France, Germany 
and other countries. According to M. Paul Leroy Beau- 
lieu, in the Economiste Francais, it appears that in France 
during the five years ending with 1907 bread rose 15 per 
cent.; beef, 22; veal, 14; mutton, 25; pork, 27; condi- 
ments, 25; pastry, 25; petroleum, 10; essence, 30; butter, 
14; cheese, 25; fresh fish, 50; tinned fish, 35; fresh vege- 
tables, 15; dry vegetables, 30; coal, 34; firewood, 24; cof- 
fee, 25; chocolate, 25; candles, 10; household uten- 
sils, 25.

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Two members of the Army recruiting party in 
Vhiladelphia, who have fallen from grace by attempt- 
ing a little “graft,” were recently tried by a gen- 
eral court-martial at Fort Jay and received dishonorable 
discharges and two years in the prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, and all for the sake of twelve dollars. They took 
an uneducated foreigner who applied for enlistment into 
their hands and after making him pay them twelve dol- 
lars sent him to New York with the address of a fictitious 
recruiting office, supposing that the poor foreigner would 
get lost in the city and nothing more would be heard 
from him, but the foreigner finally wandered over to 
Fort Jay and told his story, which was followed up by 
Major B. W. Atkinson, 4th Inf., who succeeded in obtain- 
ing a conviction of the two men with the pleasure of two 
years at Leavenworth. ‘This should prove a warning to 
others who might be inclined to try a little graft while 
on this important duty. 





Supporters of the new territorial army in England are 
looking forward to the July and August camps with in- 
terest not unmixed with anxiety, for larger musters in 
camp this year than formerly would be hailed as an in- 
dication that the country was taking heartily to the re- 
organization and that employers were lending their en- 
couragement by giving their men the necessary leave. A 
British volunteer officer’s view of this camp leave has an 
appropriateness in other countries. “It’s the best men 
in business that make the best volunteers,” he said. “I 
have dozens in my works who can go away for a month. 
I shall not miss them. But unfortunately the volunteers 
don’t want them either.” Pressure is being brought to 
bear to get increased allowance this year for the camps, 
but the treasury has been obdurate, and refuses to go 
beyond the 270,000 pounds sterling allowed for the first 
year’s camps.

As an evidence of the sacrifices that some citizens 
make in performing duty with the National Guard, it is 
interesting to note that Co. H, of the 1st Regiment of 
New Hampshire, with Co. G, pays $600 per year for 
armory rent and both combined receive from the state 
but $400 annually. Officers and men donate all pay re- 
ceived for encampment and inspection, except the amount 
deducted for rations, to the company treasury to help pay 
the armory rent and other expenses. Co. G, 2d Regt., 
pays $480 per annum for quarters 34 by 29 feet, with 
a store-room in the basement, and receives from the state 
$200. The city of Berlin for the year 1907 contributed 
$200 to aid the company in the payment of its armory 
rent. ; 
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In contrast to the crilicisms of conditions in Panama 
made by the 24-hour observers, the Boston Transcript 
cites the testimony of Robert C. Goodale, a Springfield 
(Mass.) lawyer, who, after a service of nearly two years 
in that region, is now home on a vacation, and represents 
that law and order are very satisfactorily administered in 
the Zone. The policing, done mostly by ex-soldiers, he 
says, is strict, and the amount of crime is remarkably 
low, considering that nearly all the races on the globe are 
represented among the 40,000 men collected there, while 
drunkenness is no more common than in a Northern city. 
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A new by-law of the Christian Science Church pro- 
claims that “it shall be the duty of members of the 
Mother Church and of its branch churches to promote 
peace on earth and good-will toward men; but to do this 
it is not needful to form outside organizations. Mem- 
bers of the Mother Church shall not hereafter become 
members of peace societies, but shall promote the welfare 
of all mankind by demonstrating the rules of divine 
love.”

The organization of the rifle team to represent the 
Navy the present season will be heavily handicapped by 
the absence of the Atlantic Fleet, from which in the past 
the team has been chiefly recruited. As a consequence 
it is feared that the naval team will not make as good a 
showing as in previous years, 
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PROGRESS IN NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 

In the illuminating opinion of Sir William Henry 
White, the distinguished English naval designer, on the 
merits of the American battleships, he confirms the state- 
ment made at various times in our columns that the only 
fair way to compare ships is to compare ships designed 
at a given date. This must be the final standard of com- 
parison. Any other would be meaningless, in the present 
rapid strides made from month to month in the science 
of ship building. It is but little more than two years ago 
that a new trend was given to naval construction by the 
building of the Dreadnought. There are those who main- 
tain that that vessel marked the beginning of a new 
epoch in warship building. While it is not necessary to 
go so far in admitting the influence of the Dreadnought 
design-upon naval constructors, that it has produced new 
theories there is no denying, and the interest it awakened 
may be taken as an evidence of the avidity with which 
constructors of these days seize upon new ideas. This 
one instance of change in views is a proof of the cor- 


rectness of the position taken by Sir William. Ships ° 


laid down in 1907 might be regarded as entirely beyond 
comparison with those begun only three years ago. 

In the light of this opinion, it is interesting to com- 
pare our ships with those of other powers. Going back 
to 1904 we find that we sent from the ways in that year 
twelve armored ships as against three for Germany, four 
for France and none for Japan. The year after we put 
overboard seven; Germany, three; France, three; and 
Japan, three. In 1906 the figures showed three for 
America, three for Germany, one for France, and two for 
Japan. Since that year we have fallen to third place, 
with four, as against eight for France, six for Germany, 
and three for Japan. It will be seen that it was to the 
energy displayed by the Department before the Dread- 
nought disturbed old ideas that we owe: our high standing 
on the sea. It is misleading to compare the ships of 1904 
with those of 1907 or 1908. They were as good as any 
afloat in their time, but, like champions in all fields, 
youth will have its way and younger blood will tell. 

In a speech in the House on April 17 on agricultural 
schools, Mr. Saunders, of Virginia, said: “A battleship, 
unlike wine, does not improve with age. It cannot be 
added to, improved upon, renovated, or built over. Ina 
short time it is old junk and its assembled materials sell 
for a mere song. Has Mr. Saunders never heard of the 
reconstructed Indiana? Does he not know that the 
famous Oregon is being rebuilt, or that the Massachusetts 
is undergoing changes that will bring her up to the latest 
standards? “Change and decay in all around I see,” says 
a famous hymn, and this law of the universe must operate 
in the Navy as elsewhere. A great hostelry, built and 
acclaimed as the “largest and finest in the world,” is anti- 
quated in a decade. The value of buildings torn down 
yearly in New York city to give place to more imposing 
structures reaches a colossal total, as it does in other 
large cities. If great things are not to be done because 
they will be dwarfed by greater things to-morrow, then 
indeed will all progress cease. By building the best bat- 
tleship possible, our Navy will always be abreast of the 
times. If its ships become obsolete, so do the ships of 
other powers. By always adding to our Navy new vessels 
of the best and latest design, we can view without appre- 
hension the passing out of the old types. 

This obsolescence of fine ships is no more marked in 
the Navy than in the merchant marine. Judging from 
the way the Navy is assailed in Congress because its 
ships, like everything else on this mundane sphere, grow 
old, it would seem that the Navy has a monopoly on this 
weakness, and of everything outside it may be said, “age 
cannot wither nor custom stale its infinite variety.” One 
has but to live in a great port like New York to be im- 


pressed with the evanescence of sea glory in these rapid _ 


times. We can leok from our windows over the North 
River and see to-day leaving their docks for trips on sec- 
ond-class routes ships that were among the greyhounds of 
the ocean only a short time ago and were reserved for 
the best routes. Hardly does the cheering. cease for one 
ocean record-breaker when another ploughs up the bay 
with a few more minutes clipped off the westward passage 
and a few more feet added in length. The world has 
hardly come to realize the greatness of the Lusitania and 
the Mauretania, the giant Cunarders, before we are told 
that the White Star Line is to lay down in June two 
ships, each to be more than 840 feet in length, with a 
gross tonnage of nearly 50,000, and ships one thousand 
feet long are talked of. In the face of this competition, 
what are the rival lines to do? Is it not inevitable that 
they shall build ships of equal size if they wish to retain 
their trade? What would one think of the directors of 
one of these great lines that had n in the struggle for 
supremacy for years if they should decide that they were 
content with the ships built several years ago? Is there 
any doubt that they would have to drop out of the race 
and see much of the effort of the preceding years go for 
nothing? To make the preceding expenditure count the 
fleets of these great lines must be kept up by the building 
of ships of the latest design. 

The argument that the merchant ships are doing work 
as they grow older while the warships merely rust out is 
wide of the mark, since a well handled navy does not 
rust out but wears out. The ships of our fleets, though 
not engaged in actua)l war, are doing a most important 
work in the drilling of the men, in the developing of sea- 
manship, in the improvement in target practice, ete. A 
similar argument would result in the disbandment of all 
armies because they are not actually engaged in warfare. 
The preparation of the soldier for war is an essential part 
of the military system, and one does not say the National 
Guard is of no consequence because it is not out sup- 
pressing riots every day, or because it finds its chief work 
in the activities of the armory. As a matter of fact, the 
vessels of our Navy are more constantly under way than 
those of other navies. 

The high state of efficiency to which the Navy has 
been brought, instead of being a ground for discontinuing, 
is the chief reason for continuing the building of ships 
of the latest design. As a contemporary has well said, if 
a great naval force is to be regarded as a national in- 
surance, then to cease to keep it up to the highest rank 
would be like an individual’s permitting his insurance 
policy to lapse through failure to pay the premiums. The 
interests at stake as a result of the new commercial life 
that has dawned on the Pacific Ocean are too great now 
for the nation to take any backward step,in shipbuilding. 
If it was necessary three or four years ago for us to 
launch the best warships afloat, or as good as any, it is 
none the less imperative, in view of the results of the 


Manchurian war, that the same policy should guide us 
now. 
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PEACE MANEUVERS AT SEA. 


Following the sinking of the Tiger after collision with 
the Berwick the opinion was expressed in some quarters 
in England that it is a mistake to carry on maneuvers 
in peace after the fashion of war. Referring to this Lord 
Tweedmouth, in a speech at a dinner recently, said the 
complaint.was best answered by putting the question to 
the engineers whether it. is not wise in peace to imitate 
the dangers of war. He thought it the duty of officers 
and men in the navy so to practice the maneuvers of war 
that they would be likely to carry out with success the 
very difficult operations they would have to perform in 
time of need. He admitted it is e serious thing for a fleet 
of battleships to navigate the seas in the dark with 
lights out, but it is splendid practice for the officers and 
men. Lord Tweedmouth also looks with disfavor upon 
any plan that in time of war would draw from the mer- 
eantile marine the best of its officers and men. That is 
just the time the country would need the merchant ma- 
rine. The idea that in war the mercantile navy should 
be subordinated to the purposes of defense he cannot agree 
to. On the contrary, then is when the nation should look 
to it to carry on the trade of the country just as if war 
did not exist. The preponderance in naval strength 
which England was desirous of maintaining was not 
solely to defend the coasts, but also to protect the mer- 
chant marine. Trade is the life of a country, and this 
life the nation should protect more than ever in time of 
war. He referred to the blockade of the ports of the 
Southern states in the American Civil War as putting 
an end to the trade of the South and therefore exhaust. 
ing its financial strength. There could be no doubt 
that had the South been able to keep its ports open and 
continue its trade in cotton with the outside world there 
might have been a different issue to the war, or at least 
it might have continued longer. He knew he might he 
accused of heresy by those who believed that the only 
use of a well disciplined merchant marine was to furnish 
officers and men for the navy in war, but he was willing 
to make it possible for the navy to stand, or float, on its 
own bottom and be able in time of need to protect the 
mercantile marine in doing a work of vast importance 
to the nation. For this reason he could not agree to 
the suggestion that the personnel of the navy should be 
reduced. We thought this plan a great danger to the 
efficiency of the navy. Many thought a great saving could 
thus be effected, but he was not willing to make this econ- 
omy at the risk of impairing the serviceableness of the 
fleet. An army may be mobilized in thirteen days, but 
you must be ready to mobilize the navy in thirteen hours. 
You cannot wait for a proclamation for mobilizing. You 
must have the men at hand, on the ships, in the nucleus 
crews, or in training establishments. You must have 
men of long service. A seaman, he held, cannot learn 
his business under six years. ‘The working of a great 
modern warship is a trade by itself that requires much 
learning, and it would be the rankest folly, the greatest 
want of economy, not to train the men and not to keep 
— ready for the time when the call must be made upon 
them. 
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TORPEDO AND ANTI-TORPEDO ARMAMENT. 


Discussing the British Admiralty’s statement that the 
12-pounder is “not considered inadequate” as a protec- 
tion against torpedo attack, the London Engineer asks: 
“What is adequate protection against torpedo attack? 
There has been for some time past a large proportion of 
naval opinion in favor of increased armament in de- 
stroyers, and in the later vessels of the Tribal class and 
in the Swift the 4-inch gun takes the place of the 12- 
pounder which had hitherto been the largest size fitted. 
No doubt the difficulty of making the change earlier has 
been due to there being no modern Q.F. between the 12- 
pounder and the 4.7, and also to some extent from the 
consideration of stability involved by mounting heavier 
guns in the position which they occupy high above the 
water-line in vessels of small beam. 

“It has been assumed by some that the change having 
been made in destroyers, it should apply equally to the 
anti-torpedo armament of the capital ship. Such an 
assumption, however, shows only a partial appreciation 
of the problem. The function of the destroyer is to 
catch and destroy the enemy’s torpedoboats, and to make 
sure of its object-it must have both speed and a suitable 
ermament. For the latter we may say that what is re- 
quired is the equivalent of the man-stopping bullet. The 
torpedoboat which may conceivably be approaching with- 
in torpedo range of the battle fleet must be stopped and 
rendered useless at the earliest possible moment, conse- 
quently the harder and the fewer the hits which the de- 
stroyer requires to give to ensure this the better. On 
account of the greatly superior speed of the destroyer 
over the torpedoboat it is practically certain that such 
actions will be fought at close range, and a high muzzle 
velocity is not therefore essential in the gun carried by 
the. destroyer, while the weight of the shell is of the 
utmost importance. Thus a short 4-inch gun with a com- 
paratively low muzzle velocity throwing a 25-pound shell 
is very greatly to be preferred for a destroyer to the long 
12-pounder. But while it is the function of the destroyer 
to get to close quarters with the enemy’s torpedoboat, it 
is the duty of the battleship to keep the torpedoboat if 
pessible out of torpedo range, and the anti-torpedo gun 
must therefore have a long range, that is, high muzzle 
velocity. Once the torpedoboat is sighted it becomes 
a question of time how soon it can be disabled, and as 
the range will generally be fairly long, it is obvious that 
the greater the number of guns which can be trained on 
the attacking boat, and the greater the rapidity of fire, 
the greater will be the chance of repelling the attack. 
Of course, the larger the gun the better for the purpose, 
provided that the essentials of number which can be 
trained on any one bearing, of muzzle velocity, and of 
rapidity of fire, are maintained. The 4-inch gun now 
being fitted in destroyers, which is comparatively short, 
does not comply with the range requirements, and it is 
obvious that if the muzzle velocity, which depends mainly 
upon the number of calibers in the length, is to be main- 
tained, much greater space will be required for a 4-inch 
than for a 12-pounder. The main armament of a battle- 
ship is the first consideration, and the anti-torpedo arma- 
ment must take up what space can be allotted for it, 
after the main armament has been provided for, and it 
inust also take such positions as will not interfere with 
the working at all angles of training of the heavy guns. 

“The Dreadnought mounts twenty-seven 12-pounders, 
and probably not more than ten of these could be trained 
on any one bearing, and if we consider the possibility of 
a single ship being attacked by several boats simultane- 
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ously, it will be realized that this number may not be 
more than adequate to prevent her being to It is 
also possible that an equal number of suitable 4inch 
could not be fitted without interfering with the main 
armament, either in the present Dreadnought, or by a re- 
arrangement of the guns in a new design. In this con- 
nection it is interesting to note that the Invincibles, 
which are considerably longer than the Dreadnought, and 
carry a smaller main armament, and which rcfore 
have presumably considerably more space available for 
their anti-torpedo armament, are to carry sixteen 4inch 
guns of a new pattern. Had it been possible efficiently 
to mount a greater number, no doubt the comparatively 
eae to the displacement would have been ac- 
cepted.” 


WIRELESS CONTROL OF FLEETS. 


The installation of wireless telegraphy apparatus on 
the new Admiralty buildings in London has excited some 
misgivings among naval officers who in their own experi- 
ence and in the pages of history have learned how the in- 
dependent action of fleet commanders in war has been in- 
terfered with by those far from the scene. Even in the 
days of sailing ships, it has been pointed out, this inter- 
ference was a source of much confusion and ill feeling, 
and if that was the case in days when dispatches had to 
be sent by a slow dispatch vessel, there can be little sur- 
prise that officers should wonder where will be the limit 
of interference in days when Marconi instruments will 
tempt a functionary, sitting in an armebair in Whitehall 
street, to assume the direction of operations huadreds of 
miles away. Not only one scene of warlike activity could 
be thus controlled, but all the movements of the Navy 
within reach of the wireless vibrations might be subjected 
to this armchair dictation. Given an arrogant, self-satis- 
fied, opinionated official in supreme authority, and there 
would be a combination fraught with danger to the nation 
and discredit to the Navy. The man on the scene is al- 
ways better fitted to understand the situation, and the 
officer chosen to command a war fleet should be left un- 
hampered to engage the enemy or not, as the circum- 
stances of the moment may direct. More than one com- 
mander in such a situation might find it convenient to 
discover that his wireless outfit would transmit only in- 
formation and not orders or advice. Rapidity of thought 
and action are pre-eminently necessary in a sea action 
and much of the energy of an admiral might be paralyzed 
if he felt he must shape his movements by constant com- 
munications from the Admiralty. Scientific invention is 
proceeding at such a rate that it is not an overdrawn 
picture to imagine a fleet commander in a few years di- 
recting a battle at sea, with his ear attached to a wireless 
telephone and repeating with megaphone the orders 
buzzed into his ears from: some departmental head hun- 
dreds of miles away, just as moves in an international 
chess match are directed by cable. Some of the greatest 
military achievements have been made possible only be- 
cause of freedom from interference. When General Grant 
in his Vicksburg campaign decided to leave the Missis- 
sippi and advance upon the city from the rear, interpos- 
ing between Pemberton and Johnston, the greatest danger 
was that General. Halleck from Washington would ob- 
struct the execution of his plans. If the General-in- 
Chief could have reached Grant, the movement would 
have been cut short at its inception. Grant counted 
upon advancing so far with his plan that before Halleck 
could be heard from his interference would come too late. 
That is exactly what happened. Three days after Grant 
had taken Jackson he received a letter from Halleck 
dated six days earlier, directing him to return to the Mis- 
sissippi and co-operate with Banks against Port Hudson, 
before laying siege to Vicksburg. Answer was ee 
returned that it came too late and that it never woul 
have been given if Halleck had understood the situation. 
One historian cites this incident in what was probably 
the most important siege of the Civil War as an illustra- 
tion of “the vicious system that prevailed under Halleck 
of directing .men who knew more than he did concerning 
matters which they upderstood far better than he possibly 
could, viewing them from the distance of tyme ry 
It was Grant’s boldness in dividing the Confederate 
forces that took the heart out of Pemberton and made it 
impossible for Johnston to make an effective diversion 
in favor of the beleaguered army. Nelson has fig- 
ured in tradition as consistently indifferent to dictation 
from a distance, looking at an unwelcome signal through 
his blind eye, and Commodore Dewey at Manila deemed it 
good policy to cut cable communication with the outside 
world and “go it alone.” 








THE KRUPP WORKS. 

From a report made by Special Agent Capt. Godfrey 
T.. Carden, U.S.R.C.S., in the Consular Trade Reports, we 
glean a few facts about the great Krupp works at Essen. 
A recent census shows the number of workmen and their 
wives and children dependent upon the works to be 182,- 
OO. It is true that the name Krupp is almost ex- 
clusively associated in the popular mind with the manu- 
facture of heavy ordnance, but the real “gold mine” was 
struck at the Essen works when Krupp discovered a 
means for making steel tires for railway wheels. The 
original founder was Friederich Krupp, after whom the 
firm is named and who started the manufacture of cru- 
cible steel in 1811. At his death, in 1826, his son Alfred 
(the great Krupp) was only fourteen years old, but seven 
years later succeeded to his father’s position, and in 184: 
brought out the first application of cast steel to small- 
arm barrels. The rapid strides of the works under 
Alfred Krupp’s guidance are marked by these milestones : 
In 1847. the first gun, of cast steel, a 3-pounder; 1853, 
manufacture of weldless steel tires; 1854, a 12-pounder 
gun of east steel; 1862, flat wedge breach mechanism ; 
1864, erection of rail and plate mills; 1865, the flat wedge 
breach mechanism superseded by round-wedge system. 
In 1867 Krupp was able to exhibit at the Paris posi- 
tion “a 1,000-pounder.” On the death of Alfred Krupp 
in 1887 ho was succeeded by his son, Friedrich Alfred, 
who remained at the head until his death in 1902, having 
made but few changes in the character of the Essen estab- 
lishment, the works retaining to this = the indelible 
impress of the hand of Alfred Krupp. The grandson of 
the original founder was more devoted to welfare work 
and the improvement of the condition of his workmen 
than to great upbuilding schemes. The activities of the 
Krupp works, originally confined to a mere blacksmith 
shop, now dominate the industries of a number of cities. 
One of the most recent acquisitions is the Germania 
shipyard at Kiel, where, through control of subsidiary 
plants, the firm is enab!ed to construct warships almost 
completely independent of outside help. 

The old ancestral home of the Krupps stands just where

it did in 1811, preserved intact, that it may, in the lan- 
guage of Alfred Krupp, “give courage to the faint-heart- 
ed and help him to persevere, prevent him from despising 
small things, and preserve him from vanity.” 

Essen is essentially notable for its superior crucible 
steel, which is almost exclusively used by Krupp for gun 
work, and makes possible the production of a lighter gun 
for a given caliber, and one capable of withstanding 
a greater pressure, which means greater muzzle velocity 
and striking energy. 

Captain Carden states that while there is no question 
as to the vastness of the Krupp gun works, there is sug- 
gested to him a need of later-date tools. The various 
kinds of steel] manufactured at the Essen works comprise 
erucible, Martin (open-hearth), puddled, Bessemer and 
hard steel. Crucible steel, though mainly used for guns, 
is also employed for armor-piercing shells, and for the 
important structural parts of locomotives, engines, hoist- 
ing machinery, armor-plate rolls, mint rolls, tires, axles, 
tool and spring steel. Martin steel is used for plates and 
angles, armor plate, for projectiles other than armor 
piercing, and for gun carriage parts, boiler plates and the 
like. 

There is more gas used in lighting the Essen shops than 
in the entire city of Bremen. In the sixty-odd depart- 
ments there are more than 6,500 machine tools in use. 
There are 155 steam hammers, 21 transmission hammers, 
74 hydraulic presses, two presses measuring 7,000 tons 
each (bending), one of 5,000 and one of 2,000 tons, re- 
spectively, for forging purposes. There are over 300 sta- 
tionary steam boilers, more than 70 locomotive steam 
boilers, about 540 steam engines, aggregating nearly 60,- 
000 horse-power. and considerably more than 700 cranes. 
During the year 1906 the combined Krupp works con- 
sumed 1,285.310 tons of coal, of which quantity the Essen 
works used 813,155 tons. In addition, there was used 
coke and briquettes, which make, substituting for coke and 
briquettes their equivalents in coal, a total of 2,361,425 
tons. The total yearly consumption of water nearly 
equals that of the city of Cologne, and the gas consumed 
exceeds the consumption in Munich, and also in Nurem- 
berg, 

TAFT’S OPINION OF THE ARMY. 

In his report of an interview with the Secretary of 
War, published in the Philadelphia Ledger, John Collan 
O’Laughlin says: 

“There is nothing the matter with the American 
Army. It is a competent, efficient body of men, who 
work hard and energetically, and who strive to do for 
their country all their country would have them do for it. 
I am proud of it. 

“In this emphatic manner William Howard Taft, 
Secretary of War, spoke of the military branch of the 
government, over which he presides. There is none bet- 
ter qualified to speak of the Army and its needs than 
Mr. Taft. He has seen it from all sides. 

“As Secretary of War, Mr. Taft has become intimately 
acquainted with the needs of the country with respect 
to its defenses, and with the measures that must be 
taken in order to provide an adequate and efficient force 
to protect the people both from internal disturbance 
and foreign invasion. 

“So the Secretary has brought to the task of providing 
the country with a competent military force the fine 
equipment of a big brain and experience which has 
extended over the past eight years. He has seen both 
officer and man under a microscope. He has watched 
them wrestling with great problems, and making so- 
lutions which have received the stamp of approval of 
after years. He knows that in spite of desertions, of 
sporadic complaints and of lack of consideration from 
some of our people, the Army has observed faithfully 
its oath and has performed its duty zealously, carefully 
and efficiently. 

“ ‘No,’ he reiterated, ‘there is nothing the matter with 
the Army, so far as the personnel is concerned. It is 
defective in organization. Sufficient has not been done 
for the officers and enlisted men. But, as a whole, the 
Service is as efficient and well trained as conditions 
have permitted. Indeed, I may go further and say, 
without fear of criticism, that never before has it at- 
tained as high a standard as exists at present. It has 
grave needs. The people do not know them, but when 
they do, and when they appreciate their seriousness, I 
am satisfied legislation will be provided to remedy them. 

“*As at present organized, the Service is defective. 
It is able to perform the duties of peace, but I am not 
satisfied that it could stand the strain incident to rapid 
expansion which sudden war would throw upon it. 
What we must have—and this cannot be put too strong- 
ly—is a body of trained men which will serve as the 
skeleton of a military structure that can be expanded to 
war strength promptly, that will stand the first brunt of 
war and give us time to make further and adequate prep- 
arations. 

“‘Byen if there were no danger of an international 
conflict, it would be the duty of the United States to 
possess a small Army for the purpose of preserving in- 
ternal peace and to enforce order in certain sections of 
our western frontier which otherwise might be unin- 
habitable. 

“*Think what the Army has done in time of peace— 
how it has minimized the evils of great calamities! We 
have seen evidence of its beneficence in Chicago, Balti- 
more and San Francisco, where it has aided in ex- 
tinguishing great conflagrations and organized relief and 
provided protection in a systematic and efficient manner. 
The people of the Mississippi Valley know how it has 
served as an angel of mercy in times of yellow fever 
and flood. Therefore, I feel that I am justified in say- 
ing that peace has its appointed duties for the Army as 
well as war, and that it has performed them in a way to 
demonstrate its worth. The Service should be made so 
attractive that it would not be difficult to obtain intelli- 
gent and desirable men and to hold them. This can be 
brought about by offering suitable rewards for efficiency 
when attained, by providing better pay, which, I am 
glad to see, Congress intends to give, and by the estab- 
lishment of conditions that will enable the enlisted man 
to retain his self-respect. 

“*A soldier should perform the duties of a soldier, the 
object of his enlistment, and less those of a laborer, for 
service as which he could draw better pay in civil fe. 
We ought to have a general service corps, for duty as 
wagon masters, engineers, firemen, overseers, teamsters, 
packers, carpenters, clerks, laborers, etc. The present 
eonditions require that a large number of soldiers be 
assigned to work of this character. It is possible, under 
present conditions, for a private to secure a detail for 
extra duty which will give him more pay than a first 
sergeant, although the latter may be a trained soldier of 
many years’ service. 

“*We have enlarged the Army somewhat by piece- 
meal. This was vastly better than no enlargement at 
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all, but it involved this difficulty: By increasing one 
branch of the Service at a time there has been created 
an inequality of promotion, which upsets relative rank, 
based upon length of service, and affects, naturally, that 
cordial feeling of good-will and comradeship which al- 
ways has prevailed in our Service, and which has made 
for efficiency. Harmony is absolutely essential if we 
are to have a body which will act as a unit and bring 
victory to our arms. 

“‘One of the immediate needs of the Army,’ he re- 
sumed, ‘is an increase in the number of commissioned 
officers in order to enable the performance of work of a 
military or semi-military character without affecting the 
efficiency of the regiment. . 

“*The principle underlying our general staff system 
is correct, and should be adhered to. Nevertheless, the 
experience thus far had with the system indicates that 
to secure the greatest efficiency we must organize the 
different staff departments along the lines upon which 
the Ordnance Department now is administered. Officers 
of subordinate grades only should be required to return 
to the line for periodical tours of duty. 

“*The machine gun service of our Army requires not 
only further development and organization, but its status 
should be definitely defined by law. At present it is in- 
adequate in size and is in a tentative experimental state, 
due to the fact that it exists by virtue of Executive 
order and not by a law of Congress. There should also 
be an increase both in the Signal and Engineer Corps. 

“Tt is a fact that for every specially trained Signal 
Corps soldier provided, not only is the field information 
service many times increased in efficiency, but for every 
such soldier taken from the total strength of the Army 
at least two men are returned to the firing line who 
otherwise would be removed therefrom to perform the 
inefficient, often impossible, work of the mounted orderly 
of the past. Moreover, there is a great deal of work of 
a semi-military character which the Signal Corps can 
perform in peace. It has laid cables in the Philippines 
and constructed telegraph lines in Alaska and has oper- 
ated them efficiently. 

“*A competent and adequate Engineer Corps also is 
a necessity of a modern Army. Engineers are needed 
for the field works. At the present time many officers 
of the Engineer Corps are so engrossed with civil work 
that there are not enough organized battalions for satis- 
factory field training of the troops. 

“What do you propose to do in the matter of the 
co-operation of the Regular Army and the Militia? In 
addition to the organized militia, it would be a splendid 
thing if the country should possess a reserve of trained 
men. Undoubtedly this could be secured by the passage 
of a bill authorizing the enlistment of veterans, who 
should receive small pay, be required to report their 
whereabouts to the Secretary of War, and serve ten days 
annually in order to prevent them from losing touch 
with military work. 

““T have never advocated or thought of advocating a 
peace army of 125,000 men, such as was recently at- 
tributed to me. Pursuant to my instructions, a discus- 
sion of what -it was thought the organization of the 
Regular Army ought to be, in view of our present neces- 
sities and obligations, was submitted, and the war 
strength of the Regular Army therein suggested would 
probably amount to 125,000. I have never taken any 
action as yet upon this suggestion, because 1 have not 
yet determined in my own mind in detail what I shall 
recommend; but I certainly shall never recommend the 
maintaining of any such force in time of peace.’ ” 








“THE BENEVOLENCE OF AN EMPIRE,’ 

In an address delivered at the annual meeting of the 
Army Relief Society, 1908, in New York, April 29, Mrs. 
Richard Aldrich, first vice-president said: 

“Philanthropy is sometimes a long time after official 
assistance. It was not until our Spanish war, the fifth 
and briefest of those we have been engaged in, that or- 
ganized assistance for the sons and daughters of officers 
and soldiers killed in service was thought of. We find a 
long established and interesting predecessor to our small 
efforts in the Austro-Hungarian Empire. There are 
schools for the orphans of officers and soldiers, a military 
seminary for the sons, and a teaching seminary for the 
officers’ daughters. The orphan daughters of soldiers are 
admitted to a school for household service under the Sis- 
ters of St. Vincent de Paul, but are overlooked by the 
War Department, as are the other institutions that I 
have mentioned. The present administration has recog- 
nized the same principle in sending only the orphan sons 
of officers to West Point. In America it is hard for us 
to believe in an hereditary class. Instead of consolidat- 
ing the crphans of the Army in military schools it would 
be more in keeping with our beliefs if we guaranteed each 
an adequate education in the profession of his choice, 
supporting him through the technical education when his 
hoard and lodging would not be covered by his pension. 

“T have not visited these schools for the sons of offi- 
cers or soldiers or the Austrian schools for soldiers’ or- 
phan daughters, but I have been so fortunate as to spend 
part of a beautiful spring afternoon on a hill in. Vienna, 
where, behind a closed wall under beautiful old trees, 
Maria Theresa established the orphans’ school for daugh- 
ters of the officers in her active armies. This institution, 
under the immediate supervision of the War Department, 
can only be visited by permission from that department; 
the lady in charge is appointed by the War Department 
and submits all her plans to it. During the hot weather 
the entire personnel is sent to an imperial castle in the 
Tyrol. The buildings are ample and contain modern appli- 
ances from kitchen to school room. Upon leaving each 
graduate receives a wardrobe. The second lady in author- 
ity was herself a graduate and felt that the orphan who 
received admission was indeed lucky. ‘The curriculum is 
based on that required in the government schools, and up 
to very lately all graduates, whether gifted with a teach- 
er’s talent or not, have been obliged to become govern- 
esses, as they were fitted for no other profession. The 
regulations state that in supplement to the branches re- 
quired in government schools, officers’ daughters shall 
be taught foreign languages, music, dancing and swim- 
ming. The beautiful carriage of the Viennese women is 
not acquired in a few hurried lessons, but because their 
hursery governesses are expected to understand the ele- 
ments of correct motion. The present manager is ad- 
vanced in her projects to an extent of having secured 
permission from the War Department to teach bookkeep- 
ing and stenography to such of her pupils as would not 
make good teachers. She would, indeed, make Hernal 
a blessing to the nation if the War Department allowed 
her to institute among her graduates a training school 
for nurses. Austria has ‘net yet learned that many a 
woman is gifted with a murse’s*vocation:who has not a 
nun’s vocation. The’ hospitals-in- Vienna are without 
trained nurses. A magnificent new hospital is about to 
be opened and ho nurses have been trained for it. -In 


Germany, England and in America the women who placed 
trained nursing upon a proper professional basis were 
gentlewomen. In this hastily prepa address I have 
had no statistics at hand which enable me to say how 
many of the 40,000 trained nurses are Army women; I 
know that the Presbyterian Hospital has graduated three 
officers’ daughters and that the Massachusetts General 
carries many upon the rolls who are the daughters of 
British officers stationed in Canada. A general’s daugh- 
ter is likely to inherit administrative ability and I think 
we may expect that from these Imperial schools may 
come to Austria the blessing of the adequately trained 
woman nurse. She would have, of course, in the first 
instance, to be trained in London, as were the first nurses 
of the Queen of Denmark and the Empress of Japan, but 
this would be no difficulty, for the Austro-Hungarian 
schools for officers’ daughters are freely international in 
their gracious scope. 

“The day I was at Hernal, among the well-developed 
girls grouped around a basin of tadpoles was a dark, 
frail stranger. She had been sent by the Legion d’Hon- 
neur of France to learn German in exchange for a Vi- 
ennese young lady, who was at that time learning French 
in Paris. How I wish that failing any such govern- 
ment school in America the Army Relief Society could 
offer a kindred hospitality! But alas, the ocean inter- 


-venes. There are many countries nearer than ours to 


which these wards of Austria are likely to be confided. 
As I said in the beginning, the officers’ daughters who 
come to us do not wish to be considered in a class or 
group by themselves; that is our problem, and we must 
meet it. But after our Society is a little older, we hope 
some of them, those, for example, who have been gradu- 
uted from Wellesley, Smith’s or Teachers’ College, may 
Lecome so distinguished that we can include their achieve- 
ments among our records, and be widely known as a 
society whose beneficiaries have received an education 
which made them as distinguished in intellectual profes- 
sions as our officers in the military world.”

USE OF THE CABLE CODE. 


lor the information of our subscribers we again call 
attention to the use of the ‘“Telegraphic Code’ of the 
Woman’s Army and Navy League, of Washington, D.C. 
Any officer wishing to receive messages from his family 
in the United States while on foreign service may 
select a cipher word to represent his address, leave it 
with his family, and whenever he arrives at a foreign 
port, register his cipher word at the office of the cable 
company, which will be accepted if the word has not al- 
ready been registered, in which case a new word will 
have to be selected. His family can cable him direct, 
simply addressing him by his cipher word. For example: 
Lieut. J. E. Ward, U.S.N., going to sea, selects cipher 
word “Jeward,” or any other he may desire; he can then 
register the cipher at cable office and his family can 
cable him as follows: “Jeward, Manila, Chapel.” 

Also the ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL offers to any officer 
or enlisted man in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps or 
Revenue Cutter Service the opportunity to leave the 
address of his family or friends at the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL office, 20 Vesey street (P.O. box 558), New 
York city, and to use their cable address, ““Armynavy, 
Newyork” (two words‘, in connection with this code. 

For example: Sailor John Paul Jenkins wishing to 
send the following cablegram to his wife, Mrs. J. P. 
Jenkins, 53 South Park road, Topeka, Kas.: “Can do 
nothing till further advice from you. Jenkins.” Uses 
twenty words. Instead, he need cable only four, as 
follows: “Armynavy, Newyork, Imagine, Jenkins,” first 
having registered Mrs. J. P. Jenkins’s address at the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL office, and also registering the 
word “Jenkins” (his cable signature). Cablegrams ad- 
dressed to “Armynavy, Newyork,” and signed ‘“Jen- 
kins” will be telegraphed from New York to Mrs. Jen- 
kins by the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, or mailed, as de- 
sired. The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL will forward mes- 
sage just as received unless requested to translate. 

If “Jenkins” wishes to send the same cablegram to a 
number of persons, he needs only to furnish their ad- 
dresses to the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, and a copy of 
the cablegram will be forwarded to each person. If 
“Jenkins” wishes to send separate cablegrams to different 
persons he should register the signature word for each 
person and each person’s address. For example: Regis- 
ter word “Jenkins” for Mrs. J. P. Jenkins, 53 South 
Park Road, Topeka, Kas.; “Brown” for John Brown, 
110 Main street, Cincinnati, Ohio; “Jones” for William 
Jones, 500 Sacramento street, San Francisco, Cal. Cable- 
grams can then be sent thus: ‘Armynavy, Newyork; 
Tmagine, Jenkins,’ ‘“Armynavy, Newyork; Abaft, 
Brown”; “Armynavy, Newyork: Accord, Jones.”’ Any 
signature word can be selected that has not already been 
selected by others and entered on the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL record; the word need not be a surname; any 
word may be selected. The cipher signature indicates to 
what address the message is to be forwarded. Where the 
cipher cable message i& forwarded by telegraph in the 
United States, the cgst of the telegram will be collected 
by the telegraph company from the receiver of the mes- 
sage. Every word in a cablegram, including address and 
a is charged for, and all cablegrams must be pre- 
paid. 








THE SECOND CAVALRY. 

In the May Midwestern Magazine, published in Des 
Moines, Ia., are sketches of Fort Des Moines and of the 2d 
Cavalry, now occupying the fort which was dedicated in 
1908. “No frowning, grim-looking fort is this,” says the 





magazine, “but a place to delight the eye and spirit.” - 


The grounds are within the city limits of Des Moines 
and comprise four hundred acres. The rifle range lies 


three miles south and covers five hundred acres, while a 
tract of one hundred and sixty acres to the north can be 
used for military operations when necessary. The grounds 
have been improved and beautified and “in a few more 
years will look like a beautiful park.’ Pictures of officers 
of the regiment and views of the buildings inside and out 
are published. ‘The wide range of territorial activities 
covered by our troops is shown by illustrations of tents 
sunk in the ground at Thunder Butte, of the Yomuri 
River, Cuba, of the U.S. transport Logan coaling at 
Nagasaki, of the “Peace Tree” at San Juan, Cuba, and 
a round-up of Indians in the West. In the record of 
Col. Frank West, commanding the 2d Cavalry, mention 
is made of his gallant service in the Indian wars and of 
Capt. Herbert H. Sargent it is said his recent book on 
the Santiago campaign is the “most valuable and com- 
prehensive work én the Spanish-American War.” Atten- 
ticn is called to the military ancestry of many of the 
officers of the regiment, the article saying: “Capt. John 
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P. Wade, son of General Wade, retired, is a grandson of 
‘Ben’ Wade, of Ohio; Capt. Clyde E. Hawkins’s father 
was a colonel in the Civil War, and colonel of the 10th 
Vennsylvania ‘in the Philippines, dying there; Capt. S. 
M. Kochersperger is a son of Judge Kochersperger, of 
Philadelphia, a Civil War veteran; Lieut. Edgar N. 
Coffey, is a descendant of General Coffey, who fought 
under General Jackson at the battle of New Orleans; 
and Capt. James D. 'Tilford, whese father, General Til- 
ferd, retired, resides here.” 

To the Army woman this fine tribute is paid: “The 
story of the 2d Cavalry would not be told without a word 
of the Army women who ‘follow the guidon’; the officers’ 
wives who gladly bear the hardships of frontier life. In- 
dian campaigns, and the dangers of tropical climate, so 
only they may make a home for the soldier. Nowhere is 
the wonderful adaptability of the American woman more 
fully tested. When not allowed on transports, she takes 
a liner. Once arrived, in garrison or tent or shack— 
for the Army has known strange quarters—the Army 
woman sets up her Lares and Penates, and housekeeping 
of a dignified sort goes forward. She has her traditions. 
and maintains them. She concedes nothing to inferior 
conditions of life around her. With only a Filipino boy, 
who has never seen a dining table, dinner must be ‘served.’ 
1f scorpions dropping down through the roof and lizards 
laughing up from the threshold do not add to the com- 
forts of home, they are not allowed to detract. She 
covers her walls with nipa cloth, and hangs on them the 
home belongings brought seven thousand miles. On the 
trip home from the Philippines, in a transport with three 
typhoon balls up, which means that a typhoon is not only 
imminent, but inevitable, scorched by sun, drenched by 
rain and wind-driven, the women lived for five days amid 
decks. What did they do? They sang, and sang again—- 
‘learned all the new soldier songs.’ Questioned as to 
what was the fascination which outweighs the ‘hazard of 
war,’ the enforced separations, the heart-breaking sus- 
pense, an Army officer’s wife says: ‘I can truthfully 
say that not for one moment, during all these years, have 
I ever been bored!’ But the hidden heart of the reason 
is erystalized in this dainty bit of verse entitled ‘‘Home” 
by Elizabeth Ford—the nom de plume of an Army ofli- 
cer’s wife: 

Between twin blue infinities of tropic sea and sky 

We've wandered half across the world—dear Heart’s 

Delight and I. 

Together, so what matters it—far lands or seas afoam— 

For where the band plays down the flag and trumpets 

blow is Home.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


The carnival number of Philippines Gossip is a special 
60-page edition giving illustrations of many handsome 
floats and portraits of a number of the “celebrities” par- 
ticipating, among them being a full-page half-tone of 
Capt. George T. Langhorne, U.S.A., director general of 
the Philippines Carnival Association and King of the 
Carnival. The people have enthused over the success cf 
their first carnival, and have formed a permanent asso- 
ciation for holding similar festivities each year. Officers 
elected for the first year included the following: Hon- 
orary—President, Governor Gen. James F. Smith; Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood, Major Gen. John F.. Weston, Rear 
Admiral Joseph M. Hemphill. Active—Director general, 
Capt. George T. Langhorne; assistant director general, 
Capt. William Weigle; treasurer, Capt. Charles D. 
Palmer. One of the directors was Major Thomas R. 
Hartigan. ‘The music was in charge of Capt. W. H. 
Loving; hippodrome and sports, Captain Langhorne; re- 
ception, Major B. B. Ray; public health, Capt. Percy L. 
Jones; publicity, Major Harry S. Howland; concessions, 
Major Thomas L. Hartigan; transportation, Lieut. Thos. 
B. Esty; buildings and grounds, Col. Mark L. Hersey. 
Great credit is accorded the Army for its part in making 
the carnival so successful. 

Philippines Gossip states that Col. W. L. Marshall, 
Corps of Engineers, who weighs 350 pounds, has not been 
able to take the riding test, as the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment has been unable to furnish him a horse strong 
enough to earry him. 

According to the report of the Bureau of Health of the 
Philippines for the fourth quarter of 1907, cholera pre- 
sents much the same problems as typhoid fever in the 
United States, but with this important difference, that 
the disease there is liable to assume epidemic form, with 
a mortality of from sixty to eighty per cent., as against 
five to twenty per cent. of typhoid in the United States. 
T'e same measures necessary to eradicate typhoid fever 





at home are utilized to stamp out cholera in the islands, — 


such as providing a good water supply from an uninhabit- 
ed watershed and a sewer system, as well as regulation 
of artesian wells and the sale of milk. The report adds 
that the last week in December witnessed a considerable 
outbreak of cholera, due to the large influx of visitors 
into Manila to spend Christmas, many of whom came 
from infected places. ‘This disease, most of the deaths 
from which are those of natives, presents the paramount 
task kefore the health authorities of the Philippines. 

The government is now transferring all lepers in the 
T'hilippines to Culion, where accommodations have 
been completed for 1,200 patients. Cebu alone has 
sent 827 lepers to this colony, and it is estimated that 
150 more sufferers are_still at large in that island. This 
is the old pest of the Philippines. In addition to it and 
cholera and beri-beri, the Army transports have brought 
in measles, which have spread rapidly. Fatalities from 
diphtheria in the Philippine Islands are not common. 
Sporadic cases have from time to time occurred, but no 
particular spread was noted. During the last quarter, 
however, fifteen cases came under observation, with two 
deaths. Active measures for supplying serum, isolating 
the sick, and disinfecting premises affected were at once 
taken. Tittle cows’ milk is locally produced in the Phil- 
ippines, but even with the small supply it has been neces- 
sary to legislate against ils adulteration. An act against 
the sale of cocaine is also rigidly enforced. A new pure 
food and drugs act has been in operation long enough to 
convince the authorities, the report says, that much of 
the illness which had hitherto been ascribed to the trop- 
ical climate is probably. due to “the chemicals which the 
food products contained, prepared by the food manufac- 
turers for use of the residents in tropical countries.” 
American officials who are grappling with the health 
problems in Manila and other Philippine towns are 
confronted with a serious task. They have not only the 
diseases of the tropics, but those which are brought out 
there from this zone, and they have two civilizations with 
which to deal. . 

Among the beneficent results of our occupation of the 
Philippines is the practical extinction of smallpox. In 
a section where the yearly average of smallpox victims 
was six thousand, there was not a single death from this 
cause last year. “In a single year,” says a Tribune cor- 
respondent, “two million vaccinations have been made, 


These lives are being saved outright through American 
occupation, and with sanitary methods introduced the 
total will run into the millions in a few years. In addi- 
tion, healthful conditions will go far toward developing 
and strengthening the race.’’ Lepers who formerly min- 
gled freely with their fellows are now isolated. Mean- 
while the work of fitting the Filipinos for citizenship or 
self-government, so far as this can be done by education, 
has continued to progress until now, after ten years of 
occupation, there are more people in the islands who 
speak English than there are who speak Spanish, and the 
number is fast increasing, as there are enrolled at present, 
in round numbers, 500,000 children who are partaking of 
the public school education. The native children take 
more kindly to education than they do to clothes, which 
is a great trial to the Yankee schoolma’ams. “‘A woman 
teacher remonstrated with the mothers of her pupils, in- 
sisting on something in the way of clothing. Nothing 
came of it, so she enlisted the assistance of some Army 
women and a number of the simplest possible gowns were 
made and put upon the children. The next morning, 
however, they appeared as usual unclad. They were 
urged to wear the clothes, but insisted on keeping 
them for a feast day. It was finally found necessary to 
put the dresses upon them when they came in the morn- 
ing and take them off when they left the school, and thus 
accustom them to this unusual magnificence by degrees. 
Soap and water are equally obnoxious to the kid Fili- 
pino. One teacher has introduced a good American insti- 
tution, the shower bath. A new pupil is initiated into the 
school by being given over to some of the older and 
bigger boys armed with a bar of soap and a scrubbing 
brush, and these handle him with as much vigor as glee 
as he takes his first step toward civilization. ‘The scrub- 
bing brush and the soap are the instruments of torture 
that maintain discipline in this school. 

Philippines Gossip fears that “by the time the Battle- 
ship Fleet reaches Manila it will have been. killed by 
kindness.” 

The January report of the Philippines Postal Savings 
Ikank shows 5,542 depositors, of whom 2,736 were Ameri- 
eans, 2,561 Filipinos, 67 European, 101 Asiatics and 28 
societies. Soldiers and sailors numbered 982 among the 
depositors. During the month 124,001.63 pesos was de- 
posited and 87,993.21 pesos withdrawn, leaving at the 
end of the month 862.360.20 pesos on deposit. 

The Army and Navy Club, of Manila, proposes to 
pie 100,000 pesos in building its new club house on the 
uuneta. 

At the meeting of Camp Lawton, Army of the Philip- 
pines, held in Manila, April 1, attended by over 100 mem- 
bers, among new members initiated were Capt. L. M. 
Nuttman, Capt, Dana W. Kilburn, Lieut. C. C. Culver, 
Lieut. H. F. Schroeder. Col. H. B. McCoy was at the 
same time unanimously elected a member. 

Philippines Gossip suggests the employment of Filipinos 
as servants in the Navy, to take the places formerly filled 
by Japanese, compared with whom Gossip says that 
Filipinos are “more graceful, more noiseless in their move- 
ments, are naturally brighter and more apt, and are 
more cleanly in person and clothing.” 

The Philippine Assembly celebrated its reconveninz 
April 29, after a recess of three weeks, by the introduc- 
tion of a part of the annual budget. It is proposed to 
cut the salaries of members of the Commission and As- 
sembly one-third, making the salaries of the Commission- 
ers $10,0000 per annum and those of the Assemblymen 
$20 per day. It is also proposed to cut the constabulary 
from 4,500 to 4,000 enlisted men and twenty-five officers. 
The appropriations committee will make a close inspec- 
tion of the various bureaus with a view to cutting down 
expenses.

ARTILLERY OF THE ANCIENTS. 


Longmans, Green and Company, London and New 
York, publish in a handsome folio volume, costing five 
shillings ($1.25) in England, a summary of the history, 
construction and effects of projectile-throwing engines 
of the ancients, with a treatise on the Turkish and other 
oriental bows, by Sir Ralph Payne-Gallwey, Bart. Forty 
excellent illustrations serve to clarify the text. The 
Bible shows us that engines “to shoot arrows and great 
stones withal” were known as far back as the time of 
Uzziah, B.C., 808-757. These engines were greatly im- 
proved in the reign of Philip of Macedon (360-336 B.C.), 
and were used by the Romans after the conquest of 
Greece, B.C., 146. The range of a catapult or _balista, 
according to Josephus, was 400 to 500 yards, throwing 
stones weighing a talent, or 57%, pounds avoirdupois. 
Agesistratus, a Greek writer on arms, B.C. 200, esti- 
mated that some of the engines had a range of 700-800 
yards. The catapults of the fifth and sixth centuries 
were very inferior to those described by Josephus as be- 
ing used at the sieges of Jerusalem and Jotopata, A.D. 
70 and A.D. 67. It is estimated that the more power- 
ful balistas of the ancients could cast arrows, or rather 
feathered javelins, of from.five to six pounds weight to 
a range of from 450 to 500 yards. 

The balls used in catapults and balistas were often 
formed of heavy pebbles enclosed in baked clay, so that 





they would break apart on falling and not be shot back. 
The trebuchet, said to have been introduced by the 
French into siege operations in the twelfth century, 
ordinarily throwing a stone from 200 to 300 pounds 
three hundred yards, is reported to have thrown ten to 
twelve out. It was used to throw a dead horse, dead 
men or manure into a town to produce a_ pestilence. 
Vassaf records “that when the garrison of Delhi re- 
fused to open the gates to Ala’ uddin Khilji, in 1296, 
he loaded his engines with bags of gold and shot them 
into the fortress, a measure which put an end to the 
opposition.” At the siege of Rhodes, in 1480, the Chris- 
tians successfully opposed with their trebuchets a Tur- 
kish battery of sixteen great cannon. The second part 
of this work is devoted to oriental wars. 


FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The new German navy bill will enable the German 
navy department to lay down this summer three battle- 
ships to replace the Oldenburg, the Siegfried and the 
Beowulf, one armored cruiser, and two small cruisers to 
replace the Schwalbe and the Sperber, one river boat for 
China, and two half flotillas of torpedoboats. Including 
the battleships already building, there will thus be under 
construction this summer seven battleships, three armored 
cruisers, six small cruisers, the mine steamer Albatross, 
one river gunhoat, and four half flotillas of torpedoboats 
—altogether 19 large warships and 24 torpedoboats, seven 
of the large vessels being of the Dreadnought type. 

The Chinese Board of War is reported to have framed 
a scheme which will greatly strengthen China’s navy. 
It proposes the formation of three new squadrons, each 
to consist of one battleship, two first class, four or five 
second class and five or six third class cruisers, several 


gunboats, destroyers and torpedoboats, one or two sub- 
marines and transports. 


The latest information concerning the new pointed 
rapier-like sword of the British cavalry describes it as a 
well-balanced weapon, the blade thirty-five inches long, 
the weight two and one-half pounds, with a handle of 
new design, intended to enable effect to be given to the 
thrust, the blade being set at a slight angle to the handle 
so as to be in line with the forearm. 

The Temps states that the new French warships will 
he provided with guns and mountings equal to any afloat 
in other navies, The Edgard Quinet and Waldeck-Rous- 
seau carry guns in turrets and redoubts, and the six bat- 
tleships are provided with guns also in turrets, all well 
protected, while the guns themselves are declared to be 
the most powerful existing of forty-five and fifty calibers 
length. Many details have been modified, and ingenious 
devices have been introduced which permit rapid loading 
in any position of the turret, and at all angles, for each 
caliber of gun. Moreover, there is a special device which 
enables the gun to be kept laid upon the target, notwith- 
standing the rolling and pitching of the vessel. The 
rate of fire for the 7.6-inch guns will be at least four 
rounds per minute, three rounds for the 9.4-inch, and two 
rounds for the 12-inch. 


_ The ships captured by the Japanese from the Rus- 
sians, and now undergoing repair, are to be re-armed 
with guns of heavier caliber. It being considered that 
the position of the medium armament of 12.15-centi- 
meter guns in double revolving turrets yields a rate of 
fire but slightly superior to that of single guns, the 
Iwami (formerly the Orel) is to receive six 20.3-centi- 
meter guns, placed in single turrets. The battleships 
Sagami and Suwo (the old Peresviet and Pobieda) will 
receive a main armament of four 30.5 in place of 25.4- 
centimeter guns. In order to admit of this increased 
weight of metal, some of the less favorably placed 15-cen- 
timeter guns (originally 11) are to be dispensed with, 
and the fighting tops, too, are to be removed. 

_ Stating its inability to fathom the reasons for the order 
just issued for withdrawing the carbine from the infantry 
officer, and substituting the sword and revolver as the 
weapons of his rank, the United Service Gazette says: 
“For the last five years we have been striving to profit 
by the lessons of the South African War, one of which 
was that our officers by their distinctive dress and the 
fact of their being without firearms were singled out as 
conspicuous marks for the Boers’ marksmanship. But 
before the last war in South Africa this lesson had been 
brought home to us in a way that could hardly be for- 
gotten. In the first Boer War the unfortunate 58th 
Regiment suffered terrible losses among their officers, 
Major Hooper and almost every officer with him being 
struck down at the first volley, as they charged up the 
hill at Laing’s Nek. During the armistice that followed 
Majuba the Boers openly boasted that they made it a 
point to pick off the officers first, whom they easily dis- 
tinguished by their conspicuous dress, and their carry- 
ing a sword instead of a rifle.” 

In England further trials are taking place with float- 
ing mines, showing that there is still a strong regard 
for these dangerous contrivances. This time the experi- 
ments have been with an automatic sinker, and it is 
said that the authorities are fairly satisfied that, in the 
event of war. the mines and the special mine-laying 
vessels would play a prominent and useful part. One 
weakness about these mines, though. is that as they are 
of the floating variety and not fixed, they would be of 
very little use for port defense. At present the chief har- 
bor defense is the “boom,’”’ which consists of heavy logs of 
timber, studded with spikes, and strengthened by con- 
necting hawsers; while a gateway is provided for the 
use of friendly craft when the “boom” is in position. 
The “defense” cannot be broken through or jumped over 
by the dreaded torpedoboat, but it offers no obstacle to 
the submarine. 

The establishment of the British army in India, for 
the financial year beginning April 1, 1908, has been ap- 
proved as follows: valry (nine regiments), 5,643; 
Royal Artillery (eleven batteries of Royal Horse Artil- 
lery, forty-five batteries of Royal Field Artillery, and 
thirty-six companies of Royal Garrison Artillery), 15,- 
828: Roval Engineers (officers only), 379; Royal Army 
Medical Corps (officers only), 324; Infantry (fifty-two 
battalions), 53,740: Army Ordnance, 280; Army Vet- 
erinary Corps (officers only), 61; total, 76,155. 

It is unofficially reporied that the British cruiser In- 
domitahle has exceeded her estimated speed of 25 knots 
hy one and a quarter knots in the continuous steaming 
trial and has attained 28 knots on the measured mile. 
Says the United Service Gazette: “The Admiralty Lords 
so contrived that the magnetism of the Dreadnought ab- 
sorbed all criticism, and kept all eyes fixed upon this 
latest production of the shipbuilders’ craft for many 
months, while three ships of the Invincible type, of which 
the Indomitable was one, were rapidly pushed along and 
were ships ‘in being’ before any one but those in the 
know realized that they were not only cruisers—as stated 
in the program—but batileships as well, so far as arma- 
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ments, armor and speed are concerned. Their eight 12- 
inch guns and 7-inch armor belt make them but little 
inferior to the Dreadnought, with her ten 12-inch guns, 
while their speed of twenty-five knots gives them qualities 
which the great battleship herself does not possess. As 
far as right-ahead or right-astern fire is concerned, they 
fire exactly the same number of guns as the Dread- 
nought, and few captains with an Indomitable would 
hesitate to stand up to the bigger ship, especially as 
speed would enable them to fight at whatever range they 
chose, with guns that were of the same type and weight 
as their opponent’s. The three Invincibles, the Dread- 
nought and the Lord Nelson and Agamemnon will all 
shortly be in our first fighting line, and will form far and 
away the most formidable naval fighting fleet in the 
world, ship for ship.” 

The results of the trials of the Lord Nelson have just 
heen published, and may be compared with those of the 
Agamemnon. At the eight hours’ full-power trial the 
indicated horse-power obtained in the former ship was 
17,445, and in the latter i7,285, the designed power being 
in both cases 16,750. The estimated speed of eighteen 
knots was in each case exceeded, and was, in fact, nearer 
nineteer, If they had been fitted with turbines, suggests 
the Army and Navy Gazette, there can be little doubt 
that they would have attained a speed nearer that of the 
Dreadnought, which, with 27,500 indicated horse-power, 
made 21.8 knots. In comparing the armament of the 
two types of battleships, a point is made by some writers 
in favor of that of the Lord Nelson because of the as- 
sumed greater rapidity of fire of the 9.2-inch guns. It 
should be remembered, however, that in order to ensure 
effective control it is probable that these guns will have 
to be fired simultaneously with the 12-inch, and that 
therefore the assumed advantage will disappear with no 
resultant benefit corresponding to the increase in muzzle 
energy and greater penetrative power of the bigger guns. 

Engineering, of London, publishes drawings and plans 
for a so-called “unsinkable and uncapsizable” ship, de- 
signed by Gen. E. E. Goulaeff, after ten years of effort to 
combat the powerful weapons of torpedocraft and_sub- 
marines. In the proposea system General Goulaeff has 
endeavored to proteci the ship against these weapons by 
the internal system of construction of the hull. He has 
attained this purpose by making vessels much broader 
than they have been or are at present, leaving their 
length the same, or making them even somewhat longer. 
Treble broad longitudinal cellular side corridors, rendered 
possible by the increased breadth of the vessel, are in- 
tended to reduce to a minimum the quantity of water 
that may enter the ship through injuries to her under- 
water skin. Increase of breadth is made at the expense 
of draught of water, so much so that the ratio of breadth 
to draught amounts to about 45, instead of 2 to 3, as in 
vessels of usual proportions. The displacement is prac- 
tically the same as that of a ship of ordinary form. 
In the wide treble side are safety longitudinal corridors, 
surrounding nearly the whole length of the vessel, and, 
as far as practicable, no water-tight cr other kind of 
doors, but only the smallest possible, permanently closed 
boiler manholes, for the purpose of giving access to the 
cellular compartments from the top. The radius of ac- 
tion of the modern torpedo, inside a vessel, counting 
from the outer skin inwards, being about eighteen feet, 
it is proposed to make the width of the cellular side 
corridors of the new design of ship about eighteen feet ; 
that is, six feet for each corridor. Thus all the internal 
vital parts of the ship, especially those liable to ex- 
plosion, such as steam-boilers, magazines, shot and shell- 
rooms, and torpedo store-rooms, etc., are removed from 
the outer skin for a distence of about eighteen feet in- 
wards on each side towards the center of the vessel, very 
efficiently securing their greater safety from any outside 
explosion, or any other mode of attack. 

The German submarine built at Kiel displaces 224 tons, 
is 138 feet long, with a maximum beam of 11 feet 6 
inches. Submerged propulsion is by electric motor of 
200 horse-power, driving two screws. and giving a speed 
of nine knots for a period of three hours. Surface pro- 
pulsion is by petrol motor, with its reservoirs outside the 
hull in order to avoid dangers of explosion, and the range 
of action is 1,000 miles. The boat sinks and rises by 
emptying and filling ballast tanks, and by means of two 
pairs of horizontal rudders. She may descend to a maxi- 
mum depth of 131 feet, and the change from surface to 
submarine navigation requires only five minutes. There 
is a tube for an eighteen-inch torpedo at the stem, one 
torpedo being kept in the tube, and two others in re- 
serve. The conning tower is armored and has two peri- 
scopes. Ventilation has been a subject of special study, 
and is provided for by electric ventilators on the surface, 
with a good system while submerged. 

It is rumored in naval circles in St. Petersburg that 
the Russian Ministry of Marine intends to place in Eng- 
lish shipbuilding vards an order for the construction of 
four torpedo cruisers, which will be fitted with turbines. 
Each of these new cruisers wil] be of 900 tons. 

According to a report from Paris the largest submarine 
yet built will shortly be launched at Cherbourg. The 
vessel will be 208 feet long, with 625 tons displacement, 
and she will develop a mean speed of fifteen knots. She 
will probably, adds the report, have a crew equal in 
strength to that of a destroyer. 

The percentages of extension of service, or re-enlist- 
ments, show interesting variations in the corps of the 
British army. While in the Irish Guards the extension 
percentage is only 24.8), in the Coldstream Guards it 
reaches 60. The Royal Army Medical Corps must be 
the most popular, as 72.81 is its figure, which, however, 
is only slightly in excess of the 72.22 of the Army Ord- 
nance Corps. ‘The infantry of the line has 40.42 per 
cent., which is close to the average of 42.77 for all corps. 

The proposed mobilization of the naval forces of Great 
Britain for four weeks in June and July is expected to 
show a strength much exceeding what any two powers 
could do in rivalry. In this mobilization the men-of-war 
would be divided thus: Battleships, 38; armored cruisers, 
22; protected ernisers, scouts, etc., 70; destroyers, 130; 
torpedoboats, 65: submarines, 40, and auxiliary vessels, 
26. 'The Royal Naval Reserve will not be drawn on for 
this war-footing display. 

French armor experts are looking forward with un- 
usual expectation to the use of the obsolete battleship 
Jena as a target in the gunnery experiments planned for 
the coming summer. The Jena, having a fourteen-inch 
belt of special Creusot steel, is counted on to give espe- 
cially instructive lessons as to the resistance of modern 
armor to the different types of projectiles at various 
ranges. ‘The old battleships Tonnere and Neptune also 
will be used as targets. 

A set of giant turbines, built at Fore River for the 
new Japanese cruiser [buki, are being shipped to Japan. 
These turbines will develop an aggregate of 27,000 horse- 
power, and the cruiser is designed for twenty-three knots 
speed, with 14,500 tons displacement. The turbines are 
144 inches in diameter, with seven ahead stages and two 
feverse stages, contained in one easing. The reverse

wheels will develop about 60 per cent. of the full ahead 
power, and reversing can ke accomplished in from eight 
to ten seconds from the time the signal is given. They 
will be the first turbines ever installed in a Japanese 
ship. ‘This shipment will be followed by another of two 
turbines for the battleship Aki. 

Grecks in Pittsburg report that the Pan-Hellene As- 
sociation now has $125, in the warship fund, which 
is out at interest. If the fund reaches sufficient propor- 
tions, a cruiser will be built or the money will be used 
for the construction of a torpedoboat or a torpedoboat 
destroyer for the Greek navy. 

Just as the difficulties with the Mohmands in North- 
west India seemed on the eve of settlement a new danger 
threatens the British government. With the hostile in- 
cursion of thousands of Afghans down through Khyber 
pass and the coincident revelation of a native plot in 
Calcutta to assassinate Lord Kitchener and other Eng- 
lish officials, troubles in India assume a formidable aspect. 
The authorities at Calcutta believe they are facing an at- 
tempt at revolution. Prominent Bengalese are impli- 
cated and numerous arrests have been made. Some 
made startling admissions of the extent of the bomb plots 
against officials and of actual attempts to use the bombs. 
One man said he had traveled all over India in connection 
with the movement, which he described as a great revo- 
lutionary campaign. The danger now is not only a gen- 
eral rising of the border tribes—whose headmen and 
iollahs have misinterpreted, as an evidence of defeat or 
weakness, the withdrawal of the foree sent into the Ba- 
zar Valley, south of the Khyber, to punish the Zakka 
Khels—but the precipitation of India into a fourth 
Afghan war. 

For the International Balloon Cup Race, to take place 
in Germany, the balloon material for the race on Oct. 11 
next must be handed over to the committee on Oct. 8. 
Each pilot will receive a number of despatch forms which, 
during the day time, he must fill up as far as possible, 
and every half hour drop when above cities, villages or 
other convenient spots. On Oct. 10 the international 
race will be held, which will be both a race to a fixed 
point and an endurance contest. For the race to a fixed 
point balloons of all dimensions will be admitted, but the 
endurance contest will be confined to balloons of from 
505 to 2,200 cubic yards capacity. 

The bayonet became a British weapon during the reign 
of King Charles II. It then resembled a lance or pike- 
head, and was screwed into the barrel of the musket 
when the latter had been discharged. 

The Consular and Trade Reports note the completion 
at British yards for the Japanese state railways of two 
turbine steamers. The Hirafu-Maru, already in service 
in the Tsuguru Strait, is built of steel, and is 280 feet 
long, 35 feet wide (molded), 21 feet 6 inches deep; ton- 
nage, 1,488 gross, 647 registered: speed, 18 knots. This 
ship is to connect the termini of the railways in the main- 
land and Hokkaido (sixty miles). 

A Servian, named Merchep, has devised what he terms 
“a boat in a knapsack,” for army purposes. The boat 
is composed of linen, rendered impermeable by a coating 
of rubber; it is provided with oars, which fold into each 
other to the size of an ordinary walking stick, and a 
cork seat, which also serves to keep it taut when open. 
The model can accommodate one person only, but larger 
ones may be made on the same plan for the conveyance 
of troops and baggage when crossing rivers. Merchep’s 
invention has been tried on the Seine by naval experts 
who speak of it in high terms. 

Consul E. S. Cunningham reports that a manufactery 
for the production of explosives is to be erected by an 
English company near Durban, in South Africa, the plant 
to cost approximately $1,000,000, and to employ from 
200 to 700 Europeans. 


On the heels of the establishment of the new Territorial 
Force in the British army comes a demand in some quar- 
ters for a similar reform in the Naval Reserve. It is 
argued that if simplification and combination are neces- 
sary for the second line of defense on land, they would 
be of value also on the sea. Calling attention to such 
facts as that there are no naval volunteers on the south 
coast from the Thames to the Severn river, a distance of 
hundreds of miles, and that Edinburgh provides no divi- 
sion of naval volunteers; nor do the more northern parts 
of Scotland, the Army and Navy Gazette says: “It is a 
question, therefore, whether present or future needs of the 
Navy and of the defense of the harbors and other portions 
of the coast would not be better served by some further 
reorganization of these reserve forces. And if the answer 
is in the affirmative, whether such organization should 
not. be of a territorial character.” 

Private wireless messages, by a recent ruling of the 
Admiralty, may now be sent from any British warship to 
a government shore station free of cost. The charge for 
sending it to its destination from the shore over the tele- 
graph lines is collected by the paymaster of the ship. 

That not many soldiers of England have reached the 
rank of field marshal is shown by the fact that Lord 
Grenfell, recently promoted to that grade, is only the 
seventy-fifth field marshal since the first was appointed 
in the reign of George the Second (1683-1760). The age, 
sixty-seven, of Lord Grenfell is regarded as exceptionally 
early for such an honor. It is true Wellington was 
made a field marshal in 1813 when only forty-four, but 
of the fifty-three successors of the Iron Duke only five, 
exclusive of royal personages, have attained the rank at 
an earlier age than Lord Grenfell. These were Lord 
Raglan and Sir Lintorn Simmonds, at sixty-six; Lord 
Wolseley, at sixty-one; Lord Roberts, at sixty-three, and 
Sir Evelyn Wood, at sixty-five. Those who delight in 
coincidences recall that Lord Grenfell’s first wife was 
Miss Evelyn Wood, who was the daughter of a dis- 
tinguished general. This honor of promotion comes to 
Lord Grenfell on his relinquishing the position of com- 
mander-in-chief of the forces in Ireland, and he received 
his first commission in 1859 in the King’s Royal Rifles. 


Of Russia’s Black Sea fleet, Admiral Sharapoff gives 


‘the latest news in an article which appears in the Sviet 


and is quoted in the New York Sun: “Men and officers,” 
writes the Admiral, “are in open enmity. These sailors 
have lost all semblance of discipline and subordination. 
I say it with tears in my eyes, having served all my life 
in the navy. Even in the presence of their officers the 
men will not check their insolent speech. When I go to 
and from a man-of-war at anchor I take a shore boat. 
If I used the ship’s boat I might be thrown overboard 
at any moment. As for the arsenals, they are packed 
with rebellious artisans with whom no officer’s life is 
safe, even in daylight. For all effective purposes the 
Black Sea fleet exists no longer. There are ships enough 
for a theatrical show of force, but they are manned by 
conspirators and anarchists. Can one call an unarmed 
ship a man-of-war?’ The Black Sea fleet has not a shell, 
not an ounce of powder in its magazines. The govern- 
ment knows better than to trust such dangerous com- 
modities in the hands of its sailors.” 





WHY WOMEN ARE FORBIDDEN ON WARSHIPS. 


Mrs. Roswell D. Hitchcock, the widow of a naval offi- 
cer, has published a bright little volume entitled “Tales 
Out of School About Naval Officers (and others),” by a 
woman who has lived on a man-of-war. It consists of a 
series of sea tales, the quality of which can best be judged 
by the one Mrs. Hitchcock repeats as told her by a friend 
to account for the order issued by Secretary Chandler 
excluding women from our ships of war: 

“Many years ago,” began our American guest, “I was 
an officer of the United States Navy. 

“I had been married but a short time to the sweetest 
woman in the world when orders came for me to take 
command of a sea-going vessel. 

“We were in despair until permission came for my 
bride to live on board. 

“She was an only child, a great heiress, and accus- 
tomed to command. 

“At the first port we visited, while driving through the 
park, my wife’s attention was attracted to the tropical 
flowers just in bloom. 

* “She sweetly asked me to gather some of them for her. 

I explained that it was against the law to do so. She 
stopped the carriage, got out, and with her pretty nose 
tilted high in sign of scorn for ‘the man who did not 
dare,’ began breaking off branch after branch, notwith- 
standing my protests. 

“A policeman appeared and told her courteously that 
she was committing an unlawful act. 

“She turned upon him with an air of hauteur and 
great surprise; after gazing at him until the man seemed 
paralyzed, said: ‘How dare you address me in that 
style? How dare you? She quietly and gracefully got 
into the carriage and gave the order to drive on, leaving 
the policeman too astonished to speak. 

“We got out of that port safely—but at the next! 

“We had been swinging at anchor a couple of days. 

“The men had been given liberty and were enjoying it. 

“Late one night there was great commotion on deck. 
A sailor had come on board so drunk that he felt com- 
petent to wipe out the entire ship’s crew and was loudly 
threatening to do so. 

“Trying not to waken my wife, I slipped quietly on 
deck and soon had the mutineer in irons. 

“Just as he was being led away by the ‘master-at-arms’ 
a pretty head appeared above the companion-way, a fe- 
male voice inquired in scornful accents, ‘Who put those 
cruel irons on that man?’ ‘Then pointing at me, she 
commanded, “Take them off, you brute you!’ 

“Shortly after another sailor came on board drunk. It 
was long after midnight. The disturbance he created 
roused everyone on board. As I sprang out of my bed 
to go where duty called, a figure clad in white rushed up 
the companion-way, locked the doors, was down before I 
could reach her and threw the key out of the air-port. As 
I explained that every one on board would brand me as 
a coward if I failed to appear she wept and said: ‘Let 
them! You are worth more than all the others combined. 
I heard him shout he was going to kill you. Let him kill 
them instead.’ . ° 

“I did the only thing left for me to do—sent in mv 
resignation. Of course the stories soon reached head- 
quarters in Washington, after which came the order pro- 
hibiting women from living on men of war. 

“Of course that all happened in the ‘Old Navy.’ Sail- 
ors do not get intoxicated nowadays.” 
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“HYPHENATED CITIZENS?”

Emigrant soldiers serving in the American 
Service do not know any independent or democrat, they 
work for the country and liberty ; and when you read the 
American history in the time of*the Spanish-American 
War you will find that many thousands of thtse hyphen- 
ated emigrants in American soldier’s uniform fought and 
lost their lives for the Union in order that the American 
country might live and are buried in the most historical 
place in Arlington National Cemetery.

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THE CASE OF COLONEL STEWART. 

Senator Rayner, of Maryland, has written a letter to 
President Roosevelt asking that a court of inquiry be 
granted Col. W. F. Stewart, U.S.A., who last October, 
Lecause of alleged defects of temper and disposition which 
were held to make him wholly unfitted to exercise com- 
mand, was ordered to Fort Grant, Ariz., an abandoned 
post, separated from the department in which it is locat- 
ed. Up to this time the President has not made known 
his intentions as to the Senator’s request, but it is be- 
liéved that it will be denied. In that event Mr. Rayner. 
is determined to present in the Senate a resolution order- 
ing a court of inquiry, and it is confidently predicted that 
this resolution will be passed by both Houses. Colonel 
Stewart asked for a court of inquiry last fall when he 
was ordered to Fort Grant, but it was refused him. He 
went to Fort Grant and remained there until a week ago 
he was ordered to St. Francis Barracks at St. Augustine, 
also an abandoned post. Owing to the desire of a part 
of the Florida National Guard to continue to occupy the 
commandant’s quarters, which had been leased to them 
for a term of years, subject to revocation, it was decided 
to order him back to Fort Grant. In the meantime the 
President, hearing that Senator Rayner had interested 
himself in the case owing to the fact that Colonel Stew- 
art’s wife was a granddaughter of William Pinckney 
Whyte, asked Mr. Rayner to come to the White House 
and talk over the case. 

The day that Colonel Stewart reached St. Augustine a 
telegram was sent him to await further orders. The 
same day, a little later, another telegram was sent to him 
to return to Fort Grant, which he did at once. During 
the week the President has been reading the reports and 
endorsements connected with the case. The charges are 
that the officer was tyrannical, that he used abusive lan- 
guage to enlisted men, that he had an ungovernable tem- 
per, and was unfitted to command. There is a report on 
his administration while in command of the Artillery dis- 
trict of Portland, Me., in September, 1906, with endorse- 
ments by Gen. F. D. Grant, commanding the Department 
of the East, and by Major General Wade, commanding 
the Division of the Atlantic, the former taking the view 
that Stewart was unfitted to command and should be sep- 
arated from military responsibility. The officer was then 
ordered to Fort Barrancas, and while there another re- 
port was made by the same inspecting officer who had 
made the first report. This report was to the effect that 
Colonel Stewart had been embroiled in difficulties with 
civilians, officers and men. A part of the trouble was a 
difference of opinion in regard to the occupation of cer- 
tain quarters in the post by J. BE. Turtle, assistant civil 
engineer, engaged on construction work at Fort Pickens. 
There was also a question of the sale of fuel from the 
government stores to Turtle, which practice Stewart, who 
is a strict constructionist on regulations, stopped. 

The President, after reading these reports and endorse- 
ments that were made on an application by Colonel Stew- 
art to be promoted to brigadier general, took the view 
that it was the best disposition of the matter to place 
him at an abandoned Army post, which should be sepa- 
rated from the department in which it was located in 
order that he might not succeed to command of it in any 
contingency. Four posts were considered: Fort Assin- 
niboine in Alaska, which was regarded as too cold; Fort 
Keogh, Mont., rejected for a like reason; Fort Brown, 
which seemed exceedingly ineligible for an officer who was 
likely not to get along well with civilians; and, finally, 
Fort Grant, which was selected and which may be made 
an Artillery post in order to make a show of consistency 
in placing a Coast Artillery officer in command, with a 
cook and caretaker as entire garrison. 

The officers responsible for the action in the case of 
Colonel Stewart are those of his own corps who have 
served with him. The recommendation for his isolation 
was originally made by Brig. Gen. John M. K. Davis, 
while temporarily in command of the Department of the 
Gulf, who advised that as he was the senior colonel he 
should be deprived of command if he declined to tender 
his resignation. 'This recommendation was indorsed by 
Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Artillery, and also 
by Major General Duvall, Acting Chief of Staff. Before 
taking action General Duvall submitted the case to the 
J.A. General for an opinion as to the legality of the pro- 
posed action, which, it was claimed, was based upon pre- 
cedent. The recommendation was then submitted to Gen- 
eral Oliver, Acting Secretary of War, but it was such an 
unusual case that he consulted with the President, who, 
after calling for all the papers in the case, approved of 
the proposed action. 

If the President declines to order a court of inquiry 


there can be little doubt of the power of Congress to order ° 


one. The matter was debated to the limit in 1874, when 
Roscoe Conkling, O. P. Morton, George F. Edmunds, and 
many other noted constitutional lawyers were in the Sen- 
ate. The case in 1874 was that of Major Gen. O. O. 
Uoward, the head of the Freedman’s Bank, which failed 
with the loss of many thousands of dollars belonging to 
confiding negroes. In that case the statute of limitations 
prevented a court-martial, but the court of inquiry re- 
fused by the President was ordered by Congress and re- 
sulted in the complete vindication of General Howard. 

In the Schley case also the time had passed when there 
could have been a court-martial, but at the officer’s re- 
quest the court of inquiry was granted. Senator Rayner, 
who as chief counsel in the Schley case made a thorough 
study of the law, regards the question as being now 
chiefly one of law, and will not go into the facts connect- 
ed with the complaints made against Colonel Stewart. 
He holds that this action in his case affects his reputation 
as an officer, and that he has been denied an opportunity 
to answer the allegations against him which he should 
have and which Congress has the constitutional power to 
grant. It would seem that trouble might have been avoided 
by ordering Colonel Stewart to his home to await retire- 
ment and thus escape the suggestion that the purpose is to 
nag him into asking for retirement. Senator Rayner sus- 
pects that it is the intention to get him out of the way to 
make promotion for others of his corps. The retirement 
of Colonel Greenough next December would make Stew- 
art senior colonel and under the law eligible for promo- 
tion to ke Chief of Coast Artillery. Mrs. Stewart is in 
Washington working in a very dignified way for her hus- 
band. ‘The Florida Senators deny that they have made 
any protest against sending Colonel Stewart back to their 
state, but it is said that the late Senator Bryan did make 
such a protest. 
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Reports from Capt. Chas. J. Badger, Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, on the results of annual examina- 
tions for promotion, which have just been received at the 
Navy Department, show that 54 midshipmen were found 
physically disqualified; thirteen in first class, sixteen in 
second class, fourteen in third class and eleven in fourth 
class. A number from each class will be compelled to 
resign. Thirteen in first class will be able to make the 
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Inental examination for graduation, when they will be 
given their diplomas, but if their physical deficiency is 
not eliminated within two years their resignations will 

compulsory. Defective vision is the most common ail- 
ment. The Navy Department declines to make public 
the names of midshipmen who failed. 


THE ANNAPOLIS BOAT CREW. 


A correspondent of the ArMy AND Navy JourNAL 
writes that it is believed that the Annapolis boat crew 
will not be up to the 1907 standard, being handicapped 
by accidents. Although he has the biggest squad of 
candidates for the crew that has ever turned out at the 


U.S. Naval Academy, Coach Richard Glendon, who has 
the middies in hand, did not seem very hopeful of pro- 
ducing a winning eight this year. This view would 
seem to be supported by the result of the race between 
the Navy crew and Harvard on April 22, for it must be 
admitted that for a crew familiar with the course, the 
Navy made a rather poor showing. It is believed that 
the Navy eight is not nearly in as good form as it was 
this time last season, but there have been a number of 
disappointments for the oarsmen this year. The most 
serious blow to the crew prospects was the graduation of 
Captain Ingram, who stroked the Navy boat in the 
Poughkeepsie regatta last year, and who was classed by 
professional critics as the best stroke on the river. Two 
other members of last year’s first crew are not available: 
McKee, who rowed No. 7, and pulled a fine, steady, 
strong oar, had to give up rowing because of frequent 
attacks of rheumatism, and Leighton, who is out tem- 
porarily by reason of a crushed hand, received at a ship 
drill. The crew had expected great things of Douglas, 
the efficient captain of last year’s football team, when 
he covered himself with glory and with his team beat 
West Point by the score of 6 to 0. Douglass holds the 
strength record at the Naval Academy, and was coming 
along rapidly in oarsmanship when he was, most unfor- 
tunately, severely injured in a wrestling bout, so that it 
is feared he will not be available again this season. 

It will be easier, however, to tell just where the Navy 
crew stands after the race next Saturday in which the 
Middies meet the Columbia ’Varsity eight on the Severn 
The race will be the first contest for the Blue and White 
this year, but there have been reports of fine work 
brought down to Annapolis from Morningside Heights, ~ 
and consequently the Nayy may find they have another 
hard race on their hands. 

The Middies have had the advantage of a longer train- 
ing period by reason of the milder climatic conditions at 
Annapolis, but the crippling of their best men has almost 
entirely offset this factor, which might otherwise make 
them the winner. 











The recommendation made by Major J. K. Thompson, 
16th Inf., in inspecting the National Guard of Arkansas, 
that the officers of the Guard should be ordered into a 
camp of instruction preliminary to the summer maneu- 
vers at Leon Springs, is likely to be taken up by the Na- 
tional Guard in other states. Major Thompson found 
the officers in the Arkansas Guard so much in need of in- 
struction that there was no other course advisable except 
to provide an opportunity for their instruction. As a pre- 
liminary to the maneuvers there will therefore be a camp 
at Fort Logan H. Roots for the officers of the Arkansas 
National Guard, and Major Thompson has been assigned 
to the duty of instructing them. Tents will be furnished 
from the Quartermaster’s Department and the Adjutant 
General of the state will have charge of all necessary 
arrangements, the officers themselves paying the expenses 
of the mess. There is so little time before the maneuvers 
that probably few other states will attempt such camps 
of instruction, but their value is felt to be so great that 
there is a lively interest in the idea and it is likely to be- 
come a general thing throughout the country.

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Major Carrol] A. Devol, Q.M.D., returned this week 
from Hattiesburg, Miss., where he was ordered last week 
to take charge of the work of relief among the sufferers 
in the tornado that swept the southern part of the state 
in the last days of April. Hattiesburg being a good rail- 
road center, headquarters were established there and out- 
stations placed at half a dozen small towns, where the 
people could be easily reached. The final figures showed 
83 killed, 240 injured and 2,500 in need of aid. Tents 
were shipped in from New Orleans and four carloads of 
food were distributed throughout the section. The Red 
Cross is also at work in the region, with effective results. 
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Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., in carrying out 
the sentence of a G.C.M., has reprimanded Capt. George 
H. Knox, 26th U.S. Inf., for conduct prejudicial to dis- 
cipline and for preferring false and malicious charges 
against his commanding. officer, Major E. F. Hatch, ac- 
cording to a cable to the New York Herald on May 7. 
General Pershing, in reprimanding Captain Knox, said 
that he had permitted his personal animosity to lead to 
insubordination, and that he, the General, considered 
that the sentence was inadequate. Captain Knox was re- 
leased from arrest and restored to duty and reduced ten 
files. 
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It is-hoped that arrangements may be made whereby 
the erack riflemen of the Navy now on duty with the 
Atlantic Fleet may be allowed to practice for places on 
the Navy Team, which will take part in the national 
shooting contest at Camp Perry, O. As the matter stands 
at present, restrictive regulations are endangering the 
Navy’s chances in the coming rifle match, as in order to 
save expense, members of the team who are not on the 
Atlantic coast will not, according to present decision, be 


allowed to compete. This limits the Navy’s representa- 
tives and is a serious handicap. 


Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., 
announces that all of the old type Signal Corps mortars, 
originally designed to withstand a pressure of 1,000 
pounds per square inch, and made of ordinary iron pi 
are considered unsafe and should be immediately > 
stroyed. The new type mortars, recently made for the 
Signal Corps by the Ordnance Department, are of cold 
drawn steel having a tensile strength of 6,000 pounds 
per square inch, which is more than the maximum pres- 
sure for firing any of the Signal Corps bombs. They are 
stamped “Signal Corps, U.S.A., Model 1907.” 
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The transport Sheridan sailed May 5 from San Fran- 
cisco for Manila with the following military passengers: 
Colonel Brown, 5th F.A.; Captains Jervey, 10th Cav., 
Furlow, 4th Inf.; Lieutenants Healy, 29th, Wade, 30th, 
Land, 23d, Rich, 26th Inf., Wilson, 6th Cav., Gerlach, 
Philip.

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The absence of a general officer in command of the 
Department of Dakota has occasioned an unusual pro- 
cedure in the matter of summary courts in that depart- 
ment. The highest officer in the department being a lieu- 
tenant colonel, the authority was lacking to issue orders 
for courts and it was directed by the President that they 
be issued in the name of the Secretary of War. Numer- 
ous trials have been held within the past few weeks and 
the papers in upward of thirty cases have been forwarded 
to the War Department.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 

Col. Philip Reade, 28d U.S. Inf., appointed brigadier 
general to date from May 3, 1908, vice Morris, retired, 
is among the best known and one of the most efficient offi- 
cers of the Army. From a boy he was of an adventur- 
ous disposition and after leaving school at Worcester, 
Mass., went to the South, where the Army was operating 
and he tried to enlist. His age prevented this and on. 
bis own hook he performed signal service for the Union 
Army which was soon reported to Gen. Benjamin F. But- 
ler, resulting in the young man’s receiving commissions 
which he performed to the satisfaction of the Army offi- 
cers and the War Department. His work in the South, 
as a boy, wor for him the appointment as cadet-at-large 
to West Point, where he studied for a term and was 
finally appointed second lieutenant of the 3d_Infantry 
May 13, 1867. Promotion was slow in the old days of 
the Army, and it was not until Dec. 8, 1878, that he 
reached the grade of first lieutenant. During his long 
service he has devoted much attention to the study of 
small arms, the work of the Signal Corps and he mas- 
tered the mysteries of a telegraph operator. While in 
this position he made a name for himself as a fighter and 
Jeader of men, having constant battle with Indians. In 
1868 he received honorable mention for his work against 
the red-skins. In 1875 he was detailed to build a tele- 
graph line from Santa Fé, N.M., to San Diego, Cal., a 
distance of 1,500 miles. He surveyed several routes, sc- 
lected the best and built the line solely by the labor of 
troops, 100 unskilled men being assigned him for the pur- 
pose. He was engaged in this work for nearly three 
years. Without money or expert assistance, he felled 
trees and hauled them to the line, set them up and strung 
the wire. He crossed rivers and mountains, deserts of 
sand and rocky canyons. He was menaced by hostile 
Indians and impeded by the prejudices of Mexicans. 
Every 25 or 30 miles he established a telegraph office or 
a relay station. In 1878 he reported that the Pacific 
slope and the rest of the world had telegraphic communi- 
cation. He received for this remarkable achievement 
the thanks of the authorities of New Mexico, Arizona 
and California. His work was characterized by General 
Pope as “beyond praise.” He also received from General 
Myer a remarkable reward. He was subsequently 
sent to the Atlantic coast to study the life-saving service 
and situation. In 1880 he went to the assistance of Gen- 
eral Crook in building signal corps in Wyoming. After 
this his regiment was stationed in Montana until 1885. 
For six years he was instructor of smali arms practice 
under Generals Terry and Crook, still as a lieutenant. 
About this time the militia of several of the Western 
states gave much attention to rifle practice and Lieuten- 
ant Reade was their mentor and so popular was he that 
camps were named after him. In 1899 he was commis- 
sioned captain. In the winter of 1890 and 1891 he, with 
his company, made a hard and long march through the 
snows after “Big Foot’ and his Sioux band, and for 
this service he again received honorable mention. After 
this came four years of recruiting service. As a captain 
he took up the fight against advertising on the American 
flag and against the enlisting of recruits who could not 
read and write, and his efforts were rewarded in both 
cases. When the war with Spain broke out he was conm- 
missioned major and inspector general of Volunteers and 
served with General Kent. He was in the battle at San 
Juan Hill near Santiago and was twice mentioned for 
brevet promotion for bravery there. He was appointed 
lieutenant colonel and inspector general of Volunteers 
Dec. 21, 1898, and assigned to inspection duty at Mon- 
tauk Point. Later he was made the military sanitary 
officer at Havana when the country was aghast at the 
yellow fever outbreak. He served here until 1901, when 
he was sent to Cavite Province, near Manila, in the Phil- 
ippines, and he commanded a battalion of infantry there 
in the hottest province in the Philippines at the time. 
This province was the home of Emilio Aguinaldo.. He 
was promoted lieutenant colonel, 25th Infantry, March 
12, 1902; was transferred to the 23d Infantry April 6, 
1903, and on Aug. 13, 1903, he was promoted colonel. 
Later the 23d was sent to Gen. Leonard Wood in the 
Moro country surrounding Lake Lanao, in the middle of 
the great island of Mindanao and its history there is a 
matter of common khowledge. When the regiment re- 
turned from the Philippine service it was stationed in 
New York state along the shores of Lake Ontario. It 
was while the regiment was at camp in Mount Gretna, 
Pa., that Gen. F. D. Grant placed his avproval on the 
request of General Corbin for the promotion of Colonel 
Reade. Colonel Reade and the 23d left again for Philip- 
pine service in February, 1908. He is a deservedly popu- 
lar officer and has a love of hunting and fishing. He was, 
and still is, an expert rifleman as well as a wing shot, 
and has killed a great deal of both large and small game. 
As an off-hand after-dinner speaker he rivals Wallace 
Randolph, and his services are in demand for addresses 
by military societies, patriotic societies, social clubs and 
chafing dish clubs. He is as good a cook as he is a 
raconteur. 


Lieut. Col. Alfred C. Sharpe, 13th U.S. Inf., promoted 
colonel by the appointment of Col. Philip Reade, 234 
Inf., to brigadier general, was born in Ohio in 1850, re- 
moved to Iowa in his youth and was appointed to the U. 
S. Military Academy from that state in 1872. His first 
commission was as second lieutenant in the 10th Cavalry 
in June, 1876, with assignment to duty,in Texas. The 
Sioux War, under Sitting Bull, was going on at that time 
in the Northwest and Lieutenant Sharpe sought and ob- 
tained a transfer to the scene of action. He was in the 
field against hostile Indians during the entire winter of 
°76-77, which is still remembered as one of the most rig- 
orous ever known in Montana, during which he was in 
several engagements. In one of these he was breveted 
first lieutenant on the recommendation of his command- 
ing officer (Lieut. Col. E. S. Otis, afterward Major Gen- 
eral, commanding the Philippines). In a fight on May 
7, 1877, at the head waters of the Rosebud, where Lame 
Leer and Iron Star were among the killed, and their en- 
tire village destroyed, he commanded a company and was 
again commended for his excellent work. In the summer 
of 1877, during the great railroad strike, he served with 
his regiment at Chicago, and later at Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
where he acted for a time as regimental adjutant. The 
troubles in Pennsylvania having subsided he took station 
with his company at Fort Wayne, Detroit. Here he im- 
mediately registered in a law office and two years later 
was admitted to the bar by the Supreme Court of Michi- 
gan. The following three vears (’79-82) he served at 
various stations in Texas, being engaged, by reason of 
his legal education on a number of important trials, as 
judge advocate. While serving as adjutant at Fort Grif- 
sae up near bev “Panhandle” of Texas, he took advan- 
age of a neighboring signal office to study telegraphy. 
ln 1881 while at Fort ‘Clark he was promored first few. 
tenant, and the following two years was quartermaster 
at Fort Lyon, Colo. In 1884 the War Department de- 
tailed him as Professor of Military Science at the Uni- 
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versity of Wooster, Ohio. Here he achieved marked suc- 
cess, the Inspector General (Roger Jones), who visited 
the several colleges, pronouncing this department one of 
the best in the United States. his recommendation 
Lieutenant Sharpe’s detail was twice extended, covering 
a total period of over four years. During the last year 
(’87-88) he was also engaged as military commander of 
Frooks Academy in Cleveland. This year he also entered 
the competition of the Military Service Institution and 
won first prize. The Board of Award consisted of three 
distinguished soldiers of the Civil War: General Gordon 
(Governor of Georgia), General Slocum, M.C. of New 
York, and Gen. Hartranft (Governor of Pennsylvania). 
The Pine Ridge campaign in the winter of 1 again 
found Lieutenant Sharpe in the field as adjutant and 
quartermaster of the column under Colonel Conrad, mov- 
ing south from Montana to the mouth of Cannon Ball 
River. His knowledge of telegraphy here found a prac- 
tical application, enabling him to intercept a message 
passing over the wire near camp, giving information of 
the fight at Pine Ridge and the probable effort of the 
hostiles to break through the cordon toward Canada. 
This timely information enabled the command to make its 
dispositions at once to meet the emergency. The deep 
snows and intense cold made it exeeedingly difficult to 
keep the command in supplies, and Lieutenant Sharpe’s 
work as quartermaster and commissary were highly com- 
mended by Colonel Conrad. In 1891 Lieutenant Sharpe 
was detailed a second time as military professor and as- 
signed to duty at the State University of South Dakota, 
but before completing this tour he was advanced, in Jan- 
uary, 1893, to the responsible position of Judge Advocate 
of the Department of Arizona, with headquarters at Los 
Angeles. While on this duty he was promoted captain 
and later joined his company at Fort Crook, Neb. On 
the outbreak of the Spanish War Captain Sharpe went 
with his command (April, 98), to Mobile and Tampa, 
and soon after was appointed by President McKinley 
Major and A.A. General of Volunteers. In the battles 
hefore Santiago he was recommended several times for 
Lrevets by Generals Kent, McKibbin and Pearson. Upon 
the organization of the Society of the Army of Santiago 
in the Governor's Falace immediately after the surren- 
der, General Shafter was elected president, General 
Wheeler vice-president, and Major Sharpe secretary and 
treasurer. After the return to Montauk and the dishand- 
ment of the 5th Corps, Major Sharpe was assigned as 
adjutant general, 2d Division, 2d Corps, in South Caro- 
lina, but a few months later was detached and sent to 
Torto Rico (January, 99), where for nearly two years 
under Generals Henry and Davis he was engaged in most 
strenuous administrative work. While on this duty he 
was mustered out as adjutant general and appointed in- 
spector general. After the civil government was estab- 
lished, Major Sharpe was assigned to duty at Denver as 
inspector general, Department of the Colorado (Novem- 
her, 1909). On Feb. 2, 1901, he was promoted to major 
in the Regular Establishment and again assigned to duty 
as adjutant general. Upon his promotion to lieutenant 
cclonel, March 29, 1904, he was assigned to the command 
of Fort Roots at Little Rock. In January, 1906, he was 
chosen as the orator for the dedication of the battle mon- 
ument on the field of El] Caney, where he delivered an elo- 
quent address. After the earthquake in San Francisco 
he was on temporary duty as inspector of the territory 
south of Market street. While serving last year on court- 
martial duty in the “Brownsville” case he received orders 
to proceed to Havana for temporary duty in connection 
with the civil government. Later he was relieved from 
this duty to join his regiment, at his own request, and 
started for the Philippines, but while en route received 
orders to inspect the camps of the Ohio National Guard. 
While on this duty he was detailed as a member of the 
General Staff Corps, and assigned as Chief of Staff at 
Omaha. Later these orders were again changed and he 
then proceeded to the Philippines, where he is now serv- 
ing. In addition to the varied capacities above enumer- 
ated Colonel] Sharpe has heen actively identified with the 
practical field instruction of troops as umpire, chief um- 
pire and chief of staff. In the camp of instruction at 
l’ort Riley in 1906 as chief of staff he prepared a course 
of exercises—hoth for the Regulars and the militia— 
which proved highly successful, and which has recently 
been adopted by the War Department almost verbatim— 
a very handsome endorsement, indeed. In recognition of 
his distinguished services in the reconstruction days of 
Portc Rico and of his excellent contributions to maga- 
zine literature he was honored in 1905 with the academic 
degree of LL.D. 

Col. Henry M. Adams, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., who 
retires for age on May 8, 1908, with the rank of briga- 
dier general, is a native of Massachusetts and is a gradu- 
ate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1866, when he stood No. J 
in the class. He first served with the engineer company 
at West Point, and then as assistant professor of engi- 
neering at the same place. He was subsequently em- 
pioyed on important engineering works for the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi, and of Galveston harbor, and 
around New York harbor, New Jersey, Connecticut, and 
was ov varicus coast defense works on Long Island Sound, 
ete. He was also a member of important boards, includ- 
ing the board for the consideration of the existing torpedo 
system and of the board to secure a channel of adequate 
width and depth at the port of New York, and of the 
board to consider the location of the proving ground in 
connection with the permanent batteries at Sandy Hook. 
He was promoted captain in 1874, major in 1887, lieu- 
tenant colonel in 1901, and colonel in 1905. 

Chaplain Charles C. Pierce, U.S.A., who retires on 
May 9, 1908, for disability incident to the Service, was 
born in New Jersey Feb. 6, 1858, and was appointed 
chaplain in the 9th U.S. Cavalry in December, 1882, and 
resigned in June, 1884. He was appointed a post chap- 
lain May 12, 1888, and was assigned to the 11th Cavalry 
in February, 1901; was transferred to the 2d Cavalry 
in November of that year, and was transferred to the Ac- 
tillery Corps in 1903. Chaplain Pierce was promoted 
major in 1904, and was transferred to the Corps of En- 
gineers in 1906. 

Second Lieut. Eugene C. Ecker, 9th U.S. Inf., who 
has been found incapacitated for active service on account 
of disability incident thereto, and has been ordered to 
his home to await retirement with rank of first lieuten- 
ant, was born in Missouri Dee. 1, 1879, and joined the 
Army Aug. 27, 1900, as a first private in the 5th Infan- 
try. He was appointed a second lieutenant, 9th Infantry, 
Oct. 17, 1902. 

First Lieut. Wiley P. Mangum, jr., 8th Cav., to be re- 
tired on Aug. 2, 1908, for disability incident to the Ser- 
vice, is a native of Texas, and was graduated from the 
U.S.M.A., class ‘of 1901, as a second lieutenant and as- 
signed to the 15th Cavalry. He was promoted first lieu- 
tenant and assigned to the 6th Cavalry Oct. 20, 1905, and 
after serving a detail in the Signal Corps was assigned 19 
the 8th Cavalry in June last. 

Paymr. Walter Lyne Wilson, U.S.N., wno was retired 
May 6, 1908, entered the Service in August, 1894. For 
several months past he has been in the Naval Medical 


School Hospital at Washington under treatment. Pay- 
master Wilson is a son of the late William L. Wilson, 
of West Virginia, formerly a leading member of the 
House of Representatives, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, author of the Wilson tariff bill, and 
Postmaster General in the second cabinet of President 
Cleveland. Walter Lyne Wilson was senior paymaster in 
the Navy. 

Major Edward R. Lowndes, U.S.M.C., was placed on 
the retired list on May 7 on account of disability incident 
to the Service. About a year ago while Major Lowndes 
was in Porto Rico a horse fell on his ankle, causing a 
compound fracture. He has been under treatment at 
the Naval Medical School Hospital in Washington since 
April 20, 1907. -He entered the Marine Corps in July, 
1891, and is a native of South Carolina.

Col. Simon Elliot Chamberlin died at his residence 
near Waterford, Loudoun County, Virginia, on April 20, 
in the seventy-fourth year of his age. During the Civil 
War, as captain of the 25th New York Cavalry, Colonel 
Chamberlin saw much service through the section of Vir- 
ginia where he afterward lived for more than forty 
years. At the close of the war he was breveted a major 
and Jater a colonel by the state of New York for “gallant 
and meritorious service.” In 1865 he was commissioned 
first lieutenant in the 8th U.S. Cavalry in 1866 and 
served with that regiment on the frontier. He resigned 
from the Army in October, 1867. Interment was made 
at Arlington under the auspices of the Military Order 
Loyal Legion, United States. Colonel Chamberlin was 
the father of Mrs. W. H. Clendenin, wife of Lieut. W. H.

DECISIONS OF THB WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Selection of officers to participate in rifle competi- 
tions: Certain questions as to the above having arisen 
in the Department of the East, decisions were rendered 
as follows: 1. That the commanding general, Depart- 
ment of the East, be authorized to select one officer from 
that part of a battalion of engineers serving in his de- 
partment. 2. That the Porto Rico Provisional Regiment 
of Infantry should be represented by the number of offi- 
cers authorized for a full regiment. 

Issue of campaign badges: A member of a National 
Guard organization having suggested that badges be 
issued to all members of the National Guard who have 
requisite service, it was held that the bill now pending 
before Congress, which would include such persons, is 
preferable to the restricted issue suggested. 

Disposition of tentage upon change of station: The 
question having arisen on above point, it was decided 
that within the limits of the United States, organizations 
should take tentage with them on change of station. 


Continuance of issue of old style full dress coats: The 





Quartermaster General having recommended indefinite 
continuance of such issue to the Coast Artillery until the 
supply on hand is practically exhausted, the same was 
approved.

dn the case of Major W. C. Dawson, asst. paymr., U. 
S.M.C., who claims a refund for overcharges on sub- 
sistence stores purchased by him, the Assistant Comptrol- 
ler decides that there is no appropriation available for 
such a refund, nor is there any legal liability against 
the United States that could be certified by the account- 
ing officers. The action of the Auditor is affirmed. If 


the prices were excessive the remedy does not lie with 
the accounting officers by a review of the action of the 
Department fixing prices. 

In response to a request from Col. C. S. Bromwell, C. 
E., Comptroller Tracewell decides that the charwomen 
and assistant laundresses employed at the White House 
on day’s wages are entitled to double pay when they work 
holidays, as the Comptroller has decided that employees 
of the government being entitled to pay on holidays when 
they do not work should receive double pay on those days 
when they do work. 

Paymr. J. W. Morse, U.S.N., has been allowed by 
Assistant Comptroller Mitchell $79.23, improperly disal- 
lowed by the Auditor on fifteen payments to naval aud 
marine prisoners. This is in accordance with the fol- 
lowing rules laid down by this office for the settlement 
of court-martial prisoners’ accounts in a decision of Jan. 
28, 1908 (14 Comp. Dec., 454): “1. Pay forfeited can 
not be treated as pay earned for any purpose. 2. Un- 
forfeited pay due and becoming due should first be ap- 
plied to reduce, or, if sufficient, to discharge all indebt- 
edness when any sum is reserved from forfeiture by the 
sentence to discharge such indebtedness. 3. After such 
indebtedness shall be discharged the accruing pay shall 
be applied to the monthly sum reserved for prison ex- 
penses and the lump sum to be paid on discharge, com- 
puting the monthly sum from the date the sentence took 
effect. 4. If no exemption of pay from forfeiture is made 
by the sentence to discharge indebtedness to the United 
States and such indebtedness is found to exist it can 
only be reduced or discharged from unforfeited pay, viz., 
the monthly sum (usually $3 per month) and the lump 
sum. If these sums shall liquidate the indebtedneess any 
balance that remains shall be paid as directed in the sen- 

C. P. Perkins, captain, U.S. Army, appealed April 7, 
1908, from the action of the Auditor for the Navy De- 
partment in disallowing the mess bill for $8 in his claim 
for mileage and subsistence for four days on board the 
U.S.S. California, incurred in connection with the final 
trial of that vessel at San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 17 to 20, 
1908. Assistant Comptroller Mitchell says: “The ap- 
pellant can only be allowed the item as an expense of 
travel. He was ordered to the California for duty and 
not for transportation and whether that vessel, while he 
was on duty on her, was tied to the wharf or steaming at 
sea, he was not traveling within the meaning of the mile- 
age laws. ITis orders authorized the payment of mileage 
from Berkeley, Cal., to the vessel, and on return to Ber- 
keley. The Auditor allowed this and I am of opinion he 
is entitled to no more. The Auditor’s settlement is af- 
firmed.” The Attorney General has rendered an opinion, 
dated April 18, 1908, in the case of Mate William Jen- 
ney, U.S.N., retired, and has held that the retired mates 
who receive the retired pay of warrant officers are en- 
titled, in computing that pay, to be credited with their 
length of service. He says: “The mates being entitled 
to the rank and three-fourths the sea pay of warrant offi- 
cers should receive three-fourths of the same pay which 
they would receive if they were warrant officers, instead 
of mates, all other circumstances connected with them 
remaining the same. I know of no other way by which 
to give to retired mates three-fourths of the sea pay of 
the next higher grade. It follows that mate Jenney 
should have been retired September 26, 1899, with three- 
fourths the sea pay of a warrant officer with twelve 
years’ service, and that his advancement should be at and 
from that date and not from the date of the Department’s 
letter to him, Nov. 26, 1907.’’ The Comptroller publishes 
this decision, saying: ‘The opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral will be followed by this office and Mate William 
Jenney is therefore entitled to retired pay at the rate of 
$1,350 per annum, that being three-fourths of the sea 
pay of a warrant officer, after twelve years’ service, the 
highest pay of a warrant officer, Jenney having had thirty 
years’ service at the time of his retirement, and that he 
became entitled to that pay on the date of his actual re- 
tirement.” 

The Comptroller has reversed the action of the Audi- 
tor in the case of 1st Lieut. F. C. McConnell, U.S.M.C., 
who refused him mounted pay claimed as “post quarter- 
master” on the ground that there was no such position in 
the Army and claimant was not detailed for duty as a 
regimental or battalion quartermaster. The Comptroller 
decides that Lieutenant McConnell is entitled to the pay 
of an Army lieutenant who is assigned to duty requiring 
him to be mounted and who is actually mounted. 

The Comptroller decides in the case of a naval pris- 
oner, John Kirby. coppersmith, that clothing and small 
stores issued for his health and comfort under Art. 1258, 
N.R., 1905, should be charged to “Pay Miscellaneous” 
and not against a balance due the prisoner. The former 
decision in 2 Comp. Dec., ’91, to the contrary, is over- 
ruled. 

In the case of Lieut. Col. S. W. Roessler, C.E., U.S.A., 
who appealed for a disallowance of certain payments 
amounting to $55.90, made to certain monthly employees 
at Portland, Oregon, who worked four hours on Sunday, 
Asst. Compt. L. P. Mitchell decides as follows: “In the 
absence of any specific agreement or understanding as to 
this the entire time of such employees was at the disposal 
of the United States, and work performed beyond the 8- 
hour period, or on legal holidays, or on days or parts of 
days-set apart by Executive Order, is without additional 
or extra compensation therefor. I am of opinion that 
the men receiving additional compensation on Voucher 19 
for work performed on Saturday afternoon were not le- 
gally entitled to the same under their employment, and 
the payment of same must be disapproved. The Auditor's 
action in disallowing the several amounts is affirmed and 
a certificate of no differences will issue. Lieutenant 
Colonel Roessler requests that he be permitted to sub- 
stitute an amended voucher which will show an increase 
in the time employed and in the rate of pay, in lieu of 
extra time for Saturday afternoon. This request cannot 
be granted as it would only be doing indirectly what can- 
not legally be done directly.” 

In the case of Pay Inspr. H. A. Dent, U-S.N., the 
Comptroller approves the decision of the Auditor that the 
day of the arrival of the claimant at his home, Oct. 11, 
1899, should be excluded in computing his commutation 
of quarters while settling his accounts at home, 
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PINE PLAINS MANEUVERS. 


At the camp which will be held at Pine Plains, N.Y., 
June 15 to July 15, 1908, for joint Army and National 
Guard instruction, the following Regular troops will do 
duty: Four troops, 11th Cavalry; four troops, 15th Cav- 
alry; four troops, 13th Cavalry ; two batteries, Field Ar- 
tillery ; four companies, 5th Infantry; twelve companies, 
12th Infantry; eight companies, 24th Infantry, except 
necessary guards left in post.

June 15-June 25, 2d Infantry, New Hampshire; three 
regiments from Massachusetts or two with other organi- 
zations in lieu, of third regiment; 23d Infantry, New 
York; Squadrons A and C and Troops B and D, New 
York; 1st Battery, Field Artillery, New York. 

June 26-July 5, 1st Infantry, Vermont; 1st Infantry 
and ‘ist Troop Cavalry, New Jersey; 3d Infantry, Penn- 
sylvania. July 6-15, 2d Infantry and 1st Separate Com- 
pany, Connecticut, and 4th Infantry, Maryland. 

Col. L. C. Allen, 12th U.S. Inf., will be in command 
of the Infantry; Col. Charles A. P. Hatfield, 13th U.S. 
Cav., of the Oavalry, and Lieut. Col. D. J. Rumbough, 
1st Field Art., U.S.A., of the Artillery. 

Each problem and each set of maneuvers will have dif- 
ferent forces with varying assignments, with a view to 
giving the maximum of instruction. 

Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, who will be in com- 
mand of the camp, is at work on the plans for the camp. 
So far he has received no notification that any brigade 
commanders of the National Guard will come for duty 
in the camp. If any should be he will assign them so 
that they will receive move tactical than administrative 
instruction. 

Pine Plains is nine miles from Watertown, Jefferson 
County, in the northern part of New York. General 
Grant has arranged for the exclusive use of 10,000 acres, 
with the privilege of using 100,000 if the fields are not 
injured. About the actual plain are hills and the country 
is about equally open and wooded. Surface water will be 
used and a spur of railway is to be built to the camp. 
No facilities for visitors will be provided as General 
Grant wishes this to be entirely a business camp. 

The troops in the maneuvers will be divided into op- 
posing forces, but the development of this sort of in- 
struction will be different in important respects from that 
at Mt. Gretna. No day’s marching will call upon the 
Guardsmen to do more than seven miles or so. In the 
ease of a march of fourteen to sixteen miles two days 
will be taken for it. 

The instruction of the Regulars will be progressive and 
thus the militia will participate differently in this in- 
struction, as the state representatives will be there for 
only a limited period. One set of Guardsmen will take 
part in one stage of the Regular instruction and the suc- 
ceeding militiamen will take up the next stage. However, 
the instruction in the main will not be essentially differ- 
ent, especially for the junior officers in command of ¢om- 
panies, 

Each evening there will be lectures by Army officers, 
some nights on general subjects and on others of the 
problem of the coming day or the one of the day preced- 
ing. These lectures will be attended by both the Regular 
and the National Guard officers. Among some of the lec- 
turers will be Major Carl Reichmann, 24th U.S. Inf.; 
Lieut. Col. D. J. Rumbough and Capt. T. N. Horn, Field 
Art., U.S.A. There will also be a lecture daily from 11 
a.m. to 12 m. for National Guard officers.

Paragraphs 34 and 68, General Orders, No. 44, War De- 
partment, March 31, 1908, are amended to read as follows: 

34. Service practice, night operations, and subealiber prac- 
tice, when this is the only practice which militia troops will 
hold, will be limited, in so far as practicable, to the last 
three days of the exercise period. No subcaliber or service 
practice will be held by the Regular troops during the exer- 
cises. 

68. Each Artillery district commander will arrange a pro- 
gram for the exercises with a view to making them progress- 
ively instructive to the militia. With this end in view, and 
assuming that there will be ten working days available, it 
is suggested by way of example, and without restricting the 
discretion of Artillery district commanders in any respect, 
that the first day be devoted to taking over the fortifications 
all who have had no experience at the guns, giving them an 
opportunity to see all the elements of coast defense and to 
have the use thereof explained to them. For this purpose it 
is suggested that the visiting militia be divided into small 
detachments and be personally conducted through the works 
by Regular officers or non-commissioned officers; the second 
day to be devoted to the nomenclature of the Coast Artillery 
material; the third day to elementary drills with Regular offi- 
cers and enlisted men assigned to coach, correct and assist 
individual officers and enlisted men of the militia; the fourth, 
fifth and sixth days to progressive drill at the battery; the 
seventh day to drill by the Regular troops with the militia 
ofticers and enlisted men standing by to note the manner and 
method of the drill, and to subcaliber practice by the militia; 
the eighth, ninth and tenth days to completion of subcaliber 
practice if necessary, to service practice with Regular officers 
and enlisted men standing by to coach, correct and assist in 
all matters connected with the practice, to day alarm drill 
and night shiptracking drill, and to the defense of the fort 
against simulated attack on the water and land fronts of the 
works by day and night.

“then I will have to take it up in a different way,” or words 
to that effect. Both of which remarks were made by the said 
Captain McElgin in a highly insubordinate manner. This at 
Fort Worden, Wash., on the 2d day of March, 1908. 

Charge II.—Disrespectful behavior toward his commanding 
officer, in violation of the 20th Article of War.

T desire to use these official papers as enclosures to a com- 
munication to be addressed by me to the Adjutant General of 
the Army requesting a decision as to the right of a company 
commander to revoke a pass issued by him to an enlisted man 
of his company even though that pass be aproved by the post 
commander. 

The main purpose of this communication, however, will be 
to endeavor to secure for myself the just and courteous treat- 
ment that is due me as an officer, the right to be heard in my 
own defense before being harshly and contemptuously repri- 
manded, and the support which I believe is due me as company 
commander, all of which, I believe, have been denied me by 
the commanding officer of this post.

The court finding guilty, 
sentenced Captain McElgin ‘to be confined to the limits of his 
post for three months and to be reprimanded in general orders.” 

General Brush in reviewing the proceedings said: “In the 
foregoing case of Capt. Hugh J. B. McElgin, C.A.C., the record 
in several places shows that the court took a recess without 
showing affirmatively that the members, judge advocate, the 
accused and his counsel and the reporter resumed their seats. 
When & recess is noted, this should always be done. The sen- 
tence is approved and will be duly exeeuted. The accused has 
been convicted of behaving with disrespect to his commanding 
officer. The reviewing authority hopes that the publication of 
the procedings of his trial and conviction will be sufficient to 
impress upon Captain McElgin the necessity of a strict compli- 
ance with Par.

The alleged shortcomings of our system of building bat- 
tleships are the subject of a letter in the New York Sun 
by “A Layman,” who says our greatest advance, after 
blazing the path in naval construction with the Monitor, 
was when we built the Indiana in 1893, which with her 
sister ships carried batteries such as no ship abroad car- 
ried till twelve years later. Instead of going on and de- 
veloping our heavy gun idea exemplified in the Indiana, 
we fell away, he argues, and let England get ahead of 
us by applying our principle and “geing us one better” 
in the armament of the Dreadnought. It would be inter- 
esting to know where he found the admission that “the 
Connecticut is incomparably inferior to the Dreadnought.” 
Certainly not in the New York Navy Yard, where the 
Connecticut was built. There the men who built her and 
installed her guns will by no means share the opinion 
that she is “incomparably inferior.” Admiral Evans in 
choosing the Connecticut for his flagship bore testimony 
to her superior qualities, as did Sir William White in 
the article we published April 25.

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A Honolulu paper of April 17 last states that Major 
William G. Haan, Coast Art., U.S.A., who is in Hono- 
lulu on a special mission for the War Department in 
connection with the matter of fortification of the terri- 
tory, expects to recommend that several regiments of in- 
fantry and light artillery be stationed there permanent- 
ly. At the War Department it is said that there is no 
prospect of any more troops being sent to Hawaii just 
now at any rate. 
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CONGRESS AGREES TO ARMY PAY. 

The House at 3:30 p.m., Friday, suspended the rules 
and adopted the conference report on the Army Appro- 
priation Bill by yeas 139, nays 92. Discussion on the 
report was brief, Mr. Hay, of Virginia, speaking for 
opposition, urged that this was not the time to pass 
Army pay bill. Mr. Tawney also objected to the in- 
creased pay and maneuver item. Mr. Hull defended 
both propositions ably; on viva voce vote, yeas were 70, 
nays 61. Mr. Hay demanded yeas and nays with result 
stated. This passes the bill beyond peradventure. It 
will be signed by the President Monday. 

There has been question as to what the effect of the 
new pay bill will have on the pay of retired officers and 
men. No mention is made of them as the bill now stands. 
The House placed a clause in the original bill providing 
that the terms of the Pay Bill should not apply to retired 
enlisted men, the House undertaking to legislate only for 
the enlisted men and leaving the adjustment of the in- 
crease for officers to the Senate. ‘The restriction was 
taken out of the bill by the Senate Military Committea 
and no reference made to retired officers or enlisted men. 
As a matter of fact, existing law secures to both officers 
and men on the retired list the benefit of the increase. 
Section 1274 of the Revised Statutes provides that “offi- 
cers retired from,active service shall receive seventy-five 
per cent. of the pay of the rank in which they were re- 
tired.” Under the law there is but one schedule of pay 
for the various grades of rank and so the retired officer 
is entitled to seventy-five per cent. of the pay that is due 
officers of his rank. This has been passed on by courts 
and the Comptroller and is a well established rule. So, 
too, in the case of retired enlisted men the Comptroller 
has several times decided that they were entitled to sev- 
enty-five per cent. of the pay of their grades. In Octo- 
ber, 1892, the Comptroller decided that “retired enlisted 
men are entitled to the benefit of laws increasing the pay 
of their respective grades.” This also has the force of a 
long established rule. There is no room for doubt as to 
the application of the new pay bill schedule as adopted 
to the retire list. Nor is there any change in Secs. 1262 
and 1263, which provide for increase of pay on account 
of length of service; neither is there in Sec. 1274. 

For several days the situation was unpromising for 
the success of the Pay Bill in the House. In the 
first place, as a political matter the Democratic leaders 
looking forward to the approaching national campaign 
determined to make opposition to the measure. The pros- 
pect that the present Secretary of War would be a can- 
didate for President, automatically outlined to them the 
issue of militarism and prompted the argument that Mr. 
Taft would, if chosen by the people to be President of the 
United States, look with a partial pride and unconcealed 
favor on the great department over which he once presid- 
ed and the Army would come to be a greater power than 
a democratic people would regard with confidence or 
pleasure. As a basis for this argument in the canvass 
there must be an outcry now at the passage of one of the 
largest Army appropriation bills known in the history of 
American legislation. Nevertheless the great majority 
of Democratic members of the House were glad to vote 
for the pay bill. ‘The members from the South look with 
pride on the Army and Navy, as their people have from 
time immemorial, and they at heart were anxious to see 
the bill passed. 

There is opportunity for congratulation in the fact that 
the conferees after having stricken out the bonus of three 
months’ pay for enlisted men who make their first enlist- 
ment, reconsidered their action and restored the clause to 
the bill. 

The argument was made in all seriousness by one of 
the opponents of the idea, that we should not encourage 
men to re-enlist and that we should always have new men 
and young men and a fresh, strong and efficient Army. 

The text of the pay clause of the Army Appropriation 
Bill as it was finally adopted by the conferees and ac- 
cepted by the Senate May 6 and by the House on May 8,

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PROHIBITION AND THE CANTEEN. 


In an interview in the Milwaukee Free Press of April 
28, Gen. Arthur MacArthur is quoted as saying that the 
anti-canteen law was passed because the Army did not 
oppose it as it should have been opposed. These are the 
words ascribed to him: “The authorities of the Army 
felt so certain that the advantages of the canteen over 
the groggery were apparent, that they did not think it 
necessary to appear before Congress and oppose the pass- 
age of the bill abolishing the canteen. They could not 
believe that such a bill could be taken seriously. As a 
matter of fact I believe it now is well known, as I have 
said, that the leading members of Congress would have 
opposed the bill if they had not been misled into believing 
that it was backed by a strong public opinion.” General 
MacArthur goes on to express the opinion that sentiment 
has changed in Congress and he predicts a return to the 
old system, but he very wisely specifies no time when the 
law will be repealed, but thinks it will be done “ulti- 
mately.” In the present state of the anti-saloon move- 
ment in the South and West, he indeed would be rash 
who would put any limit of time to the fanatical zeal 
against the use of liquor at posts that was able to 
“clamor” its bill through Congress. There is less chance 
of winning temperance reformers over to saner views now 
when they have been able to impose their “dry” prin- 
ciple upon whole states with such success as to feel justi- 
fied in triumphantly predicting that nation-wide prohibi- 
tion will be.achieved within ten years. Texas is to vote 
on state prohibition the coming summer, and so alarmed 
have the brewers become at the prospect of the largest 
state in the Union going “dry” that they have appro- 
priated $1,000,000 to fight the temperance crusaders. 

Tennessee and Kentucky also may within a year vote 
on prohibition. Everywhere the anti-liquor tide is rising, 
but it still wears many of the ear-marks of a crusade 
rather than of a healthy reform movement. Little 
cbildren and women parade the streets carrying banners, 
implying that the salvation of the home and the nation 
depends upon the extinction of the saloon, reminding 
one of those frenzied appeals heard some yeays ago in 
Cengress, from misguided temperance women, for the 
“preservation of the Army from ruin.” That the opposite 
result has been produced cuts no figure in the satisfac- 
tien of these temperance reformers, and they are deaf to 
such statements as that of General MacArthur that 
“where formerly the soldiers could sit down in a com- 
fortable club and have a glass of beer under supervision 
of their superiors, now they go out to the dives and 
groggeries that infest the outskirts of every Army post.” 
Concrete results seldom disturb the self-complacency and 
lofty serenity of a temperance reformer, to whom the 
abstract and the intangible but ever-present Rum Demon 
appeal more strongly than the reports of the most ex- 
perienced Army officers or the scientific observations of 
learned medica] observers. 

Very effectively does General MacArthur expose the 
hypocrisy that was not wholly dissociated from the pass- 
age of the anti-canteen law when he says: “It always 
has seemed odd to me that when the bill abolishing the 
sale of intoxicants at Army posts and soldiers’ homes was 
passed other government reservations also were not in- 
cluded in the bill. If it is unseemly for beer to be sold 
at Army posts, why should it not be just as bad for 
whisky to he dispensed in Washington. The principle 
is the same, it seems to me.” Odd, indeed, but not sur- 
prising, for consistency is not to be expected in those 
who mistake zeal for intelligence, noise for argument, 
and the dreams of visionaries for attested results.

A TWO-OCEAN NAVAL POLICY. 

Much has been said in the newspapers in the last few 
days about an “established naval policy” of the United 
States as if the discussion of the four-battleship propo- 
sition in Congress had brought out such well defined 
ideas in regard to the future of our warship building as 
to constitute a policy. What has furnished the most 
of the material for this assumption is contained in the 
remarks in the Senate on April 27 by Senator Allison in 
the discussion of the Naval Appropriation Bill. “I be- 
lieve,” he said, “that we ought, under our present situa- 
tion and the circumstances that surround us, to make 
provision for two battleships each year for at least some 
years to come. I would be willing, and I think most of 
the Senate would, and I think there would be no objec- 
tion to it, to provide at the next session of Congress for 
two additional battleships, and to do that year by year 
until] our modern navy is sufficient for the needs of our 
country and efficient in all its provisions.” 

That Senator Allison intended to enunciate a policy 
either directly or indirectly will not be believed by any- 
one acquainted with the conservatism of the Iowa Sena- 
tor, or with his wide knowledge of the many contingencies 
that must necessarily enter into any scheme of naval ex- 
tension, but it is a hopeful indication of an appreciation 
by our legislators of the naval needs of the nation, when 
so prominent a party leader as Senator Allison publicly 
favors a policy of naval increase, certainly to the extent 
of adding two battleships annually. Time was not so 
very long ago when to vote an appropriation for two 
battleships was regarded by Congress as a sufficient con- 
cession to the Navy to last through several years. 

Looking at the question of a “naval policy” from the 
view-point of practical politics, it is doubtful whether 
in a republic in which party success has often greater 
weight in shaping legislation than national needs it will 
ever be safe to assume the existence of a policy in any 





* department having so large expenditures. as the Navy. 


The annual appropriations for this arm have passed the 
hundred-million mark and must afford an opportunity for 
cheese-paring to any party that wishes to go before the 
public on a platform of “economy in public expenditures.” 
To meet such partisan degradation of national ideals 
there must be a constant education of the people as to 
their obligations to the Navy, and such utterances as 
those of Senator Allison have a large part in this public 
instruction. There has been no better time than the 
present, when the Pacific Ocean is entering so prominent- 
ly into the affairs of the world, to inform the popular 
mind as to the need of a steady increase of the Navy, 
based on the highest standards of warship construction. 
It would have been not altogether a comforting spectacle 
if, at a time when the splendid achievements of our Bat- 
tleship Fleet are eliciting the praise of Europe, we had 
declined to keep pace with the constructional progress 
of other navies. In a country where the legislators are 
iu as close touch with the people as in America, there 
can be no “naval policy” that does not reflect the popu- 
lar wish, and it is the duty of the friends of the Navy in 
season and out of season to see to it that no opportunity 
is lost to develop public appreciation of our sea-fight- 
ers. 

What can be done in this respect may be learned from 
Germany. When a few years ago the Kaiser began the 
task of building up the imperial navy, he found he could 
do nothing without public support, so he started a cam- 
paign of education. The Navy League, created to do 
just that sort of work, gave powerful assistance. Lec- 
tures were given throughout the country, with illustra- 
tions of a striking and attractive character; warships 
were sent as far as possible up inland waterways, and 
every means was adopted to arouse a popular interest in 
the service. To see that this education was a success one 
has but to study Germany’s standing to-day among the 
naval powers. If such results are obtainable in a coun- 
try with so small a coast-line as Germany, surely in fhe 
United States, with its vast seaboard, it ought to be com- 
paratively -easy to foster a pride in our sea power that 
will be in itself ‘‘a naval. policy.” 

If in the last decade it has been wise to build two ships 
a year, there can be no reason now to reduce the rate of 
naval progress. Never before has it been thought neces- 
sary to have a fleet in the Pacific. If more than twenty 
ships in ten years were a proper increase when we were 
& one-ocean power, what is needed now that we are a 
two-ocean power? It is worthy of note that we are the 
only country that is washed by two oceans, and those 
are the largest oceans. If a large navy is necessary for 
a country like France, Germany or Italy, what shall be 
said of the needs of a country with such a sea-board on 
two oceans as is possessed by the United States? Only 
since the departure of the Battleship Fleet for the Ori- 
ent have we heard the cry, “A fleet for each ocean.” No 
other country can consistently make such a demand for 
the protection of its home shores. Other nations have 
colonies in distant seas and oceans, but no other home- 
land stretches from ocean to ocean. If now that the de- 
mands of a Pacific naval establishment are beginning to 
be understood by the American people, they should pro- 
vide for a smaller increase than wken the Pacific was 
scarcely a factor in the calculation, they would put the 
stamp of inconsistency upon their previous efforts to es- 
tablish a great navy and awaken the suspicion that they 
had been guided more by a spread-eagle desire not to be 
outshone by other nations than by a _ statesmanlike, 
rational] desire to proportion their Navy to their national 
progress, their national needs, and their national destiny. 
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RESERVE FIELD ARTILLERY CORPS. 


The subject of a reserve field artillery corps has been 
under consideration in the General Staff for several 
months, with the result that a definite plan is in prepara- 
tion which if approved by Congress may secure for the 
country an adequate force. The beginning of the move- 
ment looking to the supply of sufficient field artillery 
came in the paper read before the National Guard con- 
vention in 1906, at Washington, by Major George C. 
Lambert, of Minnesota. He pointed out effectively the 
disparity between the Artillery force of the United States 
and the various nations of Europe, and made his argu- 
ment for a reserve so strong that the National Guard As- 
sociation adopted a resolution urging upon the War De- 
partment the serious consideration of the matter of se- 
curing the needed reserve. Major Lambert wrote letters 
to battery commanders in a large number of states and 
received from them replies indicating that if the general 
government would furnish forage for the animals the 
states would be glad to maintain an Artillery force pro- 
portioned to the strength of the militia in the state. Last 
fall the matter was taken up with Governor Johnson, of 
Minnesota, and he gave the matter his unhesitating ap- 
proval and wrote the Secretary of War urging the neces- 
sity of working out the résult desired. Gen. Robert Shaw 
Oliver, Acting Secretary of War, replied to the effect 
that the idea was impossible of execution without action 
by the general government or the states toward furnish- 
ing the money that would be required to subsist animals 
and pay for the maintenance of the reserve. ‘Since that 
time the sentiment in many states has developed a will- 
ingness on the part of these states to furnish animals and 
caretakers. An estimate by Major John T, Thompson, 
of the Ordnance Department, showed that the cost of 
maintenance of the animals for a battery for a year was 
$4,284, which was further increased by supplemental esti- 
mates to $4,354. On this basis the cost of a reserve field 
artillery for the whole country, corresponding to the Na- 
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tional Guard. strength of the various states, would be 
kept within $350,000, an amount quite inconsiderable in 
proportion to the military value of such a reserve. The 
General Staff has, however, gone forward with its exami- 
nation. of the subject and worked out a plan for the fur- 
nishing by the general government of animals, as well as 
forage and straw. There is doubt as to the wisdom of 
proposing such a plan in view of the willingness of some 
states to furnish animals, which could probably be done 
at less cost than would be encountered by the general 
government. Inasmuch as Congress would be called upon 
to authorize the proposed appropriation for the reserve, 
the idea would seemingly make better headway on the 
basis of Major Lambert’s original plan placing the cost 
of animals on the states. 











The cruise of the Fleet. from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific has resulted in several important revelations to 
the Congressional mind which hitherto has been fain to 
believe that all naval knowledge had its genesis in that 
important body. Among the facts revealed by this 
cruise is the rather important one that a navy does not 
consist solely of ships and men. It must have colliers, 
repair ships, drydocks, etc., the most important being 
colliers, upon which will depend largely the capacity 
of the fleet as a fighting organization. Coal is now the 
main sinew of war, and without especial preparation in 
this important particular the best laid plans of officers 
and men will surely gang aglee. So it has been decided that 
one of the first things to be done for the Navy afloat is 
to provide colliers which can carry coal enough to render 
the Fieet independent of navy stations, harbors and coal- 
ing stations for a period long or short, as the case may 
be. When the naval expert begins to overhaul the situ- 
ation he speedily becomes impressed with the startling 
fact that the United States has no naval establishment ; 
it has a fairly efficient navy, but where are the acces- 
sories? Where are the dry-docks, the colliers, the victual- 
ling establishments, the repair ships, the real organiza- 
tion of a naval establishment with a policy for the future 
which shall continue longer than a single session of 
Congress? Our naval policy is composed of three words, 
“Don’t appropriate money.” 
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It would be a good thing for Mr. Lilley, of Connecticut, 
and other members of the House of Representatives to 
dip into Congressional history before bringing charges 
of corrupt practices. A legislative body does not take 
kindly tec a member who goes out of his way, even with 
the best of intentions, to assail the character of its mem- 
bership. A case in point is that of Richard Fletcher, a 
brilliant lawyer of Boston, Mass., who was elected to 
Congress as a Whig over Charles Sumner more than 
seventy years ago. A great career which his friends had 
predicted for him was blighted by his making of charges 
he could not sustain. No corruption was involved in his 
allegations, but his inability to “make good” made him 
persona non grata. He simply alleged that a bill had 
been.prepared by President Van Buren and not by the 
committee in charge of it. The committee denounced him 
and asked for proof. He could not give any. This ended 
his usefulness in the House. While this fate may not 
befall Mr. Lilley, it is certain he has got nothing out of 
the investigation of his charges but humiliation and a 
high reputation for gullibility. His allegations that cor- 
rupt methods had been employed to obtain submarine con- 
tracts the House Committee found to be without founda- 
tion. The net results of the resolution Mr. Lilley intro- 
duced on Feb. 20, which forced the investigation, seem 
to be one thousand five hundred pages of worthless tes- 
timony and a breakdown in his health. While no one 
will criticize a legislator for having a keen sense of honor 
and being quick to resent any reflection on the character 
of the body with which he is associated, no member of 
Congress can be excused for bringing charges against his 
colleagues unless the certainty of his proof makes his ac- 
tion a public duty. 
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We published last week a statement coming from 
Washington which seemed to discredit what we said 
three weeks ago concerning the probable selection of 
Lieut. Col. T. W. Symons, U.S.A., as the head of the 
Corps of Engineers, upon the retirement of General Mac- 
kenzie. We gave the last rumor for what it was worth, 
but still adhere to our opinion that Colonel Symons is 
the man now chosen, though what changes may occur be- 
tween this time and the date of appointment we cannot 
undertake to say. Our expectation as to Colonel Symons 
is based on certain official indications which usually may 
be relied upon. It is reported that Colonel Marshall has 
assured his friends at Washington that he would prefer 
to remain at his present post until his retirement two 
years from now. Explanations as to why Lieut. Col. 
Smith S. Leach is not to be the fortunate man are not 
forthcoming. Col. W. T. Rossell is said to be ruled out 
by ill health. Other officers that might be in line will 
be retired by age before long and so are to be passed over. 
Lieutenant Colonel Symons is personally and favorably 
known to the Commander-in-Chief, because of his years 
of service near him. The understanding is that no. an- 
nouncement will be made as to the choice of a Chief of 
Engiveers until after the return of the Secretary of War 
from Panama. 
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By the explosion of a boiler on the Japanese torpedo- 
boat destroyer Odzuki on May 5, while en route to Corea, 
one man was killed and four seriously injured, 
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SIXTIETH CONGRESS. 

The latest reports Indicate that the House leaders have 
abandoned their plans for an early adjournment of Con- 
gress, and that the session may not end before June 6 or 
May 31 at the latest. Five appropriation bills are still 
to be considered in the Senate. Of the fourteen regular 
appropriation bills only two have so far become law, the 
Urgent Deficiency and the Indian Bill. Six are in con- 
ference. We give elsewhere the status of the Army 
Appropriation Bill as agreed upon in conference. The 
Navy Bill conferees haye as yet come to no conclusion, as 
some points will only be decided after final agreement has 
been reached upon the Army Bill. 

The Pension Apprepriation Bill, which passed the Sen- 
ate on April 28, calling for $163,063,000 is now in con- 
ference committee, the House having disagreed to the 
Senate amendments, 

H.J. Res. 173, which has passed both Houses of Con- 
gress, appropriates $250,000, to be expended under the 
direction of the Secretary of War, for the relief of the 
sufferers by reason of the cyclone of April 24 in the 
states of Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana. 

Both Houses have passed H.R. 17516, increasing the 
membership of the Philippines Commission from eight to 
nine, and added a new section, which reads: “See. 2. That 
the President is hereby authorized in his discretion to 
create by Executive order and name a new executive de- 
partment in the Philippine government, and to embrace 
therein such existing bureaus as he may designate in the 
erder; and in his appointment of any Commission mem- 
ber he shall specify in his message to the Senate the de- 
partment, if any, of which the appointee shal! be the sec- 
retary.” 

The Senate on May 1 passed the bill (S. 6891) for the 
relief of Major G. S. Bingham, U.S.A. It proposes to 
pay to Major Bingham a sum equal to the amount of pay 
withheld from that officer because of his acceptance of 
the single-screw quartermaster steamer Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston, and that no pay shall be hereafter withheld on 
that account. 

The Senate on May 5 passed the following resolution: 

Whereas the President on Jan. 18, 1904, transmitted to 
Congress for its information all correspondence not thereto- 
fore transmitted touching the relations of the United States 
with Colombia and Panama, which correspondence included 
the refusal of this government to accede to the request of 
Colombia for arbitration: Therefore be it 

Resolved, That the President is hereby requested, if not, 
in his judgment, incompatible with the interests of the public 
service, to communicate to the Senate all correspondence since 
Jan. 18, 1904, relative to any further request by Colombia 
for arbitration, if such request was made, and any response of 
this government thereto.

Powell, late colonel, 17th U.S. Inf., $40; to George Tow- 
ers, late Q.M., U.S. Navy, $50: to the widow of Col. 
Andrew K. Smith, late surgeon, U.S.A., $30; to Thomas 
Chase, late third assistant engineer, U.S.N., $24; the 
widow of William P. McCann, late commodore, U.S.N., 
$40 ;:widow of Fitzhugh Lee, late brigadier general, U.S. 
A., $50; widow of Manly B. Cowie, late major and pay- 
master, U.S.A., 850, and $2 a month additional for each 
minor child: widow of Wm. B. Schofield, late major and 
paymaster, U.S.A., $40; widow of Wm. H. Driggs, late 
commander, U.S.N., $40. 

The Vice-President on May 5 appointed Senators Gal- 
linger, of New Hampshire, and Smith, of Maryland, mem- 
bers of the Board of Visitors to attend the Naval Acade- 
my examination. 

During the delivery of an instalment of Senator War- 
ner’s speech on the 25th Infantry and the Brownsville 
affray, in connection with S. 6206, for the relief of the 
discharged soldiers, Senator Borah interjected it as his 
opinion that “there were twenty-five or thirty who were 
either actually engaged or were participants in the affair 
at that time in the way of knowing that it was going on. 
I should say, from the hurried examination which I have 
made of the matter since the Senator called it to my at- 
tention, that at least thirty were participants in it in the 
sense of having knowledge that it was going on, of whom 
some ten or fifteen were actually engaged in the affray.” 
Mr. Bulkeley, in an extended speech in support of the 
Lill, declared that in his judgment the shooting was done 
by lawless Mexicans. 

In response to a Senate resolution of March 21, the 
Secretary of the Treasury on May 2 transmitted to the 
Senate a letter from the Secretary of War, conveying 
from the Auditor a complete list of officers of the United 
States Volunteers, organized under Act of March 2, 1899, 
for service in the Philippine Islands, showing the differ- 
ence between the amount paid to each officer under the 
Act of May 26, 1900, as travel pay, etc., and the amount 
each would have received under Section 1289, Revised 
Statutes. in force at the time of the muster into service. 
The Auditor's report states that “the estimates furnished 
do not include any allowance for sea travel. The ma- 
jority of the officers discharged in the Philippine Islands 
were furnished transportation in kind and were reim- 
bursed for the amount paid for subsistence. Those who 
were not, remained in the Philippines for their own con- 
venience or refused for their own convenience to accept 
the transportation tendered them. No travel pay, for sea 
travel, was paid under the new law. If, notwithstanding 
the fact that officers were furnished transportation and 
subsistence for sea travel, they are held to he entitled un- 
der Section 1289 to pay for sea travel, each officer dis- 
charged in the Philippines would be entitled to 7,298 
miles, distance from Manila to San Francisco, which 
equals 364.9 days, or one year’s salary to each officer ac- 
cording to his grade when discharged. The 11th Volun- 
teer. Cavalry, the 36th and 37th Volunteer Infantry Regi- 
ments were organized in the Philippines and discharged 
at San Francisco, Cal. A special act was passed allow- 
ing them travel pay from place of muster out to the place 
of residence at the time of appointment or the place of 
original muster into service. The estimates furnished 
in these regiments are based upon the distances for which 
paid in accordance with the above special act, and not 
back to the Philippines, the place where said regiments 
were organized. If entitled under Section 1289 from San 
Francisco to the Philippines. where the regiments were 
organized, each officer would be entitled to an amount 
equal to one year’s pay as of his grade less the amount 
paid from San Francisco to his home.” ; 

A bill introduced in the Senate on May 1 has for its 
purpose the creation of a Hudson River National Park 
Commission, and constitutes ex-officio members thereof, 
the Secretary of War, Secretary of Agriculture, Chief 
Forester, Superintendent of West Point Military Acade- 
my, president of the American Scenic and Historic Pres- 





ervation Society, and the president of the National So- 
ciety of the Sons of the American Revolution. The lands 
to be included in the proposed park are situated in Rock- 
er Orange, Dutchess and Putnam counties of New

The Senate Military Committee directed Senator Lodge 
Thursday to report as a substitute for the pending bill 
ugainst desecration of the flag, a bill based on the Con- 
necticut law, which protects the state flag and all state 
ensigns. 





H.R. 20248, to provide for the compensation of profes- 
sors and instructors at the Naval Academy, has. been fa- 
vorably reported in the House. The text of this bill we 
published on page 883 of our issue for April 18. The 
committee say that the bill limits the number of prv- 
fessors to five, in order that appointment to the corps 
may be held as a reward for efficient work and to be 
striven for by excellence. In order to give an opportunity 
for this, the abilities of a professor, the condition of eight 
years’ previous service at the Academy is imposed. It is 
necessary that this service be at the Academy, because 
the requirements there are different from those of other 
institutions, and, in another view, this requirement for 
eight years’ service safeguards the interest of the govern- 
ment and of the Academy in preventing the hasty ap- 
pointment of an untried person to a permanent position. 
The provision that the service of professors and instruc- 
tors shall count as service in the Navy is deemed neces- 
sary to prevent injustice by depriving the civilian profes- 
sor of the credit of efficient service during the period of 
progress, exactly as the midshipmen are credited with 
the time spent at the Academy. 

A bill has been introduced in the House by Mr. Payne 
to amend existing tariff law governing importations into 
the Philippine Islands. A new paragraph is intended to 
establish the free entry of agricultural machinery, ap- 
paratus and implements, road machinery, steam and 
other motor ploughs into the islands, in order to assist the 
agriculturists and encourage the construction of roads. 
Paragraph 397 is changed so that all materials for the 
construction or repair of vessels nay be imported free of 
duty, to enable local shipbuilders and repairers to com- 
pete with such industries at other Oriental ports; there 
the duties are either lower or there are none, the latter 
being the case at Hong Kong. 

The House Committee on Pensions has received from 
Secretary Taft an, endorsement of the measure now be- 
fore Congress providing for an increase to $100 a month 
of the pension to the widow of Dr. Lazear, the young 
physician, formerly of Baltimore and a graduate of Johns 
Hopkins University, who sacrificed his life in Cuba ex- 
perimenting to ascertain the manner in which yellow 
fever is transmitted to human beings. Dr. Lazear left 
a wife and two young children. Mrs. Lazear now re- 
ceives from Congress a pension of $17 a month, with $2 
additional for each of the children until they reach the 
age of 16. The bill is also strongly endorsed by the 
President. 

Favorable report has been made in the House on S.C. 
Res. 19, providing for printing and distributing additional 
copies of the addresses delivered at the exercises com- 
memorative of John Paul Jones at the Naval Academy, 
Annapolis, Md., April 24, 1906. The committee recom- 
mend that 500 copies be delivered to the Ambassador of 
France and 500 copies to Gen. Horace Porter, late U.S. 
Ambassador to France. The estimated cost of printing 
will be $17,000. 

The Acting Secretary of the Navy has submitted to the 
Tiouse an estimate of appropriation for printing, binding 
and casing the Navy Code, $4,800. 

A letter from the State Department transmitted to the 
House by the Secretary of the Treasury submits an esti- 
mate of appropriation amounting to $100,000 to meet the 
expenses on the part of the United States in the arbitra- 
tion before the Permanent Court of Arbitration at The 
Hague of the questions in controversy between the United 
States and Great Britain with respect to the northeastera 
fisheries, ete. 

An omnibus revenue cutter bill was. ordered reported to 
the House May 6 by the House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce. Four new cutters are provided 
for in the bill, one each to be stationed at Key West, 
Fla., the Pacific coast, Lake Superior and Narragansett 
Bay. The total cost of the vessels will be $925,000. 
These items have already been favorably reported in the 
Senate as amendments intended to be proposed to the 
Sundry Civil Bill. a 
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BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S.R. 81, Mr. Dick—That the campaign service medals 
heretofore authorized by Congress be issued by the Secretary 
of War under regulations to be prescribed by him to each offi- 
cer and enlisted man of the Army possessing the prescribed 
qualifications of campaign service, and may be issued to former 
officers and enlisted men who possess the same prescribed quali- 
fications of campaign service upon payment of the actual cost of 
each medal so issued. 

S. 6951, Mr. Curtis—That from and after the passage of 
this act the rate. of pension for the widow of any officer or 
enlisted man who served ninety days or more during the late 
Civil War, and was honorably discharged therefrom, has died, 
or shall hereafter die, leaving a widow, such widow shall, upon 
due proof of her husband's death, without proving his death 
to be the result of his Army or Navy service, be placed on 
the pension roll from the date of the passage of this act at the 
rate of $12 per month. 

S. 6971, Mr. Foraker.—Authorizing the acceptance by the 
United States Government from the Woman’s Relief Corps, 
auxiliary to the Grand Army of the Republic, of a proposed gift 
of Andersonville Prison Park, in the state of Georgia. 

S. 6974, Mr. Dick.—That there be annexed annually here- 
after to the Army Register the name of each officer and en- 
listed man in the Service to whom a medal of honor has been 
awarded (together with the reason for said award), and also 
a list containing the names of former officers or enlisted men to 
whom medals of honor have been awarded (together with the 
reason for said award), for service since the declaration of 
war with Spain, which latter list shall be printed in at least 
five consecutive Army Registers.

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The conferees on the Army Appropriation Bill have 

reached an agreement and reported the same to both 
Houses of Congress. The Senate accepted the report on 
May 6. ‘ ; 
‘The pay clause amendment of the Senate was receded 
from in conference committee: ‘The pay amendment and 
the other important amendments as agreed to by the con- 
ference committee are as follows: 


That hereafter the annual pay of officers of the Army of the 
several grades herein mentioned shall be as follows: Major 
general, $8,000; brigadier general; $6,000; colonel, $4,000; 
lieutenant colonel, $3,500; major, $3,000;.. captain, $2,400; 
first lieutenant $2,000; second lieutenant, $1,700. And _ the 
pay of'cadets at the Military Academy shall hereafter be $600 
a year, That hereafter the United States shall furnish mounts 
and horse equipments for all officers of the Army below the 
grade of major required to be mounted, but in case any offi- 
cer below the grade of major required to be mounted provides 
himself with suitable mounts at his own expense, he shall re- 
ceive an addition to his pay of $150 per annum if he provides 
one mount, and $200 per annum if he provides two mounts. 
Section 1267 of the Revised Statutes of the United States is 
hereby amended to read as follows: ‘‘In no case shall the 
pay of a colonel exceed $5,000-a year; the pay of a lieutenant 
colonel exceed $4,500 a year, or the pay of a major exceed 
$4,000 a year:’’ Provided, That nothing in this section is in- 
tended to incréase or ‘change or shall be construed as in- 
creasing or changing the present ‘pay or- allowances of any 
officer in the United States Navy; and section 13 of an act 
entitled ‘‘An act to reorganize and increase the ‘efficiency of 
the personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps of the ‘United 
States,’’ approved March 3, 1899, shall not be. construed as 
changing the pay of any naval officer by reason of the pro- 
visions of this act. 

That hereafter immediately upon official notification of the 
death from wounds or disease contracted in line of duty of 
any Officer or enlisted man on the active list of the Army, 
the Paymaster General of the Army shall cause to be paid to 
the widow of such’ officer or enlisted man, or to any other 
person previously designated by him, an amount equal to six 
months’ pay at the rate received by such officer or enlisted 
man at the date of his death, less $75 in the case of an 
officer, and $35 in the case of an enlisted man. From the 
amount thus reserved the Quartermaster’s Department shall 
be reimbursed for expenses of interment, and the residue, if 
any, of the amount reserved, ‘shall be paid subsequently to 
the designated person. The Secretary of .War shall establish 
regulations requiring cach officer and enlisted man to designate 
the proper’ person to whom this amount shall be paid in case 
of his death, and said amount shall be paid to that person 
from funds appropriated for the pay of the y. 

That hereafter the monthly pay of enlisted men of the Army 
during their first enlistment shall be as follows, namely: 
Master electricians, master signal electricians, $75; Engineers, 
$65; sergeants first class, Hospital Corps, $50; regimental 
sergeants major, regimental quartermaster sergeants, regimen- 
tal commissary sergeants, sergeants major senior grade, Coast 
Artillery, battalion sergeants major of Engineers, post quar- 
termaster sergeants, post commissary sergeants, post ordnance 
sergeants, battalion quartermaster sergeants: of Engineers, 
electrician sergeants first, class, sergeants first class, Signal 
Corp, and first sergeants, $45; battalion sergeants major of 
Infantry and Field Artillery, squadron sergeants major, ser- 
geants major junior grade, Coast Artillery, battalion quarter- 
master sergeants, Field Artillery, and master gunners, $40; 
electrician sergeants second’ class, sergeants -of Engineers, 
cordnance and Signal Corps, quartermaster sergeants of En- 
gineers, and color sergeants, $36; sergeants and quartermas- 
ter sergeants of Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry, stable ser- 
geants, sergeants, and acting cooks of the Hospital Corps, fire- 
men, and cooks, $30: Provided, That mess sergeants shall 
receive $6 per month in addition to their pay; corporals of 
Engineers, ordnance, Signal Corps, and Hospital Corps, chief 
mechanics, and mechanics, Coast Artillery, $24; corporals of 
Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry, mechanics of Field Artillery, 
blacksmiths and. farriers, saddlers, wagoners, and artiftcers, 
$21: Provided, That not to exceed one blacksmith and farrier 
in each troop of Cavalry and one mechanic in each battery of 
Field Artillery shall receive $9 per month additional for per- 
forming the duty of horseshoer; privates first class of En- 
gineers, ordnance, Signal Corps and Hospital Corps, $18; 
privates, Hospital Corps, $16; trumpeters, musicians of In- 
fantry, Artillery, and Engineers, privates of Cavalry, Artillery, 
Infantry, Signal Corps and privates second class, Engineers 
and ordnance, $15. . 

That hereafter any soldier honorably discharged at the 
termination’ of an enlistment period who re-enlists within 
three months thereafter shall be entitled to continuous service 
pay as herein provided, which shall be in addition to the 
initial pay provided for in this act- and shall be as follows, 
namely: For those whose initial pay as provided: herein is 
$36 or more an increase of $4 monthly pay for and during 








‘the second enlistment, and a further increase of $4 for and 


during each subsequent enlistment up to and including the 
seventh, after which the pay shall remain as in the seventh 
enlistment. For those whose initial pay as provided for herein 
is $18, $21, $24 or $30, an increase of $3 monthly pay for 
and during the second enlistment, and a further increase of 
$3 for and during each subsequent enlistment up to and ‘in- 
eluding the seventh, after which the pay shall remain as in 
the seventh enlistment. For those whose initial pay as pro- 
vided for herein is $15 and $16 an increase of $3 monthly pay 
for and during the second and third enlistments each, and a 
further increase of one dollar for and during each subsequent 
enlistment up to and including the seventh, after which the 
pay shall remain as in the seventh enlistment: Provided, That 
hereafter, any soldier honorably discharged at the termination 
of his first or any succeeding enlistment period who re-enlists 
after the expiration of three months shall be regarded as in 
his second enlistment; that an enlistment shall not be regarded 
as complete until the soldier shall have made good any time 
lost during an enlistment period by unauthorized absences ex- 
ceeding one day, but any soldier who receives an honorable 
discharge for the convenience of the government, after having 
served more than half of his enlistment, shall be considered 
as having served an enlistment period within the meaning of 
this act; that the present enlistment period of men now in 
service shall be determined by the number of years continuous 
service’ they have had at the date of approval of this act, 
under existing laws, counting three years to an enlistment, 
and the former service entitling an enlisted man to re-enlisted 
pay under existing laws shall be counted as one enlistment 
And. provided further, That hereafter any private 
soldier, musician or trumpeter honorably discharged at the 
termination of his first enlistment period who re-enlists with- 
in three months of the date of said discharge shall, upon such 
re-enlistment, receive an amount equal to three months’ pay 
at the rate he was receiving at the time of his discharge. 
That hereafter enlisted men now qualified or hereafter 
qualifying as marksmen shall receive $2 per month; as sharp- 
shooters, $3 pér month; as expert riflemen, $5 per month; as 
second class gunners,’ $2 per month; as first. class gunners, 
$3 per month; as gun pointers, gun commanders, observerg 
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second class, chief planters and chief loaders, $7 per month; 
as plotters, observers first class, and casemate electricians, 
$9 per month, all in addition to their pay, under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of War may prescribe, but no en- 
listed man shall receive at the same time additional pay for 
more than one of the classifications named in this section: 
Provided, That nothing in this act shall be construed to in- 
crease the total number of gun pointers, gun commanders, 
observers, chief planters, chief loaders, plotters and case- 
mate electricians now authorized by law. 

That increase of pay for service beyond the limits of the 
States comprising the Union, and the territories of the United 
States contiguous thereto, shall be as now provided by law. 

That hereafter the monthly pay during the first enlistment 
of enlisted men of bands, exclusive of the band of the United 
States Military Academy, shall be as follows: 

Chief musicians, $75; principal musicians and chief trum- 
peters, $40; sergeants and drum majors, $36; corporals, $30; 
and privates, $24; and the continuous service pay of all 
grades shall be as provided in this act: Provided, That Army 
bands or members thereof shall not receive remuneration for 
furnishing music outside the limits of military posts when 
the furnishing of such music places them in competition with 
local civilian musicians. é 

That sections 1280, 1281 and 1284 of the Revised Statutes 
be, and are hereby, repealed, and so much of section 4819 as 
pertains to the deduction of 12% cents per month from the 
pay of every soldier of the Regular Army for the benefit of 
the Soldiers’ Home be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 

That section 6 of the act entitled ‘‘An act for the better or- 
ganization of the line of the Army of the United States,’’ ap- 
proved April 26, 1898, be amended so as to read as follows: 

‘*Section 6. That any soldier who deserts shall, besides 
incurring the penalties now attaching to the crime of desertion, 
forfeit all right to pension which he might otherwise have 
acquired.’’ 

That nothing herein contained shall be construed so as to 
reduce the pay or allowances now authorized by law for any 
officer or enlisted man of the Army, and all laws or parts of 
laws inconsistent with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed. 


The proviso stricken out of the national trophy appro- 
priation by the Senate was restored in conference com- 
mittee in the following form: “Provided, That the tro- 
phy and medals herein authorized shall be contested for 
only by enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
and the National Guard or organized militia of the sev- 
eral states, territories, and of the District of Columbia.” 


The Senate proviso relating to pay of Philippine Scouts 
was amended in conference committee to read: 

The specific appropriations hereinbefore made for officers 
and enlisted men in the line of the Army and in the several 
staff corps and departments, enlisted men in the Hospital 
Corps, officers and enlisted men in the Porto Rico Provisional 
Regiment of Infantry, and officers in the Philippine Scouts, 
being based upon former rates ‘of pay, said specific appropria- 
tions are hereby increased to the amounts necessary for pay- 
ment of such increase of pay at the rates established in this 
act: Provided, That the sum of $7,000,000, or so much there- 
of as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to provide 
for such increases in the said specific appropriations, and for 
the purpose of paying officers and enlisted men, including en- 
listed men of the Hospital Corps, at the rates provided for in 
this act. 

The Senate amendments providing $5,000 for enter- 
tainment of foreign military guests ; $50,000 for officers’ 
mileage; authorizing the sale of ordnance property to 
leads of Executive departments, were all rejected in 
conference. 

The following statement of the conference committee 
explains the result of the committee’s action, reducing the 
appropriation by $3,463,162.51.

THD SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


In the House on May 5 the following amendment to 
the Sundry Civil Bill was adopted, as an addition to the 
paragraph appropriating $800,000 for construction and 
enlargement of buildings at military posts: 

‘*Provided, That no part of this sum or the following sum 
shall be expended for the construction of quarters of officers 
of the Army, the total cost of which, including the heating 
and plumbing apparatus, wiring and fixtures, shall exceed in 
the case of quarters of a general officer, the sum of $15,000, 
of a colonel or officer above the rank of captain, $12,000, and 
of an officer of and below the rank of captain, $9,000.’’ 

A new paragraph reads: “Target range, Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga.: For the purchase of 924 acres of land ad- 
joining the Catoosa tract and target range, Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga., $16,500.” 

The appropriation for Fort Leavenworth military 
prison was increased from $100,000 to $150,000. The 
amount for reconstruction of the prison, ete., was in- 
creased to ,000, the estimated cost of same. 

The appropriation of $180,204.50 for Fort William 
McKinley, P.I., land purchase was stricken out on the 
understanding that the same was provided for in Army 
Bill. An amendment proposing to appropriate $36,707.59 
for purchase of land adjoining Fort Sheridan, Ill., was 
ruled out on point of order. The same ruling was made 
on the amendment appropriating $110,100 for purchase 
of land adjoining Fort Logan, Colo. 

The House on May 7 rejected the provision limiting 
wages of skilled labor on the Isthmus of Panama to 125 
per cent. of the current wages paid in this country. The 
President and Secretary Taft had both opposed this limi- 
tation. 

The House amended the appropriation for sanatoriums, 
ete., by providing “that no part of the money of the fore- 
going appropriation shall be expended for any pores 
at any branch of the National Homes for Disabled Vol- 
unteers that maintains or permits to be maintained on 
its premises a bar, canteen, or other place where beer, 
wine, or other intoxicating liquors, are sold.” An effort 





was made, but without success, to add to this the clause, 
“without the sanction of a majority of the inmates of 
such branch.” This was debated at great length as an 
entering wedge for the restoration of the canteen to the 
Army, and this effort was defeated by a vote of 167 to 46, 
the result being looked upon as a play to the constituency 
in the home election districts. 


An amendment to the Sundry Civil Bill, intended to 
be proposed in the Senate by Mr. Flint, provides $350,000 
for the purchase of land and acquirement of water rights 
on Lobos Creek, San Francisco, and to provide an inde- 
pendent water supply for military purposes in San Fran- 
cisco harbor. Other amendments intended to be proposed 
to the same bill in the Senate are the following: 

Mr. Culberson.—For the erection of barracks, quarters and 
other buildings necessary for the accommodation of coast artil- 
lery troops for the modern fortifications at Fort Orockett, Texas, 
$345,320. 

Mr. Cullom.—Fort Sheridan: That the act making ap- 
propriation for sundry civil expenses of the Government 
approved April 28, 1904, be so amended as to increase the 
funds appropriated for the enlargement of the reservation 
for Fort Sheridan, and available, with the approval of the 
Secretary of War, for the purchase of a triangular tract of 
land lying adjacent to and adjoining the military post at Fort 
Sheridan, Ill., containing 11 1-2 acres, more or less, and hav- 
ing a frontage on the west shore of Lake Michigan, in the 
county of Lake, State of Illinois, said increase to amount to 
$36,707.50 in addition to that for which provision is made 
in said act. [Also intended to be proposed by Mr. Frazier, an 
amendment for the same purpose.] 2 

Mr. Perkins.—For the erection of barracks, quarters, and 
other buildings necessary for the accommodation of coast artil- 
lery troops for the modern fortifications at Fort Winfield Scott, 
Cal., $227,950. 


The various amendments to the Sundry Civil Bill, of- 
fered in the Senate last week, providing for the construc- 
tion of revenue cutter vessels, as given on page 946 of 
our issue for May 2, were favorably reported in the Sen- 
ate on April 30. 


LINEAL VERSUS REGIMENTAL PROMOTION. 

The officers of the Army to be affected by the read- 
justment of rank according to length of service will read 
with interest the memorandum of the General Staff on 
this subject, dated March 7, and transmitted April 1 to 





the chairman of the House Military Committee in a mem- ~ 


orandum by the Secretary,of War, in which he says: 

“I fully and cordially concur in this effort to bring 
about a gradual readjustment of rank for the sole pur- 
pose of promoting the greater efficiency of the Army. 
At the same time I think the officers who have lost rank 
through no lack of merit and no fault of their own have 
a just claim in equity and are entirely deserving of the 
relief contemplated by this bill. Though it will result in 
depriving some other officers of enjoying still further ad- 
vantages, gained through no merit of their own over 
less fortunate comrades, it will not deprive them of any 
rank already gained, neither will it prevent their ulti- 
mate rank as high as they would attain were the present 
inequitable condition continued. On the contrary, unless 
the present condition be rectified, many officers now in 
the Army will be deprived of ever rising even as high as 
colonel, and a number of others could not go beyond 
the rank of major before being retired for age.” 

In his memorandum the Chief of Staff says: 

“The rule of action—seniority by length of service in 
the arm—which these measures seek to put in force is 
now, and has been since the Act of Oct. 1, 1890, the 
fundamental principle of promotion throughout the 
Army. This last act, however, provided only for future 
promotions and accepted the lineal standing of officers 
as then fixed by the operation of previous laws and cus- 
toms as the basis for promotion by seniority thereafter. 
Consequently, no officer who has entered the Service 
since Oct. 1, 1890, is affected by the preposed measures. 
Nor are officers affected by them who since that date 
have reached the grade of colonel, or who have been re- 
tired, or who, on that date, were second lieutenants, but 
who had not been passed over through the operation of 
existing law by others of shorter commissioned service. 

“It was not to be expected that on a subject involving 
so many adverse interests a unanimity of opinion could 
be secured. Where every officer, if not directly in- 
terested, has at least close connection with brother offi- 
cers whose interests are directly involved, collective 
judgment entirely uncolored by personal desires is be- 
yond attainment. Thus, when separately considered 
by the three divisions of the War Department General 
Staff, only one division was found in unanimous agree- 
ment. One division united in adverse judgment on the 
bill as drawn, but in a minority report suggested similar 
action somewhat narrower in scope. Another divided 
with the majority in opposition to the proposed action 
and the minority in its favor. The other division was 
unanimously in its favor. This difference of opinion has 
its counterpart wherever else the measures have been 
considered within the Service, and is, I am satisfied, 
but indicative of the same difference that exists through- 
out the Army.” 

General Bell sums up the various arguments for and 
against the bill, and traces at length the history of pro- 
motion in the Army, showing how by the Act of April 
26, 1898, promotion by seniority was finally established 
as the fundamental rule of promotion through the com- 
pany and field grades, and has since continued to be the 
sole rule of promotion throughout the Service. The 
General shows the inequalities in promotion resulting 
from the different systems of promotion which so long 
prevailed and which affected every officer entering the 
Service during this period. “Officers attained the higher 
grades through what may be termed the accident of law, 
or, as many believed, of incorrect construction of law. 
It does not matter so much that these latter may have 
been in error in this belief. The evil effect in the ef- 
ficiency of the Service remains the same, promotion be- 
ing put outside of the influence of individual effort or 
ability.” It was a sort of selection by lottery. Regi- 

mental promotion was inherited probably from Great 
Britain, but, “as applied to our Army, in the latter days 
of the system, its advantages, however great, were out- 
weighed in effect by the evils resulting from it.” 

The Act of Oct. 1, 1890, went to the extreme of ex- 
cepting from its general provisions the then first lieu- 
tenants and leaving them open to the chances for good 
or evil of regimental promotion. The evil effect of the 
law in the Service was by this act vastly increased; 
juniors jn years as well as in rank passed over their 
seniors whose self-respect. was thus injured and their 
ambition discouraged, while many were prevented from 
ever reaching the higher field grades before rétirement. 

The proposed measure is designed to correct this con- 
dition so far as possible. The objections to the bill of 
1892 do not apply to this bill. The only grades now 





affected are lieutenant colonels and majors and a few of 
the captains. Those who have gained by the present 
system have enjoyed higher rank, dignity and pay for 
many years. These cannot be taken from them, and 
they will be able before retirement to attain the same 
rank as is possible under present conditions, ‘But those 
who have lost will, in the absence of such action as pro- 
posed, be unable in many cases to reach the higher ranks. 
In the one case the action proposed means suspended 
promotion only. In the other, failure of such action 
means absolute loss of rank during active service and 
eventual retirement with less rank than they otherwise 
would have attained.” 

Next follow the arguments pro and con, and the con- 
clusions reached by General Bell after an independent 
investigation. After stating his opinion as to the law, 
he says: ‘‘Whatever the law, promotions thereunder 
having been confirmed by the Senate and the officers 
duly commissioned, any resulting injustice was thereby 
condoned and perpetuated, and that therefore any dis- 
cussion of the application of past laws is from a legal 
viewpoint academic. 

“So far as officers directly interested are concerned, 
both adherents and opponents of the proposition to re- 
adjust rank are admittedly inspired by self-interests; 
but there is a difference. The former are inspired by a 
desire to regain certain advantages which were lost, 
through no lack of merit and no fault of their own, to 
more fortunate comrades; the latter by a desire to retain 
advantages gained by them, through no merit of their 
own, over less fortunate comrades. In considering the 
equities of such a contest there seems room for little 
doubt as to where the sympathies of the average disin- 
terested person would be found to lie. 

“But personal considerations, however important, are 
secondary to the interests of the Service at large. Under 
the present unfortunate conditions it is not unusual to 
find in command of posts or organizations officers who 
have reached the rank entitling them to these positions 
through a mere application of law and with no claims to 
exceptional records or unusual ability, while under 
them are officers of longer service, greater age, and 
sometimes of greater ability, who were formerly the 
superiors of the officers under whom they now serve. 
Such conditions are far from promoting harmony and 
discipline and are consequently injurious to the efficiency 
of the Service.” I believe that the eminent fairness of 
the measure will appeal to the line of the Army and 
have a salutary effect even upon those not affected there- 
by in any way. i ; 

“The proposed bill, as introduced in both houses of 
the Fifty-ninth Congress, was not, in my opinion, drawn 
with sufficient accuracy to avoid possible injury to in- 
terests not involved, but in the form as last introduced 
in the House (H.R. 16502) it is, I believe, clear, compre- 
hensive, and drawn with an accuracy that safeguards 
every interest not involved and that insures a gradual 
adjustment of rank in the future without possibility of 
such complications as would arise from sudden or num- 
erous changes at ene time. ‘The lists of officers con- 
cerned, accompanying this report, have been prepared in 
accordance with the provisions of the bill indicated. I 
not only give this measure my full support, but I earnest- 
ly recommend a favorable report thereon in returning 
the proposed bills to the Committees on Military Affairs 
and an urgent appeal for its immediate passage. The 
text of this bill appeared in our issue of Feb. 15, page 
634. hs 

Accompanying this report are two petitions from offi- 
cers, addressed to the Congress praying for unfavorable 
action upon the proposed measure, and twenty-five peti- 
tions from officers praying for favorable action thereon 
or for the enactment of similar remedial legislation. 

nying the letter of the Secretary are lists of certain 
salar oO Gavelty, Artillery, and Infantry arranged in order 
of promotion to next higher grade under the provisions of the 
bill (H.R. 16502, first session, Sixtieth Congress), to readjust 
TO Tieed lists are unofficial but prepared from the official Army 
Registers, and are correct to dates of preparation, February— 
March, 1908. Subsequent promotions, deaths, etc., before 
action on the bill is had will, of course, necessitate changes if 
bill is passed. These, however, show the practicability of pre- 
paring the necessary lists under the bill as drawn. These lists 
show only the arrangement for promotion to next higher grade. 
Exactly similar lists may be readily made to show order of 
promotion thereafter until the full intent of the bill has been 
reached. The published lists give in addition to the names as 
here printed the number on present lineal list, date of entry 
and class standing on graduation. We give only the names 
in the order of promotion under the provisions of H.R. 16502.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The U.S.S. Brutus has been ordered placed in reserve 
at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va. The Hannibal and Ster- 
ling have been ordered placed in reserve at the navy yard, 
Boston, Mass. The Annapolis will leave Samoa sometime 


in August for New Zealand for docking and repairs, upon, 


the completion of which she will resume her station. 

Work has commenced at the New York Navy Yard on 
the proposed drydock No. 4 by the new contractors, who 
have undertaken the work. The new dock is to be 550 
feet long and 110 feet wide at the bottom, and will have 
a caisson 35 feet deep. It will be built of concrete, with 
granite facings. It is estimated that five years will be 
required to complete the dock. 

A court of inquiry hag been appointed to examine into 
the charges of cruel treatment that have been made 
against Capt. George Worley, formerly master of the 
U.S. collier Abarenda by seventeen of the crew before 
the authorities at San Juan, Forto Rico. The court 
will sit at Norfolk, Va. 

Rear Admiral ‘Thomas, U.S.N., has been informed by 
the Navy Department that the patterns of the port high 
pressure cylinder of the Missouri, which cracked recently, 
were not among those recently destroyed at Newport 
News. he pattern will be sent to the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, at San Francisco, where a new cylinder will be 
east. If all gces well the Missouri will be able to leave 
San Francisco with the rest of the fleet for the cruise 
around the world on July 6, but it will probably not go 
on the trip to Puget Sound on May 18. 

The examinations for assistant paymaster of the 
Navy, which were announced for June 6, have been post- 
poned to June 29. This is to allow graduates of the 
different universities to compete in the examination. 
There are seven vacancies. 

Navy pay officers are directed to observe the following 
equivalence between dehydrated and fresh vegetables: 
Spinach, one pound dehydrated to 18 fresh; carrots, 1 to 
12; cabbage, 1 to 15 1-2; onions, 1 to 15; potatoes, 1 to 
7; soup greens, 1 to 15; cranberries, 1 to 10. 

Navy officers having charge of the shipments of ord- 
nance have been directed not to place a primer in the 
same shipment with high explosives hereafter, as it has 
been discovered that considerable loss has been sustained 
by railroad and steamship companies rating primers and 
other materials at the excessively high rate charged on 
explosives. 1 

In the case of Rear Admiral Silas W. Terry, U.S.N., 
the court of claims has decided that retired pay begins 
from the date of retirement, and that orders to proceed 
to home do not place the officer in the status of a retired 
officer on active duty. 

Surg. Rand P. Crandall, of the Georgia, who was 
court-martialed at Rio for countermanding orders issued 
by Ensign Little, beach officer at Port Au Spain, and 
was found guilty, has been reduced eight files. 

The Montgomery is ordered to be present as ammuni- 
tion ship at firing tests on Florida. Torpedoboat Morris 
is to be used to fire torpedo at Florida. President Roose- 
velt will not be present at the test on the Florida. 

Rear Admiral Hemphill, U.S.N., with the Rainbow, 
the Denver, the Cleveland and the Concord, arrived at 
Yokohama, Japan, May 7. 

It appears from present indications that the battleship 
New Hampshire will not be ready for service until July 
1. Capt. Cameron McRae Winslow will command, tak- 
ing the vessel on her trip to Canada, where at Quebec she 
will join in the welcome to the Prince of Wales. 

Satisfactory tests having been made on the Battleship 
Fleet during its ervise to the Pacific of dehydrated vege- 
tables, the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts has added 
this line of food stuffs to supplies, and will consider 
requisitions for their use in the tropics. Dried egg has 
also been added to the supplies.

In order to rescue the men on the stranded four- 
masted ship Peter Rickmers, ashore at Short Beach, east 
of Fire Island, N.Y., and rapidly breaking up on May 
7, during the heavy gale, Captain Reid, in command of 
the revenue cutter Mohawk, went to the wreck to make 
an attempt at rescue off shore by going as near as pos- 
sible to the stranded ship at 3 a.m., May 8, when Capt. 
Chester A. Lippincott with his Sandy Hook crew was 
put out in the power boat Rescue in the home of reach- 
ing the distressed men. The men were finally rescued by 
their own boats and those of the life-savers when the 
storm abated.

Rear Admiral Charles S. Sperry ordered 
to command Atlantic Fleet May 15. 

The movements of the Atlantic Fleet after the review by 
the Secretary of the Navy on May 8, 1908, will be as follows: 

The Atlantic Fleet will leave for Puget Sound May 18, and 
upon arrival there on May 21 four ships will visit Port 
Angeles. Eight ships will visit Bellingham Bay and three 
ships will visit Port Townsend, one ship proceeding at once 
to the navy yard, Bremerton, to be docked. 

On Saturday, May 23, all the ships of the fleet, with the 
exception of the one in dock at Bremerton, will rendezvous 
in the vicinity of Port Townsend and proceed to an anchor- 
age in the vicinity of Seattle. 

ednesday, May 27, twelve ships will leave the anchor- 
age near Seattle and will steam to Tacoma in order that the 
people in that vicinity may have a view of the fleet, ond 
thence, without anchoring, eight ships will sail for San 
Francisco, leaving four ships at anchor near Tacoma for a 
visit of three days, when these vessels will go to Bremerton 
for docking. 

It is expected that eight ships will arrive at San Fran- 
cisco on Saturday, May 30, where they will be docked in 
succession. 

The ships docking at Bremerton will sail for San Francisco 
as soon as they are ready, the last one to arrive not later 
than July 3. Preparations will be made for the fleet to sail 
from San Francisco for Honolulu on Tuesday, July 7. This 
date, however, is only tentative, and may possibly be ad- 
vanced if the docking is completed sooner than expected.

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THE ATLANTIC FLEET. 


After an uneventful run from Santa Barbara, Cal., the 
Atlantic Fleet, with Rear Admiral Thomas in command, 
dropped anchor at Monterey at 6:30 a.m., May 1. Port 
Harford, where the fleet originally was scheduled to stop 
for a day, had to rest content with a detour, which the 
fleet made in and out of San Luis Obispo Bay. In exact 
column the sixteen ships entered the harbor and made 
“column right” twice, so that at one time the first squad- 
ron was coming out as the second was going in. The 
maneuver was perfectly executed, but some of the ships, 
according to a Herald correspondent, show lack of prac- 
tice in fleet maneuvers. These are, of course, not possible 
so long as the fleet is on an itinerary as at present. 

The engineer officers on the Missouri are proud of the 
record made by that ship in the run from Santa Barbara 
to Monterey. The Missouri blew out the high pressure 
cylinder head of her port triple-expansion engine on the 
way to Santa Barbara from Los Angeles, and it was 
feared she might not be able to accompany the fleet as 
far as San Francisco. But with her engines compounded 
and the crippled cylinders entirely cut out, she made 
eleven knots without difficulty and took part in the 
maneuvers off Port Harford in fine shape. 

Monterey welcomed the fleet by sending women in 
launches among the ships as soon 9s they anchored to 
strew flowers on the water. Great boxes of loose flowers 
were emptied while the bluejackets cheered enthusiastic- 
ally. 

Rear Admiral Thomas received calls from the Mayor 
of Monterey, the commanding officer of the two battalions 
of the 20th Infantry, stationed at Monterey, and Lieu- 
tenant Governor Porter, with a committee of citizens. 
Visitors were received on all ships except the Kansas, 
where there was a case of cerebro spinal meningitis. 

Mayor Jacks gave a dinner to Admiral Thomas and the 
other admirals, the captains and Governor Gillett, of 
California, in the evening at his residence. The town 
was decorated after the manner of California cities. 

On May 2 the fleet was divided into two units, in 
order that the celebration of its stay in Monterey Bay 
might be carried forward simultaneously in Monterey and 
in Santa Cruz, twenty miles away. The first squadron, 
including the Connecticut, the Kansas, the Vermont, the 
Louisiana, the Georgia, the New Jersey, the Rhode Island 
and the Virginia, sailed for Santa Cruz, while the eight 
vessels of the second squadron remained at Monterey until 
May 4, when they sailed for Santa Cruz to join the bal- 
ance of the fleet. 

May 2 was a quiet but enjoyable one for the men and 
officers of the second squadron. For the former there 
were boxing bouts, basebal! games and boat races. Large 
liberty parties were ashore and roamed about the streets. 
Rear Admiral 'Thomas and seventy-five officers on May 
rode in automobiles between double lines of three 
thousand Santa Cruz school children. Each child waved 
an American flag and showered the fairest flowers of 
the Golden State upon the passing officers. Later the 
party were entertained at the home of Mayor Jacks. A 
naval and military ball, given at the Del Monte by the 
management of the hotel, was attended by most of the 
naval officers and by a large party of Army officers froin 
the Presidio of Monterey. 

Nearly a thousand bluejackets from the vessels at 
Santa Cruz made a trip on Sunday, May 3, to the Big 
Tree grove. The Southern Pacific transported every 
man in uniform free of charge. Santa Cruz was wide 
open on the above day in honor of the bluejackets. All 
the churches gave special services. Later baseball games 
were played at the Casino Ball Park, a miniature Coney 
Island. 

The first division band played for the people on the 
beach and there was the usual illumination of the ships 
in the evening. There was quite a storm on May 2, but 
it subsided next day and permitted thousands of eager 
persons to visit the ships at both ports. At Monterey 
the bands of the ships played on shore also and the Civic 
Club gave a reception to the officers of the fleet at the 
Monterey Boat Club. Here also there were special serv- 
ices in all the churches and afterward the bluejackets 
played ball. ; 

During the storm on May 2 the starboard anchor chain 
of the Illinois parted, it is reported. A number of officers 
and wen ashore were unable to reach their ships, on ac- 
count of the storm, and had to remain ashore all night. 

The fleet was united once more at Santa Cruz on May 
4, when the ships of the second squadron, under Rear 
Admiral Sperry, arrived from Monterey, and the flotilla 
of six destroyers, under Lieut. Comdr. Hutch I. Cone, 
joined it from San Pedro, the latter after one of the 
stormiest voyages of the cruise. The flotilla fought every 
inch of the way from San Pedro against a strong head 
wind that caused big waves to break over the bows and 
wash the decks from stem to stern. The screens of the 
pridges and every loose article about the decks was 
washed away. Nearly every man on board was seasick 
during the trip. No serious damage of any kind resulted. 
however. The run was made on an average of twelve 
knots. 

Nearly one thousand schoo] children were taken out in 
cutters and sailing launches to visit the battleships or 
May 4, and a delegation of two hundred Grand Army 
men from Santa Cruz, San José and Los Angeles also 
visited the fleet. Eight hundred enlisted men had a good 
time dancing at an armory ball, given by the navat 
militia of Santa Cruz. ae 

One hundred officers of the first squadron participated 
in an excursion to and a barbecue at the Big Trees on 
May 4, and in the evening there was a ball at the Casino. 

It has been finally decided that when Captain Wain- 
wright becomes a rear admiral he will command the sec- 
ond division, with the Georgia as flagship, while Capt. 
Seaton Schroeder will command the fourth division. The 
Nebraska will replace the Maine in the third division and 
the Wisconsin the Alabama as flagship in the fourth. 

The flagship Connecticut left for Monterey on the 
morning of May 5 to take aboard Rear Admiral Evans, 
returning from the mineral hot springs at Paso Robles, 
io resume command, for the reception at San Francisco. 
ear Admiral Thomas was transferred to his old flag- 
ship, the Minnesota. When he succeeds Rear Admiral 
Evans at San Francisco on May 9 he will hoist his flag 
as commander-in-chief on the Connecticut, but will live 
with his family at the Fairmount Hotel during the week 
up to May 15. when he will be relieved. Hé will spend 
each day on the flagship. 

When Rear Admiral Evans rejoined the fleet he looked 
much improved. We stood the journey from the health 
resort at Paso Robles to Monterey well. He was_re- 
ceived by Lieutenant Crane, Lieutenant Commander Me- 
Lean and Ensign Weaver, his aides, and was taken in a 
sinall. boat to the Connecticut. Four seamen lifted the 


° 


Admiral from the train, placed him in an invalid’s chair 
oak rolled him to the launch. He walked down the lad- 


der to the launch, leaning on a crutch and aided by two 
seamen, who assisted him at every step. The instant the 
launch got alongside ropes were lowered, attached to a 
chair and the Admiral was hoisted in. 

The hospital ship Relief arrived at Santa Cruz, May 4, 


and took a case of spinal meningitis from the Kansas, 


leaving for Mare Island. 

bluejackets were delighted with Santa Cruz. 
attempt was made to 
joyably entertained. 

The fleet sailed for San Francisco May 6, at three 
p.m., and Santa Cruz gave it a rousing good-bye. The 
day was declared a legal holiday. The people utilized 
the morning hours in visiting the ships, but at 10:30 all 
were ordered off and all officers and men were called back 
to their vessels. 

When the fleet dropped anchor off the southern part 
of San Francisco at 2:15 p.m., May 6, it is estimated 
that fully 600,000 persons were waiting to welcome it, 
visitors being on hand. from many states and the rail- 
roads were taxed to their utmost capacity. 

The manner in which the fleet made its last anchorage 
and the welcome which it received from the still scarred 
but irrepressible city were alike worthy of such a great 
mobilization of fighting craft. 

The fleet had anchored the previous night off the light- 
ship, ten miles out. The fleet comprised eighteen battle- 
ships, the torpedo flotilla, and auxiliaries. It was a 
grand and inspiring sight as the magnificent fleet, all 
dressed, came into the harbor and was joined by the 
eight armored cruisers of the Pacific Fleet, under Rear 
Admiral Dayton, amid salutes, band of music and cheer- 
ing from the multitude ashore. There were forty-two 
warships all told in the column, and it was five miles 
long. No such aggregation of vessels of the U.S. Navy 
had ever been seen before. 

The fleet, when it reached the upper bay, made a 
grand circle. When the Connecticut swung back and 
reached the tail of the incoming procession her bow was 
near the anchoring buoy off the Mission district. The 
first squadron alone was now in line, the second having 
swung to one side to come up on the starboard of the 
first. The Connecticut stopped her engines, hauled down 
the anchoring signal and eight anchors dropped simul- 
taneously. Instantly the entire eight ships sent up long 
rows of flags and pennants. The other squadrons anchor- 
ed in turn. A list of vessels in the review fleet was given 
in our issue of April 18, page 876. 

The Pacific Fleet will remain at San Francisco until 
May 15, on which date the fleet will sail for a cruise to 
the southward. 

A correspondent of the Herald, writing of the trip 
through the Golden Gate, says in part: Flagship signals 
at ‘eleven o’clock, May 6, read, “Get under way now,” 
and as they fluttered down the water under sixteen sterns 
churned white. ‘Standard speed, ten knots,” next sent 
the speed cones dancing to the yard arms. As the col- 
umn straightened itself with mechanical regularity the 
Nebraska, sister ship of the four superposed turret ves- 
sels of the second division, which was built on this coast, 
swung in to make the ninth ship of the first squadron, 
and the Wisconsin did the same in the second. Under 
Capt. R. F. Nicholson and Capt. Henry Morrell, they 
are the latest additions to the fleet, and will replace the 
Maine and the Alabama, which will precede the fleet 
to the Atlantic around the world. 

The Connecticut’s bearing was on a course midway 
between Point Bonita, the northern, and Point Lobos, 
the southern, portal of the entrance. At noon from 
the Rear Admiral’s bridge on the Connecticut one look- 
iug backward could see only the oncoming sixteen thou- 
sand ton Kansas, so perfect was the alignment in exact 
column formation. The six destroyers of the torpedo 
flotilla took position on the port flank of the first squad- 
ron. They nosed joyfully into the seas as if in response 
to the satisfaction of their officers and men at getting 
to the end of their voyage, for be it remembered - these 
little craft, each 420 tons displacement, all machinery 
and vibration, cruised a thousand miles further than the 
battleships in coming around from the Atlantic coast 
and were without nine-tenths of the comforts which the 
larger craft enjoy. 

The tender Yankton, a mere yacht, less than one thou- 
sand tons, rode Jightly in company with the destroyers. 
At the end of the column were the auxiliaries, the Gla- 
cier and Culgoa, which were called “pork” and “beef” 
all the way around; the Panther, which was equipped 
for extensive battleship repairing, which the battleships, 
to their pride be it spoken, did not need; the Arethusa, 
which never could keep up with the torpedo flotilla, 
whose mother ship it was supposed to be, and the Relief, 
the hospital ship, which has relieved the fleet of much 
responsibility and care in the sick bays. 

Ail ships were dressed with ersigns at the main and 
fore tops. The northwest breeze freshened a bit, anJ 
as they stood straight out southeast in response the 
curtain of fog lifted and revealed, like a stage picture, 
the Golden Gate. The sun did its part at the right mo- 
ment, and the entrance, famous since in ’49 it showed the 
pathway to golden fortune, glowed golden indeed. 

Rear Admiral Evans watched the onward progress of 
the fleet from the emergency cabin on the after bridge of 
the Connecticut. While it involved some risk to return 
aboard, yet the physician’s consent was obtained, for the 
disappointment of not bringing the fleet in was some- 
thing which none of his friends wished to bring upon the 
commander-in-chief. 

Aided by a two and one-half knot flood tide, the fleet 
passed through the Golden Gate, with Point Bonita bear- 
ing abaft the flagship’s beam, at ten minutes after twelve 
o'clock. The Presidio’s rounded hill-top was black with 
watching thousands, and was well observed from the 
ships, for here it was that the wives of naval officers 
were invited to come to view the entrance. The national 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired from the Presidio’s 
battery, and echoed against the rocks on the other side 
of the entrance, where the guns of another of San Fran- 
cisco’s defenses added to the din. 

As though the last gun of the Connecticut’s response 
to the Presidio’s salute had been a cue, the armored 
cruisers of the Pacific Fleet moved into the picture from 
behind an elbow of Angel Island. Rear Admiral Dayton, 
commander-in-chief of the Pacific Fleet, in his flagship, 
the West Virginia, led the way, followed by the Colo- 
rado. the Pennsylvania, and the Maryland, of the first 
division, which though voung ships have cruised from 
New York to San Francisco via Suez. Then came Rear 
Admiral Sebree’s squadron, consisting of the Tennessee 
and the Washington, which he brought as the path- 
finder squadron two months ahead of the Atlantic Fleet 
through Magellan, and the California and the South 
Dakota. The fourth torpedo flotilla was on the flank, and 
the flagship of Rear Admiral Swinburne, the Charleston, 
was the last in the column, which made a course to join 
the Atlantic column as it passed Goat Island. 

The gunboat Yorktown, flying the flag of the Secretary 
of the Navy from the main, was given seventeen guns by 
the flagship and replied with thirteen. The figure of the 
Secretary on the quarterdeck of the Yorktown, standing 
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slightly apart from his guests, to acknowledge the hon- 
ors, could made out as the battleships swept by. 

With the anchoring of the fleet the 14,000-mile voyage 
was officially ended, and a program of entertainment, the 
principal features of which were given in our issue of 
May 2, page 950, will be carried out. 

A correspondent of the N.Y. Sun, who was with the 
fleet on its voyage, says: 

“The elapsed time from Hampton Roads Dec. 16 to 
dropping anchors in San: Francisco harbor, May 6, was 
141 days 7 hours. The actual time of cruising for the 
13,750 knots voyage was 61 days 19 hours. Practically 
80 days (79 days 12 hours, to be exact) were consumed 
in various ports. Of this time a period of 30 days was 
occupied largely in practice at Magdalena Bay. In 
Trinidad there was a stay of six days; in Rio, ten; 
Punta Arenas, seven; Callao, nine, or sixty-two days in 
round numbers. The rate of steaming was practically ten 
knots. Occasionally eleven and even twelve knots was 
tried ; several times speed was reduced to eight knots and 
once or twice to six for experimental purposes, or be- 
cause of some mishap to a ship. Such accidents were 
few and at most only delayed the fleet an hour or two. 
. “Allowing reasonable time to coal in foreign ports and 
eliminating the time for target practice at Magdalena 
Bay and the various stops along the California coast, the 
trip could have been made easily with ten knots steam- 
ing gait in less than eighty days. One day could have 
been saved at ‘Trinidad, five at Rio, two at Punta Arenas 
and four at Callao. These with thirty days at Magdalena 
Lay and twenty-one spent in California stopping places 
make sixty-three days, which could have been cut off the 
elapsed time if the movement had been entirely a mili- 
tary one.” 

The parade in San Francisco on May 7 was an event 
never to be forgotten, and it is estimated that 700, 
enthusiastic spectators witnessed it and shouted them- 
selves hoarse. Rear Admiral Evans rode the full length 
of the parade im a carriage with San Francisco’s Mayor, 
Edward R. Taylor, and received a great ovation, as did 
in fact all the paraders. There were some 5, blue- 
jackets and marines in the parading column, in addition 
to the Army, National Guard and Naval Militia forces, 
Grand Army men, and other bodies, and the column took 
close on three hours to pass. The parade was managed 
extremely well. The entire line of march was roped off 
from curb to curb. Not a street car, vehicle of any kind 
or even a pedestrian was allowed inside the ropes. 

The parade was headed by mounted policemen of San 
Francisco in khaki uniforms. ‘Then followed the grand 
marshal, Gen. J. A. Koster, of the California National 
Guard, and his staff. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A.. 
mounted on a beautiful bay charger, appeared at the head 
of 2,500 Regular Army troops, representing each branch 
of the Service. Then followed the force from the Battle- 
ship Fleet. Secretary Metcalf rode in a carriage with 
Governor Gillett, and behind them came the National 
Guard of California, soldiers of the Spanish-American 
War and members of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and bringing up the rear in carriages were some of the 
pioneers of California, the men who came across the 
mountains in 49. Mexican War veterans were also in 
the column, and 300 Salt Lake High School cadets, who 
ee on from Salt Lake as escort to Rear Admiral 
Ovans. 

In the afternoon and evening there were band concerts, 
while the Secretary of the Navy and the commanding 
officers of the fleet attended the brilliant banquet at the 
Fairmont. Warrant officers of the fleet formed a the- 
ater party and the sailors witnessed wrestling and boxing 
matches at the Naval Pavilion. The people seemed mad 
over the arrival of the fleet, and efforts are to be made 
to have twelve of the battleships assigned permanently 
to the Pacific coast. The fleet and town were illuminated 
and the streets were almost impassable for the crowds.

The 
boilc:r, which is situated amidships in the launch and partially 
separated from the passengers’ compartment aft by a_bulk- 
head, exploded without warning. The cause of the explosion 
i as yet a mystery, but it is generally credited to a wedged 
ste. u gauge, which failed to notify the fireman and coxswain 
of the. dangerous pressure. The launch was rendered prac- 
tically helpless, without steam to keep her headway. A re- 
quest for assistance was telephoned from a country residence 
along the shore to Commander Benson at the Naval Academy, 
and a second: Jaunch was at once sent out and towed the 
damaged craft with her injured to the Academy. Maury and 
Kelly were not dangerously, although painfully, hurt. 

Midshipman P. R. Baker, of the fourth class, is at the Naval

It has been given out unofficially that the honor man of the 
class 1908 at the Naval Academy is Jerome C. Hunsaker, of 
Saginaw, Mich. It has been a close race between Hunsaker 
and Edmund R. Norton, of Portland, Me., since the annual 
examinations in June, 1907, but since February, Hunsaker 
pulled his -general average up ahead of that of Norton. The 
latter will take second honors, while the third ‘‘star’’ member 
in order of general merit will probably be George W. Struble, 
of Portland, Ore. Ever since the class was taken into the 
Academy in 1904 it has been a close race between Hunsaker, 
Norton and Struble for the top honors. At the annual ex- 
aminations last year Struble was the honor man, with Hun 
saker a close second and Norton third.

Presidio of Monterey, Cal., May 2, 1908. 

The Fleet! The Fleet! The Fleet! An hour ahead of 
schedule time the Atlantic Fleet of sixteen battleships dropped 
anchor in Monterey harbor yesterday morning. The ships 
passed Moss Point about 5:30 o'clock, and steamed slowly 
inte the harbor, forming into four sections, and dropped 
anchor at 6 o'clock, the Connecticut being the nearest inshore. 
The Armada, as soon as it came to rest, was made the subject 
of a beautiful tribute, quite naturally a result of the thought 
of the women, in the way of an offering of California flowers.

Members of the 7th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., and ex-members 
and their friends who desire to attend the baseball game at 
West Point on the afternoon of May 30 between the cadet 
team and one from the regiment can take the special train 
arranged for, provided they obtain the necessary ticket from 
the athletic committee or from the superintendent at the 
armory.

With the provision in the new Military Laws of New 
York for the office of chief of Artillery, with the rank of 
brigadier general, officers have been discussing the seniority 
of rank of the three colonels of the Coast Artillery from 
among whom the selection it is expected will be made. The 
senior colonel of Artillery is Col. William F. Morris, 9th 
Coast Artillery, his commission dating March 18, 1899. He 
first joined the Guard as a private in the 13th Regiment, June 
4, 1876, and is a Spanish war veteran. He served subse- 
quently as a first lieutenant and captain in the 14th Regiment, 
and joined the 9th as captain, Dec. 20, 1893. Col. David E. 
Austen, of the 13th Coast Artillery, is second senior colonel, 
his commission dating Nov. 25, 1899. His service in the 
Guard began as a private in the 7th Regiment, Feb. 14, 1859, 
and he was colonel of the 47th Regiment so long ago as May 
9, 1868. He was also first elected colonel of the 13th in 
1877, and after being rendered supernumerary in 1883, was 
again elected colonel of the 13th in January, 1888, with 
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original rank. He took his honorable discharge April 25, 
1895, and for the third time was elected colonel of the 13th, 
Nov. 25, 1899. He served during the Civil War for several 
months with the 7th and 47th Regiments in the U.S. Service. 
Col. Elmore F. Austin, of the 8th Coast Artillery, was only 
commissioned colonel a few weeks ago. He first joined the 
Guard as a private in Co. B, of the 71st Regiment, Nov. 29, 
1887, and was subsequently inspector of rifle practice of the 
regiment, and then engineer on the staff of General Smith. 
He served with the 71st in the Cuban campaign. It is under- 
stood that Celonel Austen is slated for the new office. 

Adjutant General Perry, of Indiana, under date of April 23, 
1908, says: ‘‘There has been issued to the officers of the 
Indiana National Guard a book entitled ‘The Laws and Cus- 
toms of Riot Duty,’ by Byron L. Barger, lieut. col., Ohio 
National Guard, which contains everything that one command- 
ing or serving with troops need to know concerning local 
warfare to perform the duties required of him creditably and 
successfully. Officers are directed to begin and complete a 
thorough ‘study of this book and examining boards are directed 
to require of the officers who present themselves for examina- 
tion a high percentage in the knowledge of the matters of 
which it treats.’’ 

In our issue of April 18, page 872, we quoted from an 
official report made by Capt. I. L. Hunt, Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
which praised the business-like methods pursued by the 7th 
Regiment, N.G.N.Y., regarding its equipment, more particu- 
larly referring to its quartermaster supplies, while taking 
part in the coast defense exercises last summer. In this con- 
nection it is interesting to note that the officers of the 7th 
who have to do with its quartermaster’s department are Capt. 
Walter G. Schuyler, R.Q.M., and Lieuts. William H. Folsom, 
John T. Fisher and Major A. White, battalion quartermasters. 
The youngest of this quartet has been a member since 1882, 
and all carried a gun in the ranks, and their efficient work as 
well as that of other officers of the regiment has been demon- 
strated on many occasions. 

At the celebration of the opening of the Brooklyn, N.Y., 
subway to Flatbush avenue on May 1, there was an interest- 
ing military and civic parade, of which Capt. Sydney Grant, 
13th Regiment, was grand marshal. The military in the parade 
was the following: Brig. Gen. John G. Eddy, commanding 
the 2d Brigade; the 23d Regiment, under command of Col. 
William A. Stokes; the 14th Regiment, Col. John H. Foote;

ment, Col. David E, Austen, commanding; the 2d Battalion, 
Naval Militia, Comdr. Robert P. Forshew, and the 3d Battery, 
under command of Capt. Chauncey Matlock. 

Lieut. Col. John G. R. Lilliendahl, of the 22d N.Y., who 
has been in charge of the theoretical instruction of the officers 
in military engineering, has performed his duties in a manner 
which reflects great credit upon him, and which has been at- 
tended with excellent results. During the summer the officers 
will have an opportunity to practically apply this theoretical in- 
struction, which was embodied in a series of twenty-four 
papers and lectures. 

Adjutant General Henry, of New York, has issued rules for 
the management and care of the U.S. magazine rifle, model of 


1903, and also an order amending the Cavalry Drill Regula-— 


tions, and the Manual of Guard Duty. 

Major John Isaac Pruyn, 10th Regt., N.G.N.Y., was elected 
colonel of the 10th Regiment on May 2 by a vote of 24 to 10, 
much to the surprise of the friends of Lieut. Col. Charles E. 
Davis, of Albany, who expected he would be promoted. The 
election was made necessary by the resignation of Colonel 
Denike, of New Rochelle. Colonel-elect Pruyn has been a 
member of the Guard since June 6, 1874, and has served in 
every grade except that of lieutenant colonel. Capt. John F. 
Klein, of Co. I, of Flushing, was elected major of the regi- 
ment on May 4. He has served twenty-four years as a mili- 
tary man, working his way up from the ranks. Lieut. 
George Haviland will succeed Major Klein as captain of the 
company. 

Governor Harris, of Ohio, on May 5 ordered out the state 
troops to suppress ‘‘night riders.’’ Troop B was mobilized 
and will be on duty between Higginsport and Aberdeen. 
Major General Speaks, in command of the 2d Brigade of the 
Ohio National Guard, will accompany the troop. The adjutant 
general has been in communication with Captain Scofield, of 
Troop A, in Cleveland, with a view to utilizing its service if 
necessary. 

The annual dinner of the officers of the 22d N.Y. will be 
held at Hotel Astor on the night of May 23.

9TH N.Y.—COL. W. F. MORRIS. 


A dinner to commemorate the tenth anniversary of the de- 
parture of the 9th Regiment, N.Y. Volunteers, to the Spanish- 
American war, was held at the Manhattan Club by the_officers 
of the 9th Coast Artillery, N.G.N.Y., on the night of May 2, 
and it was the finest affair of this character ever given by the 
regiment. Covers were laid for sixty-five officers and guests. 
The menus were of heavy cardboard, upon which was an 
original steel steel engraving of an Artillery soldier of the 
year 1799, the year the old 9th Heavy Artillery Regiment was 
organized. The souvenirs of the evening were facsimiles of a 
tablet to be erected on Decoration Day, that describes the 
history of the regiment, and bears the celebrated command of 
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Gen. John A. Dix: ‘‘If any one attempts to haul down the 
flag shoot him on the spot.’ 

The speakers of the evening were Gens. Charles F. Roe and 
George Moore Smith, Mr. Kokichi Midzumo, Consul General 
of Japan; Lieut. Col. Samuel E. Allen, C.A.C.; U.S.A.; Lieut. 
Col. N. B. Thurston, and Capt. Champe S. Andrews. Oolonel 
Allen made a very interesting speech showing the progress 
made by the Coast Artillery Corps during the past ten years. 
Mr. Midzumo spoke in excellent English of the friendly rela- 
tions existing between Japan and the United States, the 
‘*pessimistic forecasts of the yellow journals to the contrary 
notwithstanding.’’ ‘‘From the Aleutian Islands to Alaska,’’ 
said Mr. Midzumo, ‘‘from the coast of California to Guam, to 
the Philippines, to Formosa, and to the mainland of Nippon, 
the Pacific ocean is common to the United States and Japan. 
These are the two countries most interested in the Pacific, and 
these are the countries that are responsible for the maintenance 
of peace. Japan, therefore wel your i of naval 
strength in that quarter. Although we have had two wars in 
recent years, you would have fought under the same circum- 
stances.’’ Capt. Champe S. Andrews spoke of the careless at- 
titude of the public at large in anything military, and begged 
the country to uphold the military and naval policy of the 
President. The committee in charge of the dinner were 
Major F. W. Ward, Capt. C. J. Imperatori and Lieut. R. @. 
Shirley. 





12TH N.Y.—COL. GEORGE R. DYER. 


A review of the 12th N.Y., under command of Colonel Dyer, 
was held in the armory on the night of May 2, the reviewing 
officer being ex-Col. Robert W. Leonard, who was C.O. of the 
12th N.Y. Volunteers in 1898, and who is also a veteran of 
the Civil and Philippine wars. 


There were a very large number of spectators present, and 
the regiment, which was formed with the usual three bat- 
talions, made a highly creditable showing in the review, drill 
and regimental parade. 

During the evening the Leonard Trophy for shooting was 
presented to Co. G; the Wall Scaling Trophy, offered by the 
M.A.L. and won at the recent games by the team from the 
12th, was also presented; the Dyer Cup for shooting went to 
Co. B, and Sergeant Corrie, of Co. C, received the N.R.A. medal 
for marksmanship. Colonel Leonard, in complimenting Colonel 
Dyer after the military exhibition, said that the 12th was the 
best looking regiment he’d seen since Matanzas, Cuba, in 1899. 

There was a very large turnout for divine service in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral May 3, when Chaplain James N. 
Connolly preached the sermon. Six hundred and ninety-six 
officers and men paraded, exclusive of band, and the big cathe- 
dral was crowded to overflowing with the friends and relatives 
of members. The band was paraded by authority of the 
Board of Aldermen, and the 12th is the first National Guard 
regiment to have its band play in the streets on a Sunday 
for divine service. . 

Col. J. Wray Cleveland, inspector on the staff of General 
Roe, in his official comments on the recent inspection and 
muster of the 12th Regiment, says: ‘‘Improvement in the 
care of property is noted, and the property generally was 
cleaner and presented in better condition than heretofore. The 
personnel continues to improve, and the mén are sturdy and 
strong and healthy looking. Differences among the officers 
of this regiment have culminated in the resignation of twelve 
officers; considering this situation, it is remarkable the show- 
ing made. Out of a total strength of 761, but nine were 
absent, of whom five were officers.

7iST N.Y.—COL. W. G. BATES. 


A review of the 71st N.Y., by Brig. Gen. Hamilton S. 
Hawkins, U.S.A., was held in the armory on the night of 
May 2, in commemoration of the tenth anniversary of the 
departure of the regiment for the Spanish-American war, and 


the General received an enthusiastic welcome. In this, the 
closing armory regimental function for this season, the 71st 
certainly made a fine showing, and amply demonstrated the 
benefits it had derived from the season of drills. The men 
were absolutely steady in the ranks, all the movements were 
executed smooth and prompt, and the manual of arms was 
exceHent. The lowering of the pieces at order arms without 
any noise is a movement which other regiments should sit up 
and take notice of.

Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, accompanied by Col. W. H. 
Chapin and Lieut. Col. J. Wray Cleveland, W. W. Ladd and 
G. Hurry, Col. W. G. LeBoutillier and Major L. M. Greer of 
his staff, reviewed the 69th regiment in its armory on the night 


of April 30, under command of Col. Edward Duffy, in which 
the regiment made a highly creditable showing and again 
demonstrated the improvement it has been making. 

The men were notably steady and presented a clean and 
soldierly appearance, and when the regiment was formed in 
line of masses, under the direction of Regimental Adjutant 
Phalen, equalized into twelve commands of sixteen files, it 
pr d an elegant appearance.

The ceremony 
was a handsome one, only in the passage in review, the third 
company of the 1st Battalion again went by with a number 
of men out of step. General Roe and members of his staff 
expressed themselves as very much pleased with the showing 
made by the regiment. 

The early portion of the night was stormy, and in conse- 
quence the attendance of spectators fell away considerably. 
There was dancing for members and guests, and the special 
guests were entertained by Colonel Duffy and his officers. 

The 69th N.Y. will proceed to Sea Girt, N.J., for general 
rifle practice on May 22, via the West Twenty-third street 
ferryboat leaving at 6:50 a.m. The regiment will assemble at 
the armory at 6 a.m, Capt. John W. Elmes, 0.0., will have 
charge of the practice at the range, and the scorers will be 
under the immediate charge of Lieut. E. G. B. Riley, 0.0. 
Colonel Duffy urges every member of the regiment to be 
present, as this will be the only opportunity for practice, and 
he states that a severe penalty will be imposed upon all who 
fail to be present. 








NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Brig. Gen. William Sullivan, Inspector General, New Hamp- 
shire National Guard, has made an interesting detailed report 
of the condition of the different units of the Guard of the state. 
About fifty per cent. of the companies had the required mini- 


mum of enlisted strength. Most of the others had nearly the 
required number and the commanding officers reported that the 
recruiting was being continued as rapidly as was practical in 
selecting desirable men. 

In visiting each company, the books and records were ex- 
amined, arms, equipments and all other military stores were 
inspected, the companies were viewed at drill in both close and 
extended order, and every man was examined individually on 
the care of his arms and equipments, his general knowledge of 
guard duty and other subjects upon which he should be in- 
structed. Where defects were found, instructions were given 
with a view to their correction. 

The aggregate strength of the Ist Infantry, Col. A. @. 
Shattuck, was 737 officers and men. There were present at 
inspection 648 men and 45 officers, an aggregate of 693. One 
officer and 43 men were absent. The average percentage pres- 
ent was 94. The rifles of Cos. D and E were in bad condition. 

The aggregate strength of the 1st Infantry, Col. E. Tetley, 
was 659 officers and men. There were present at inspection 
563 men and 44 officers, an aggregate of 607. One officer and 
51 men were absent. The average percentage present was 
92. Most of the companies were in a generally satisfactory con- 
dition, but some of them, like those in the Ist Regiment, are 


* badly off for proper quarters. In some towns the people take 


an interest in the military and in others they do not. 

Battery A and Troop A were in excellent condition. Gen- 
eral Sullivan states that the general condition of the New 
Hampshire National Guard has improved as regards military 
instruction, particularly in relation to extended order drill and 
guard duty, both theoretical and practical, and as a whole it is 
in readiness for any duty it may be called upon to perform. 

More attention, however, he says, should be devoted to in- 
struction in military courtesy and the few short rules which 
govern this essential part of a soldier's training. Lack of 
knowledge on this subject is due, he points out, in many in- 
stances to an utter neglect on the part of their officers to 
properly instruct them. 

The military appearance of the troops is described as gen- 
erally good and the average of the personnel was excellent. 
The men make many sacrifices of time, money and outside 
pleasures in their service for the state and with few excep- 
tions, they appeared devotedly interested in their work and 
intensely loyal to the organizations with which they were con- 
nected. 

The commissioned officers were found to be hard working as 
a rule and capable and conscientious in the performance of 


_their duties. There are some officers, he says, who grow lax 


and indifferent in their work. 

Many of the overcoats in use in the brigade were found in 
peor condition, badly faded for a proper military appearance, 
and many were badly worn. Aside from the overcoats, uni- 
forms and equipments were found in generally good condition. 
None of the troops are equipped with canteens, haversacks, 
mess kits, shelter tents, ponchos or blankets, although the

state has a stock of these articles stored at the state arsenal 
in readiness for any emergency. General Sullivan states that 
these equipments should be issued to the troops, which have 
proper storage facilities for use in field instruction. 

Many of the rifles with which the troops were armed were 
found in a condition which indicated improper and insufficient 
care. Some rifles which outwardly appeared in good condition 
were found on examination to be rusty or foul inside. Books 
and papers were generally in good condition. A general im- 
provement in rifle practice throughout the brigade is reported. 


FLORIDA. 
Adjutant General Foster, of Florida, under date of April 27, 
1908, in general orders, says: 


‘‘The commander-in-chief desires to express to the officers 
and enlisted men who compose the organizations recently or- 
dered to Pensacola ‘his appreciation of the value of the ser- 
vice which they performed, and of the soldierly manner in 
which they discharged their duties. 

‘While the necessity for using troops to enforce the law 
and maintain the public peace is always to be regretted, still 
it should be a matter of pride and satisfaction to the people 
of Florida to know the effectiveness of the military arm of 
the state government, and with what promptness it is prepared 
ta act when emergency arises. 

‘The habit of discipline and obedience which is being con- 
stantly taught throughout the year, and the methods of ad- 
ministration and management which are applied during the 
annual encampments, are all preparatory to and in anticipa-° 
tion of a call for actual duty. That these lessons have been 
well learned has in this instance been demonstrated by the 
alacrity with which the troops responded to orders, the cheer- 
fulness with which they performed exacting duty, and the 
excellence of the methods which they employed to accomplish 
those purposes for which they were called out.’’ 

The annual tour of field duty of the Florida state troops 
will this year be performed at the United States’ fortifications 
on the coast of Florida, where the Ist and 2d Regiments of 
Infantry will participate jointly with organizations of the 
United States Coast Artillery Corps in coast defense exercises.

INTERPRETATIONS OF REVISED INFANTRY 
REGULATIONS, U.S. ARMY, 1904. 
Copyright, 1908, by W. C. and F. P. Church. 

TACTICS writes for an interpretation of the following 
paragraphs of the Infantry Drill Regulations, U.S. Army: 
(1) In paragraph 255 occurs the following: ‘‘When companies 
are to be aligned, captains place themselves on that flank to- 
ward which the dress is to be made, as follows: In line, at 
the post of the guide and facing to the front. In column, two 
paces from the guide in prolongation of, and facing toward 
the line.’’ In dressing his company in regimental formation, 
in line of masses, in which direction should the captain face, 
to the front or toward the line? (2) Paragraph 478 pre- 
scribes, in part, as follows: ‘‘Each battalion adjutant takes 
post on the right of the staff of his major when the battalion 
is established on the line.’’ The regiment being in line of 
masses at a regimental drill (not for ceremonies), where 
should the post of the battalion adjutant be, after the bat- 
talion is established on the line? Answer: (1) As captains 
take commands from their respective battalion commanders, 
they necessarily face toward the line, as each battalion is in 
column of companies. (2) On the side of the guide opposite 
and six paces from the head of the battalion. 

VERMONT writes: I have been attempting to compute the 
distance between squads in single rank formation, or I have, 
in other words, been trying to find the reason for its being 
92 inches as specified in the Drill Regulations, Par. 219. I 
cannot make the distance specified correspond with the front 
of a squad, which seems necessary in order to form line prop- 
erly. The same trouble has confronted me as regards the 
distance between twos in single rank formation at the com- 
mand Twos right (or left). Column of sections presents _the 
same difficulty in the double rank formation. Taking into 
consideration the front of a man, 22 in., his int. 4 in. The 
depth of a man, —12 in. Answer: The Drill Regulations are 
correct; in column of squads the distance from the back of 
a man in the front rank of the first squad to the breast of 
his rear rank man is 40 inches, the rear rank man is assumed 

be 12 inches in depth, and from his back to the breast 
of the front rank man in the following squad, the distance is 
40 inches. Adding these we have 92 inches. Should the rear 
rank be taken out the distance between front rank and front 
rank remains 92 inches. In order to execute squads right (or 
left), with proper intervals, we must add 12 inches, which 
makes a total of 104 inches. The added 12 inches is the 
depth of the front rank man, that is to say, from the breast 
of the front rank man in the fimst squad to the breast of the 
corresponding man in the front rank of the second squad we 
have 104 inches. After Squads right is executed we find four 
men measuring with interval 26 inches in breadth, making 
104 inches. Same rule applies in twos and sections, You 
evidently forget that in the double rank formation at the 
command Squads, right (or left), only the front rank take 
their place on the first line. 

INQUIRER.—It was officially decided by the _War Depart- 
men on April 8, 1908, that the prescribed position for firing 
on the skirmish run, to be taken when the squad is halted, 
is that given in Par. 138, Infantry Drill Regulations, i.e., 
the position of ‘‘load,’’ lying down (kneeling or sitting), and 
the piece should neither be against the shoulder nor partly 
unlocked. 

C. I. G. writes: Will you kindly interpret Par. 153, of In- 
fantry Drill Regulations, in regard to deploying a squad to 
the right, right front, rear, etc.? In executing these movements 
is the squad deployed before taking the new direction, being 
halted first, or is the deployment made after the new direc- 
tion is taken? Answer: The deployment is made as soon as 
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ployment would occur immediately . If it were to the rear, 
the deployment would be made first and to the rear then exe- 
cuted. The squad in line, is deployed under Par. 151 and 
152. In any other formation Par. 153 applies. 


TEXAS writes: To settle a dispute that arose at a recent 
non-commissioned officers’ school, in the company of which 
I am a member, I would much appreciate it if you would in- 
terpret that portion of Par. 197, Infantry Drill Regulations, 
U.S.A., 1904, which refers to the formation of column of 
squads from column of files. The point in dispute is as to 
when the files in rear of the leading squad start to move out 
for the formation of their respective squads. To make this 
point clear, permit me to advise that the school has taken 
three different interpretations of this paragraph, as follows: 
(a) At the command of execution, the leading squad im- 
mediately forms squad as provided for in the School of the 
Squad, all files to rear of leading squad continuing the march 
at full step until the leading file in each squad reaches its 
place, and takeg the half step, forty inches from the rear rank 
of the squad next in front, the rear files in each squad not 
moving out to form squad until the leading file takes the half 
step. (b) At the command of execution, each squad immedi- 
ately forms as in the School of the Squad, the leading squad 
marching at half step, and each succeeding squad, after first 
forming, resuming the full step until such time as it arrives 
in its place forty inches from the rear rank of the squad 
next in front, at which time it resumes the half step. (c) At 
the command of execution, the leading file of the first squad 
takes the half step, the leading file of each succeeding squad 
continuing the march at full step, and all other files immedi- 
ately moving out to their places, increasing their step to do 
this, all squads taking the half step when they arrive at 
their position forty inches from the rear rank of the squad 
next in front. Answer: At the first command, March, the 
leading file takes the half step, the other files of the front 
rank of the first squad immediately oblique out of the column; 
the leading file of the rear rank takes the half step at the 
first command, March, the other rear rank files of the leading 
squad obliquing when their file leaders do. As soon as the 
front rank files are out of the way the leading file of the 
rear rank closes up to 40 inches. lJeading files of other 
squads continue the full step until 40 inches in rear of lead- 
ing rear rank file of squad preceding them, then take the 
half step and other files in same rank oblique as explained 
for first squad. The movement is successive by squad, not 
simultaneous.

J. A. asks: Has anything been done as yet toward the 
pay of musicians of the U.S. Military Academy? Answer: 
The Army Appropriation bill, page 848, in our issue for April 
11, expressly excludes the Military Academy band from the 
increase of pay provided for other musicians. 

D. F. M.—We have been unable to locate the item which 
you say was published in our columns some time ago in regard 
to an exploring expedition scheduled to visit the headwaters 
of the Amazon river in August next. Perhaps some of our 
readers can furnish us with the address of the promoter of the 
expedition. 

E. F. M.—The Army Appropriation bill, H.R. 17288, is an 
appropriation for the support of the Army for the year from 
July 1, 1908, to June 30, 1909. See our issue for May 2, 
page 944-5 and 947. On page 848, April 11, we published the 
pay clause, in which it is provided that ‘‘hereafter any sol- 
dier honorably discharged at the termination of an _ enlist- 
ment period who re-enlists within three months of the date 
of said discharge shall, upon re-enlistment, receive an amount 
equal to three months’ pay at the rate he was receiving at 
the time of his discharge.’’ 

G. H. B. asks: (1) Has the United States Army recruiting 
officers the right to hang the U.S. flag from window over side- 
walk without first asking authority from the chief of police or 
city officials? Answer: Certainly. (2) Will the marines who 
participated in the China Relief Expedition in China and in 
the Philippines in 1900 receive a campaign badge? Answer: 
A bill is now before Congress (S. 6583) providing for your 
case. See our issue for April 18, page 883. 

J. F. S. writes: If an enlisted man’s term expires in 
Hong Kong, China, and he intends to re-enlist at once, A 
says he receives transportation at the rate of four cents per 
mile from that place to his point of enlistment; B says he 
does not. Does he? It is, however, understood that if he 
does not re-enlist he is held until some government vessel 
brings him to the U.S. Answer: You would get four cents 
mileage in the United States to place of enlistment, but nothing 
for journey from Hong Kong to United States. 

R. Y. R. writes: In your issue of March 28 you state that 
all of the class of 1906 have passed their examinations for 
ensign. Why have some members of the class not been 
nominated or confirmed by the Senate or received their com- 
missions, although higher in rank than many who have been? 
Answer: Those members of the class whose commissions are 
delayed failed to make the required percentage in certain sub- 
jects. 

M. W. asks: Is there any provision made for Navy pay 
clerks in regard to retirement and pay if they become in- 
capacitated for service through an injury or sickness while in 
the Service? Is there any provision made for them after a 
stated period of service, as there is for enlisted men or offi- 
cers in the Service? Answer: There is not now; but if the 
personnel bill’ passes Congress, provision will be made for pay 
clerks. They would get the widow’s benefit and twenty per 
cent. increase. 

F. E. K. writes: During our war with Spain I was in the 
Marine Corps, and served in the 1st Marine Battalion, which 
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did duty in Guantanamo. . After the war was over, medals 
were issued to the men of the battalion, and in due time I 
received mine. I was very proud.of it, and on one occasion 
I wore it at a parade in Boston, where I had the misfortune 
to lose it. How can I secure a duplicate? Answer: Make a 
request to the Brigadier General Commandant, U.S.M.O., for 
privilege of buying another medal. In well authenticated 
eases of loss what you want has been granted. 

W. B. C. asks: (1) Which cruiser of the U.S. Navy has 
the record for crossing the Atlantic—the Columbia or the 
Minneapolis? Answer: Only the Columbia, Captain Sumner 
commanding, crossed the Atlantic. (2) When does the next 
Seaman Gunners’ Class begin? Answer: July 1. 

E. L. 8S. asks: The date of the sailing of the 8d Infantry 
to the islands, and what regiment will relieve the 18th at 
Keithley, Mindanao, P.I.? Answer: There has been no decision 
as to either regiment. 

EMSEY asks: (1) How can I interpret your answer given 
to A.T.M. in the ‘‘Answers to Correspondents’’ column of 
April 25, 1908? Does the service in Alaska now count double 
toward retirement or not! (2) About when will the 8th and 
14th Cavalry regiments go to the Philippines again? Answer: 
(1) The page of Manual quoted should have been 110. The 
Act of April 23, 1904, provides that, ‘‘hereafter in computing 
the length of service for retirement credit shall be given 
soldiers for double the time of their actual service in China, 
Cuba, the Philippine Islands, the island of Guam, Alaska and 
Panama.’’ There has been no occasion for the Judge Advo- 
cate General to construe this law, but it is clear that the 
law of March 2, 1903, allowing double time for service in 
China was intended to apply to service on the Relief Expedi- 
tion of 1900. It is therefore held that the law of April 23, 
1904, applies to all past service in Alaska. Of course, as 
long as the law remains on the statute books unchanged, ser- 
vice in Alaska will count double for retirement. (2) There has 
been no decision as to date for either regiment to sail for the 
Philippines. 

A. E. J. asks: Did James V. McKay, sergeant major, 1st 
F.A., Fort Sill, Okla., pass the examination for ordnance ser- 
geant, and at the present rate of appointment, when, approxi- 
mately, will he get the appointment?

(7) Army Register is a Congressional docu- 
ment. Your Senator or Congressman can get a copy for you. 

S. W. asks: I served in Porto Rico campaign from 
Aug. 3 until sent home with typhoid fever. Service in Co. B, 
8d Ill. Vol. Inf.; enlisted 26th day of April, 1898; discharged 
24th day of Jan., 1899. Am I entitled to a medal? Answer: 
Yes. 

C. B. asks: Who was in charge of the 17th Infantry hos- 
pital at Columbus Barracks, November-December, 1898! An- 
swer: Major B. F. Pope, surg., U.S.A., who died in the 
Philippines in February, 1902. 

O. M. H. asks: If the bill S. 6583, Mr. Dick, now before 
Congress, becomes a law will a contract surgeon who served 
in the Department of Mindanao from and after Jan. 13, 1903, 
be entitled to a campaign badge? Answer: Yes, if the bill 
passes, 

D. R. asks: When the next examination for ordnance ser- 
geants will be held. Answer: In about a year. 

H. A. G. asks: (1) How many vacancies in the grade of 
second lieutenant will be filled by enlisted and civil candi- 
dates this year? (2) Is there any place which has record of 
officers of the Revolution? Answer: (1) It is not possible to 
state the number of these vacancies at this time.

You can see that 
your service and ‘‘Jack’s’’ are not the same.

Answer: You 
have passed, but nothing can be said as to when you will be 
appointed.

About 200 Spanish-American war veterans are employed at 
this yard, and a large number of Civil War veterans are, 
living in the vicinity, and the old veterans delight in gazing 
on the new Navy, and comparing its merits with the old Navy 
of their fighting days. 

Work on the new addition to the marine barracks will be 
commenced in a few days. The present barracks is totally 
inadequate to accommodate the number of men now required to 
guard the yard. More than half the command is now housed 
in tents. Seventeen men arrived this week from the Midway 
Islands and the transition from that desolate spot to the beau- 
tiful climate and surroundings of Puget Sound is, as one 
described it, a translation from ‘‘Hades’’ to ‘‘Paradise.’’ 
There are 200 men now in the garrison, and as fine a repre- 
sentative body of marines as can be found in any post. The 
baseball team is developing into a fast and dangerous one, 
and can tackle anything that comes their way. A field day 
for sports will be held in May under the direction of Lieut. 
F. A. Ramsey, and the indications are that some very speedy 
men will be found en the track. 

When the armored cruiser West Virginia, the flagship of 
the first squadron of the Pacific Fleet, arrived at the yard on 
the 23d, the entire first squadron were here. The West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Colorado, California, Wash- 
ington, Tennessee and South Dakota were all here, and the 
spectacle of these beautiful cruisers, with their white hulls 
nestling in this landlocked harbor, surrounded on all sides by 
the hills and forests, with the water as smooth as a mill pond, 
was one of great beauty, and though to see these powerful 
fighting machines in such peaceful and quiet surroundings 
seemed incongruous, it only tended to enforce upon the think- 
ing mind that peaceful conditions are an outcome of a nation’s 
fighting strength. y

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Pacific to avoid trouble with Japan. America has got to 
control the Pacific or turn her citizens into soldiers. Japan 
to-day could place twenty soldiers to our one on the Pacific 
slope, and your people would have to live under the Japs. 
Japan can put 1,500,000 drilled men into the field at this 
minute. We can put 69,000 men, 19,000 Regulars and 50,000 
militia. Japan now has 500,000 soldiers in arms.’’ 

Former American soldiers and sailors now residents of 
Spokane, are to organize a post of the Army and Navy Union, 
U.S. of America. Otto W. Blenner, deputy clerk of courts, 
has taken the initiative in the movement. He says there are 
400 eligible men in Spokane.

Parang, Mindanao, P.I., March 12, 1908. 

A band of wild Moros from Davao, known as ‘‘Bagobos,’’ 
composed of both men and women, stopped here en route to 
Manila to take part in the carnival. In their native dress 
and ‘‘war paint,’’ with bolos, spears, beads and bells, they 
created something of a sensation on ‘‘dress parade.'’ Many 
bright colors are woven in their dress and headgear, all beau- 
tifully and artistically decorated with bright beads, while 
brass bracelets and rings adorn their arms, ankles, ears, 
fingers and toes. Many of the tribe are ‘‘fancy dancers.’’ 
They have a keen eye for business, even on a pleasure trip, 
and are carrying many pretty. chains, bags, baskets and 
other salable articles made of beads and grasses to Manila. 

The first company of Moro Constabulary from Cotabato, 
under command of Capt. Henry Gilheuser and Lieut. Leonard 
Furlong, with forty-six men, are also in Manila for the carni- 
val. This is the best company of Constabulary in our Moro 
province. Captain Gilheuser has drilled these natives for 
four years, and they have become good soldiers and proved 
themselves brave fighters under Lieutenant Furlong in the 
Cotabato valley and Lake Lanao district.

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VOYAGE OF THE TWENTY-THIRD. 
Zamboanga, P.I., March 14, 1908. 

The Buford ran alongside the dock in Manila on the morn- 
ing of March 5. The health authorities allowed us to land, 
the measles on board not causing us to be quarantined. We 
had been there but a few hours when an order was issued to 
proceed to the quarantine station at Mariveles to remain for 
some time. We left Manila the following morning and docked 
at Mariveles gbout 10:30 a.m. We found that there were 
not enough accommodations for an entire regiment. Notwith- 
standing this, all the property was taken off the ship, Just 
as the unloading was completed an order came saying the 
whole regiment would proceed to Zamboanga, the 2d and 3d 
Battalions to go in camp there until they could be taken to 
Jolo after the epidemic of was over. The property 
was all on the ship again by midnight, and the morning of 
the 7th found us again in the harbor of Manila. 

Here Lieutenants Krueger, Brabson and McMillan left, as 
they were detailed on the progressive military map, with sta- 
tions in and around Manila. Mrs. Krueger accompanied Lieu- 
tenant Krueger. Later in the day Lieutenant MacMillan was 
taken to the hospital, suffering with malaria. Mrs. Drum, 
wife of Capt. H. A. Drum, and Mrs. Seay, wife of Capt. Sam- 
uel Seay, rejoined us. Both had remained in Manila when we 
went to Mariveles. Lieut. William E. Bennett, 25th Inf., left 
us with his negro recruits the day we arrived, the first time, 
for Fort McKinley. Colonel Booth, Major Hutton, P.S., Major 
Goodman, Pay Dept., and Capt. and Mrs. Greenough, Pay Dept., 








‘ also left us, upon our first arrival, for their stations. 


The Buford sailed from Manila March 8 for Zamboanga, 
where she arrived after an uneventful trip on the 10th. The 
Warren was lying in the harbor, taking on board the troops 
and property of Headquarters and the 3d Battalion, of the 
2d Infantry. We were unable to get ashore to see any of our 
friends, due to lack of boats. 

Co. A was landed before noon, and the remaining companies 
of the 1st Battalion as soon as lighters could be brought along- 
side after the Warren got through with them. Cos. B and D 
occupy the old Spanish barracks, while A and C and the band 
are in the new barracks. The following morning the 2d 
Battalion came ashore, Cos. F and G doubling up with the 
companies in the Spanish barraeks. The other two companies 
went into camp in rear of the post officers’ quarters, as did 
the 3d Battalion when it came ashore in the afternoon. The 
object of leaving at Zamboanga the 2d and 3d Battalions, 
which are destined to go to Jolo, was to enable the Buford to 
get back to Manila in time to sail as scheduieu. 


Zamboanga, P.I., March 15, 1908. 

Measles seems to have struck the 23d Infantry in full force. 
Quite a number have had it, quite a number have it, and 
maybe quite a number will have it. Due to it the enlisted 
men are prohibited from going into town for fear that they may 
infect the natives. 

Mrs. Laubach and daughter, Dorothy, family of Capt. H. L. 
Laubach; Mrs. Stevens, wife of Lieut. P. M. Stevens, and Mrs. 
Turner, wife of Lieut. F. H. Turner, were all taken off the 
Buford into the post hospital. Robert Turner, son of Lieut. 
and Mrs. Turner, is sick with both measles and mumps. Capt. 
H. L. Laubach was taken into the hospital on the morning of 
the 14th with an attack of the grippe. 

Capt. and Mrs. Drum have been the guests of Col. and Mrs. 
Perley. Lieutenant Shannon has his house filled up. Those 
with him are Lieutenants Young, Dew, W. C. Miller and Clagett 
and Dr. Hadra. Chaplain Sutherland came out of the hospital 
on the 14th, where he had been since his arrival. 

The officers of the 23d who will form the permanent garri- 
son are Colonel Reade, Captains Seay, Hagadorn, Laubach and 
Drum, Lieutenants Noble, Grinstead, Quackenbush, Brewer, 
Stevens, Thuis, Dew and Clarke. 

The sudden descent of three battalions on this post caught 
the Quartermaster’s Department. They were unable to supply 
enough beds, mattresses, mosquito bars, etc. In fact, the two 
companies of the 2d Battalion in the Spanish barracks had to 
sleep on the floor for several nights before beds and cots could 
be brought from the neighboring posts. The Post Club and 
the Mindanao Club of Zamboanga have very kindly extended 
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the privileges of their club to the transient officers here. 
Nearly everyone takes his meals at the former. 

On the morning of 12th the whole regiment called in 
a body on General Bliss, the Department Commander. A hop 
was held at the club on the 13th, which was well attended. 
Dr. Freeman delivered a short lecture on sanitation to the 
officers of the 23d on the 14th. 

The officers of the permanent garrison have taken quarters 
as follows: In the lieutenants’ quarters, starting from town, 
Lieutenant Grinstead, Captain Hagadorn, Lieutenants Noble, 
Clarke.and Quackenbush. In the captains’ quarters, continuing 
in the same direction, Captain Drum, Colonel Reade, Captain 
Laubach, Captain Seay and Chaplain Sutherland. Lieutenants 
Brewer, Thuis and Dew are in the Lantaka Flats. Lieutenant 
Stevens occupies a house outside the post. If the battalion 
were not so depleted of officers there would have to be quite 
a bit of doubling up. 


Jolo, Jolo, P.I., March 28, 1908. 

Since the last letter the 2d and 3d Battalions of the 23d 
Infantry have come over to this place. 

Before leaving Zamboanga the Mindanao Club gave a hop, 
to which all the post people were invited, on March 17. The 
Seward came in on the same day and brought the first mail 
we have received from the States. On the evening ef March 20 
a dance was held in the Army and Navy Club. The Seward 
returned from Jolo on the 21st, and after a short stay pulled 
out for Manila. She took with her Dr. Frederick Hadra, who 
had been with the regiment ever since we left Madison Bar- 
racks. Everyone was sorry to see him leave. 

When we awoke on the 22d the Crook was seen lying at 
anchor in the bay. About 9:30 a.m. the order was issued 
directing us to leave for Jolo on her the next morning at six. 
The property was loaded by Lieut. F. C. Miller in short order 
and both battalions were on board at the proper time. Capt. 
T. F. Schley did not accompany the 2d Battalion, as he had 
been placed in command of the 1st, which remained at Zam- 
boanga. The officers accompanying the 2d and 3d Battalions 
were: Capts. J. M. Sigworth and J. R. Lee, Lieuts. W. W. 
McCammon, F. S. Young, F. H. Turner, H. S. Adams, F. C. 
Miller, W. A. Blain, C. A. Donaldson, C. R. Lewis, W. C. Mil- 
ler and H. B. Clagett. The ladies accompanying were: Mrs. 
J. M. Sigworth, Mrs. Lee, Mrs. Turner, Mrs. Donaldson and 
Mrs. Blain. 

We arrived in Jolo about two p.m. and immediately disem- 
barked. The 2d Battaliqn was quartered in the town while 
the 3d went to Asturias Barracks. The two battalions of the 
2d Infantry went on board as soon as we got off. The first 
night all the officers were taken care of by those of the cav- 
alry and artillery. Each troop of the 6th Cavalry had supper 
prepared for one of the companies of the 2d Battalion. 

On the following day quarters were chosen. Captain Sig- 
worth tock one of the captain’s sets over the water on the 
north side of town. Lieutenant Young moved in with Lieuten- 
ant Smith, of the 4th Field Artillery. Lieutenant Turner took 
the quarters vacated by Captain Lott. Lieutenants Adams 
and F. C. Miller took a set formerly vacant, while Lieutenants 
W. C. Miller and Clagett took the set formerly occupied by 
Lieutenant Barber. “ 

The Crook left with the 2d Infantry at three p.m. She 
will leave them at Mariveles for a week before they depart 
for the States. 

The Warren is appearing in the dim distance, so this will be 
brought to a close.
